I. t I \HAT all Moors or Jews, fubjed: to the Empe- 
X ror of Moroccb, fliall be allowed a free traffick, 
viz. to buy or fell for 30 daj^s in the city of Gibraltar, or 
ifland of Minorca; and not to rcfide in either place, but 
to depart with their effefts, without let or moleftation, to 
any part of the faid Emperor of Morocco^s dominions. 
. • II. That the king of Great-Britain's fubjects refiding in 
Barbary, fliall not be obliged to appear before the Cadi or 
Juftices of the country ; but only the governor of the 
place, and his Britannick Majcfty^s conful, ?re to take 
-cognizance of and adjuft the differences they may have with 
the natives of the country, 

III. 1 hat the menial fer\'ants of his Britannick Ma-^ 
jcfty's fubjcdts, though natives of the country, either Moors 
or Jews, be exempt from taxes of all kinds. 

IV. That all his Britannick Majcily's fubiefts, as well 
paffcngers as others, taken by any of the Emperor of Fez 
and Morocco's cruifers, on board any foreign Ihip or veflcl 
v-hatever, fliall immediately be fet at liberty and fent to 
the city of Gibraltar, 

V. That there be permiffion for buying proviflons, and 
all. other ncccflaries for his Britannick Majefty's fleet, or 

city of Gibraltar, at any of the Emperor of Fez and 
Morocco's fea-ports, at the markctrprices ; and the fame 
to be fliipped otF without paying cuftom, as has been ex- 
torted lately contrary to the treaty of peace fuhfifl:ing. 

VI. All the other articles being filcecn in number, con- 
cluded, agreed and adjufl:ed by the Honourable Charles 
Steward, Efq ; on the behalf of his Britannick ?v'Iajefl:yj^ 
and by his Excellency Baftiaw Hamet, Ben Aly, Ben 
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Abdalla, and his Imperial Majcfty's Trdafurcr, Mr. Mofe* 
Ben Hatter, a Jew, on the behalf of the faid King of 
Fez and Morocco, Ihall Hand good, and be of the fame 
force as in the reigns of the moft high and moft renowned 
Prince George I. King of Great-Britain, France and Irc^ 
land, &c, of glorious memor}^, and the high and glorious, 
mighty and right noble Prince Albumazar Muley Ifmael, 
late Emperor of Morocco. And it is farther agreed that 
all the arricles aforementioned, as well- the fifteen as thefe 
additional ones, Ihall in twenty days after the date hereof, 
be publiflied in the Arabick language, and affixed on the 
gates of all the fea-port towns in his Imperial Majefty-i 
dominions.

WHEREAS certain difficulties have arifen upon the 
execytipn of the articles which are called prelimi-i 
par^s, and which were fignedat Paris the laft day of May^ 
and after at Vienna the 13th of June, 1727, by the itut 
nifters refpe^tively furnifhed with liifficient full powers j 
j|ind whereas, by a certain declaration made by the Count 
de Rothernburg, with the confent of all the parties, and 
approved, the aforefaid difficulries have been happily ad- 
^ufted ; of which declaration, and of the acceptation 
thereof by his Catholick Majefty, as the feme was exhi-? 
bited and fubfcribed by the Marqwis de la Paz, in his 
pame, and by his command, the tenor hereof follows, 

Whereas, fince the figning of thp preliminaries^^ certaii^ 
(lifiiculties have afifen between the contfafting parties, in 
relation to the reflimtion pf prizes that have been taken on 

cither fide J and namely, that the Prince Frederick and its 
Qargo, belonging tp the South-fea company, has beep fciz-? 
cd and detained by the Spaniards at La Vera Cruz ; which 
difficulties have delayed the execution of the preliminaries, 
^ eX^2.ngipg the ratification with Spain^ apd th? opep-r 
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ing tlic congrefs : his Britannick Majefty, to facilitate 
matters as much as lies iu his power, and to, remove all 
pbflacles that obftruft a general pacification, has declaredjn 
and given his royal word to the moft Chriftian King, tha^ 
he will, without delay, fend orders t;o his admirals. Wage? 
and Hofier, or the chief coRimander in his ftead^ to widi-, 
draw from the feas of the Indies and of Spain ; and that 
he confcnts that the contraband trade, and other caufes of 
complaint^ which the Spaniards may have in relation tq 
the fliip Prince Frederick, ihall be difcuffed and decide4.in 
the congreft; that all the refpedtivc pretenfioi\s, on each 
fide, ftiall be produced, debated and decided, whether the 
prizes taken at fea, on each fide, fliall be reftored ; and 
,t:hat his Britannick Majefly will abide by wh^t ihall on all 
this be related. 

On my part, I prpmife, in the name of the King my 
matter, by virme of the orders and full powers which I 
have received for that purppfe, that this difcuflion, to be 
made at the congrefs, Ihall be faithfully executed ; tb^t 
the exchange of the ratifications Ihall be performed with-r 
out delay, and that the congrefs fliall meet, infallibly, imd 
the fooneft that fhall be pomble, according to what fliall be 
agreed by the niinifters of the contradling parties who fliaU 
happen to be at Paris j provided bis Catholick Maje(ly will 
give hb royal word* 

I, To raife, inimediately, the blockade of Qibraltar, by 
iending back, the troops to their qu?.rter$. by cfiufing tho 
cannoii to be drawn off, the trenches to be filled up, and 
the works made on the occafion of this fiege to be demo- 
lifhed, by re-eftablifliing every thing on ca^h fide, con^^ 
formable to the treaty of Utrecht, 

IL To fend, without delay, his order, cjear an4 
exprefs, for delivering up forthwith the Ibip Prince Fre^ 
derick, and her cargo, to the agents of the South-fea com-* 
pany, who are at Vera Cruz, that, when they think fit^ 
they inay fend her to Europe ; and to reftore the conimerc^ 
of the Lnglifli nation in the Indies, according to what is 
(lipulated by the AflSento treaty, and agreed by the fcm 
cond and third articles of the preliminaries. 

Ill* To caufe the effeds of the Flotilla to be immediately 
delivered tp thofe to whom they belong ; and thofc of the 
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jDallcons, when they return, as in time of freedom and 
of fiill peace, according to the fifth article of the prelimi- 
naries. . 

IV. That his Catholick Majcily does engage, in the fame 
rr«rnr.:.r as his Britimnick Majefty has engaged above, to 
abiv-:: by all that Ihall be regulated by the abovefaid dif- 
cufT.'jn anci Jecifion of the congrefs.

Lieutenant-General of his armies, knight of his oivlers^ 
and of that of the Golden-Fleece, his Lleutcnant-Ge- 
neral in the govern;iient of Provence, and his Ambaf-*- 
fador Extraordinary to his Cathoiick Majcily : And the 
moft Serene Cathoiick King ha\ing likewifc r;iven full 
power for treating in his name to M. John BipLlil: D Oren- 
dayn Marquis de la Paz, his Counfellor of State and firft 
Secretary of fl^te and of the diiparchco ; and to M. Joici'h 
Patino, Commander of Alcucfca ia the Order of St. JameSj ; 
Governor of the Council of the Tr?;^iliry, and r\ the Tri- 
bunals depending thereon, Superintendant-Gcheial iJi the . 
general revenues, and his Secretary of (late aud of the 
difpatches for affairs of the Marine^ the Invlies, and the 
Treafury:- The above-mentioned Minifters ha.e agreed 
belween them on the foUoiving atdclcs. 

B 3 I. There 
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!i Thrft fhisdl be from tliis time and fcr ever 1 foWd 
ttcart, a ftrift union, and a fincere and conftant friendfliip 
"between the moft Serene King of Grreat-Britain^ the mou 
Serene moft Chrifttan King, and the moft Serene King of 
Spain, thfeir heirs and fuceeflbrs, as alfo between their 
kingdoms and fiibjefts, for the mutual affiftance and dc* 
fence of their dominions and interefts ; there ftiail likewife 
be an oblivion of all that is paft ; and all the former treaties 
and cx)nventions of peace, of friendfliip, and of commerce, 
concluded between the contracting powers refpeftively, 
fliall be, ^ they hereby ate, effedually renewed and con- 
firmed, in all thofe points which are not derc^ted from 
by the prefent treaty, in as full and ample a manner, as if 
tiie faid treaties were here inferted word for word, their faid 
Majefties promifing not to do any thing, nor fuffer any 
thitig to be done> that may be contrary thereto diredtly or 
iftdiredlly. 

il. In cohfequenee of which treaties^ and in order to 
tftabliih firmly tkis union and correfpondence, their Bri- 
tatinickj moft Chriftian, and Citholick Majefties, promifc 
iand engage by the prefent defenfive treaty of alliance, to 
guarantee reciprocally their kingdoms, flates, and domi- 
tiions under their obedience, in what parts of the world 
foever fituate, as alfo the rights and privileges of their com- 
merce, the whole according to the treaties ; fo that the faid 
powers, or any one of them, being attacked or molefted 
by any power and under any pretext whatever, they pro- 
mifc and oblige themfelves reciprocally to employ theiir 
offices, affoon as they fliall be thereto required, for ob- 
iiaining fatisfaftion to the party iiyured, and for hindering 
ihe continuance of hoftilities ; and if it happen that the 
laid oiBces be not fufficient for procuring fatisfaftioti with- 
out without delay^ their faid Majefties promife to fomifli 
• the following fuccours, jointly, or feparately, that is to 
fay^ his Britannick Majefty eight thoufand foot and four 
thouland horle ; his moft Chriftian Majefty eight thoufand 
foot and four thoufand horfe ; and his Catholick Majefty 
tight thoufand foot .and four thoufand horfe: If the Party 
attacked, inftead of troops> ihould demand fliips of war 
w tf anfpofts, or even lubfidies in money, he fliall be free 
to chufe, and the other parties fliall furnifli the faid fliips 

or 
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tt fhbhey, m plroportion to the eXpciu:e of troops t :^t)d for 
^ing away all doiibt touching the valuation of the fuc- 
touA^ thfeir abovefaid Maj^fties agree, that a thoufand foot 
ihall be comimted ^t teh tiioufand flifmns Dutch .money, 
tand a thoufand horfe at thirty thoUland florins Dutch money, 
by the iiipnth ; and the fame proportion Ihall be oblerved 
With refpdft to the Ihips that ought to be furnifhed ; their 
faid Majefties promifing to continue aAd keep up the faid 
luccours as long as the trouble Ihall fubfift ; and in Cafe it 
ihould be found heceflary, their faid Majefties fliall mu- 
tually fuctour each other with all their forces, and fliall 
even declare war againft the aggreflbr* 

III. The Minifters'of his Britannick Majefty and of his 
moft Chriftian Majcfl^', having alkdged that in the treaties 
concluded at Vienna between the Emperor and the King 
4of Spain, in the y6ar One thoufand feven hundred twenty 
five, there were divers claufes that infringed the articles of 
the feveral treatiies of commerce, or of the treaties of peace 
in which commerce may be concerned > antecedent to the 
year One thoufand feven hundred twenty fivie, his Catho- 
lick Majefty has declared, as he declares by the prefent ar- 
ticle. That he never meant to grant, nor will fufter to (lib- 
ififl: by virtue of the faid treaties of Viehna, any privilege 
contrary to the treaties here-above confirmed. 

iV. It having been agreed by the prelimihary articles, 
that the commerce of the Englifli and French nations, as 
well in Europe as in the Indies, ihould be re^^eftablilhed 
ton the foot of the treaties and conventions antecedent to 
the year One thoufand feven hundred twenty fi\-e, and par- 
ticularly that the commei'ce of the EngUfli nation in Ame- 
rica ftiould be exercifed as heretofore ; it is agreed by the 
prefent article, that all neceflary orders ^all be difpatched 
on both fid^s, without any delay, if they have not been 
fent already, as well for the execution of the faid treaties 
of commerce, as for fupplying what may be wanting for 
the entire re-eftablifliment of commerce on the foot of the 
laid treaties and conventions. 

V^ Although it was flipulated by the preliminaries that 
all hoftiUties fliould ceafe on both fides, and that if any 
bfouble or .hoftilities fliould happen between the fubjefts 
«f the wntrafting parties, eithef in Europe, or in the 

B 4T ^^' Indies, 
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Indies, the contia!ling powers fhould concur for the re- 
paration of damages liiftained by their refpeftive fubjefirs ; 
and notwithftanding this it is alledged, that on the part of 
the fubjedls of his Catholick Majcfty afts of difturbance 
fand hoftilitics have been continued ; ^t is agreed 6y this 
prefent article, that as to what relates "to Europd^ his Ca- 
tholick Majcfty fliall forthwith caufe reparation to be made 
for the damages which have been fuft'ered there fince the 
time prefcribcd by the preliminaries for the ceffation of 
hoftilitics ; and as to what relates to America, he will 
likewilc forthwith caufe reparation to be made for the da- 
mages which ihall have been fuffered there fince the arrival 
bf his orders at Cartagena on the 44 day of June One 
thoufand kven hundred twenty ci^t. And his faid Ca- 
tholick Majefty fhall publifh the moft rigorous prohi- 
bitions for preventing the like violences on the part of 
his fubjefts ; their Britannick and moft Chriftiari Ma- 
jefties promifing on their part, if there be like cafes, to 
caufe reparation to be made for what fhall have been fo 
done, and to give like orders for the prefervation of the 
peace, tranquility, and good intelligence. 

VI. Commiliiiries fhall be nominated, with fufficient 
powers,- on the part of their Britannick iand Catholick 
Majcilies, v^ho Ihall aflcmble at the court of Spain within 
the fpace of four months after the exchange of the ra- 
tifications of the prefent treat)^, or fooner if it can be 
done, to exarnir.c and decide what concerns the fhips and 
effcvSts taken at ica on either fide to the times fpecified in 
the preceeding article. The faid commilfaries fhall like- 
v/ife examine, and decide, according td the treaties, the 
rcipecftive pictcnfiorts which relate to the abufes that arc 
fuppv/icd to li ivc been committed irl commerce, as well in 
the indies as in Europe^ and all the other tefpe<5tive pre- 
tenrK)i>s in America, founded oh treaties, whethef with 
refpcdt to tlic r>riii'LS or otherwife. The faid coHimifTarics 
ihall likcvvife (liilufs and decide the pretenfions which his 
Catholick Majcity may have, by virtue of the treaty of 
t)p.e thoufand feven hundred twenty one^ for the reftit'ution 
of the lliips taken by the Englifli fleet in the Year One 
thoufand fcvcn hundred eighteen. And the faid commif- 
farics after hrv'ir.g^ exaiiiined, difcufied, and dcdded thfe 

above* 
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abovcfaid points and pretenfions, Ihall make a report of 
their proceedings to their Britannick and Catholick Ma* 
jellies, who prcmile that within the fpace of fix months 
after the making of the faid report, they will caufe to be 
executed pundtually and eXadHy what Ihall have been fo 
decided by the * faid Commiflaries. ^ 

VII. Commiliarics Ihall. likewife be nominated on the 
part of his moft Chriftian Majefty, and of his Catholick 
XIajefty, who Ihall examine all grievances generally what- 
(bever, which the faid parties therein intcrefted may forrii 
refpedtively, whether for the reftitution of veflels feized or 
taken, or with refpedt to commerce, limits, orotherwife. 

VIII. The foid Gommiflaries Ihall finilh pundtujlly theif 
commiffion within the fpace of three years, or fooner if it 
can be done, to be computed from the day of the fignirig 
of the prefent treaty, and this without any further delay, 
on any motive or pretext whatever. 

IX. The introducing of garrifons into the places of 
Leghorne, Porto-ferraio, Parma, and Placentia, to the 
number of fix thoufand men of his Catholick Majefty's 
troops, and in his pay, fiiall be efFed:uated without loft 
of time ; which troops ihall fer\^e for the better fecuring 
and preferving of the immediate fucceffion of the faid 
States in favcjur of the moft Serene Infante Don Carlos^ 
and to be ready to withfiand any enterprize and oppofition 
which might be formed to the prejudice of what has been 
xegTilated touching the faid fucceffion. 

X. The contracting j)owers ihall forthwith ufe all the 
applications which they iliall judge to be confiitcnt with 
the dignity and quiet of the moft Serene Great Duke of 
Tufcany, and the Duke of Parma, to the end the gar- 
rifons may be received with the greateft tranquility and 
without oppofition', as foon as they ihall prefent themfelve*- 
before the places into which they are to be introduced. 

The faid gan*ifons ihall take an oath to the prefent 
poflfciibrs to defend their perfons, fovercignty, poiieffionS 
and ftatcs, and fubjefts, in eveiy thing that ihall net be 
contrary to the right of fucceilion refeiTed to the moft 
Serene Infante Don Carlos, and prefent poiledbrs ihall 
feot demand or exait any thing that is contrary thereto* - 
- ' ' V The 
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The lki3 gimfons fttkii not meddle diredly or iftif urcSflrly/ 
vmder anjr pretext vrhatfocver, in affairt of the political/ 
OKonomical or civil government ; and fliall have mofl cx- 
wcfs orders to render to the mofl: Serene Great Duke of^ 
Tufcany and the Duke of Parma, all the rcfpeds and mi-' 
litary honours that are due to Sovereigns in their own do-^ 
minions. 

XI. The intent of ihtftxlUcii^ the (aid fix thoufancf 
men of his Catholkk Majefty's troops and in hb pay, be- 
ing to fecure to the taoft Serene Infante Dob Carlos the 
immediate fucceflion of the States of Tufcany, Parma, and 
Placentia, his Catholick Majefty promifeti 33 well for him* 
felf as his fucceiTors^ that as fbon as tlHi moil Serene 
Infante Don Carlos his Son^ or fiich cthet who ihall fuc«^ 
ceed to his rights, Ihall bte tht^ €p\dt pdS[t1S;ft of thofd 
States, and in fefcty from all invaiioii and other jufl: 
pounds of fear, he will caufe to be withdrawn from the 
l^laces in thofe States the troops which ihall be his own^ 
and not belonging to the Infante I)on Carlos, air to him 
who fliall fucceed to his rights, in fiich manner that there-* 
by the faid fucceffion or poflefEon may reft fecure and 
exempt from all ever*ts. 

XIL The contrading powers engage to eftablifhj ac-* 
cording to the rights of fuccefiion which have been ftipu- 
lated, and to maintain the mofl: Screhe Infante Dort Carlos^ 
or him to whom his rights (hall devolve^ in the pof- 
.feffion and .enioyment of the States of Tiifcahy, Parma^ 
and Placentia, when he (hall once be fettled therfe; to 
defend him from all infult, againfl: any power whatlbever, 
that might intend to difl:urb him : deelatins: tllemfelves 
by this treaty, "Guarantees for ever of the right, pof- 
fcfiion, tranquitity, and quiet of the moft Serene Infante^ 
ismd of his fucociTors to the faid States; . 

XIII. As to other particulars or regulations concerning 
the keeping up of the faid garrifons once cftablilhed in 
the States of Tufcany, Parma, and Placentia^ as it is td 
be prefumed that his Catholick Majefty and the moft Se- 
rene Great Duke, and Duke of Parma^ will fettle the fame 
by an agreement between themfelves, their Britannick and 
moft Chriftian Majefties promife, that alfoon as that 
agreetncnt ihall be made, they will ratify and guarantee 
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\r.y as well as to his Gatholick Majefty, ai to Aft moft Si^ 
rcnc Great Duke and Duke of Parma, as if were ili^ 
ifcrted word for word in the prcfent treaty. 

XIV. The States General of the United Provilsces ihall 
be invited to eome into the prefcnt treaty and articles* 
Such other powers as Ihall be agreed on, Audi likewife 
be invited and admitted by concert into the fame treaty and 
articles. 

The rsltlfications of the prefent treaty fliall be difpatched 
withiti the fpace of fix weeks, or fooner, if it can be 
done, to be reckoned from the day of figning it. 

In witnefe whereof. We the underwritten Miniftert 
Plenepotentiaries of his Britannick Majefty, of his moft 
Ghriftian Majefty, and of his Catholick Majefty, by vir-» 
tue of oiir full powers, which have been communica- 
ted to each other, tranfcripts of which ihall be hereto 
annexed, have figned the prefcnt treaty, and caufed the 
fcals of our arms to be afiixed thereto. Done at Seville, 
^the ninth day of November, One thoufaiid feven hundred 
twenty nine*

Separate Articles. 

I. A LTHOUGH, conformably to the preliminary 
j[\ articles, it is faid in the fourth article of the 
treaty figned this day, that the commerce of the Englifli 
nation in America fliould be re-eftablidied on the foot of 
the treaties and conventions antecedent to the year One 
thouland feven hundred twenty five ; however, for the 
greater exaftnefs, it is further declared by the prefent ar- 
ticle between their Britannick and Catholick Majefties^ 
which ihall have the fame force, and be under the fame 
guarafity as the treaty figned this day, that under that ge- 
neral denomination are comprehended the treaties of peace 
and of commerce, concluded at Utrecht the thirteenth 
«f July and ninth of December^ in thf year One thoufand 

feven 
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fevcn hundred thirteen, in which arc. comprifed the treaty- 
of One thoufand fix hundred fixty feven, made at Madrid, 
and the cedulas therein mentioned; the latter treaty . made 
at Madrid the fourteenth of December, One thoufand 
feven hundred fifteen ; as alfo the particular contrad", com- 
monly called the Afllento,, for bringing negro Haves into* 
the Spanifii Indies, which was made the twenty fixth day . 
of March, in the faid year One thoufand feven hundred 
thirteen, in confequence of the Twelfth article of the 
treaty of Utrecht ; and likewife the treaty of declaration, 
touching that of the Affiento, made the Twenty fixth 
of May, One thoufand feven hundred fixteen t All which . 
treaties mentioned in this article, with their declarations, 
flaall from this day (even during the examination by tjbe 
commifliaries) be and remain in their force, virtue and full 
vigour; for the obfervation of which his Catholick Majefly- 
Ihall caufe to be difpatched forthwith, if they have not ' 
bqen difpatched, the neceflfary orders, and cedulas to his 
Vice-roys, Governors, and other Miniftcrs, to whom it ■ 
Ihall appertain, as well in Europe as in the Indies, to the 
end that without any delay or interpretation they may 
caufe thcin to be obferved and fulfilled. 

In like iijanner his.Bfitannick Majefty promifes and en- 
gages to publilh the neceilhry orders, if any be wanting, 
for re-eflabUlhinrr the cor^inicrce of the fubjeits ol Spaiii 
in all the cour.cv;ci under his dominion, on the foot fpe- 
cified by the faid treaties, and for caufing them to be 
exadlly obferved and fulfilled. 

II. Confcquenrly, all Ihips, m.erchandize and CiTedts, 
Vy'hich ihall not have been taken or feized on account of * 
unlawful commerce, and which fhall now be proved by 
authentick proofs and documents, to have been detained, 
fcizcd, cr confifcated in the ports of Spain, either in Eu- 
rope or in the Indies, and namely the Ihip Prince Fre- 
derick and her carTO, if thev have not been reftored al- 
ready, fhall be immediately reftored, in the lame kind as . 
to tnofe things which Ihall be found ftill remaining in 
that condition; or in default thereof, the juft and true ■ 
value of them, according to their valuation, which, if it; 
was not made at the time, ftiall be regulated by the au- . 
thentkk itiiofmations which the proprietors Ihall exhibit 

to 



to the magiilrates of the places and towns where the feizurcs 
v/ere made : His Britannick Majefty promifing the like on 
i^is part, as to all feizufes, confilcations, or detentions, 
Tvhich may have been made contrary to the tenor of the 
faid treaties : Their faid Britannick and Catholick Ma- 
jefties agreeing, that with refpedt to the like feizures, con^- 
filcations, or detentions on either fide, the validity of 
which may not yet hcive been fufficiently made out, the 
-difcuffion and decifion of them Ihall be referred to the ex- 
amination of the commiflaries, to do therein, according to 
Tight upon the foot of the treaties here above-mentioned. 
The prefent feparatc articles fliall have. the fame force 
z% if they were inf^rted word for w^ord in the treaty, con- 
cluded and figned this day. They Ihall be ratified in the 
fame manner, and the ratifications of them Ihall be ex- 
changed at the fame time as thofe of the faid treaty. 

In witnefs whereof we the underwritten Miniflcrs Ple- 
nipotentiaries of his Britannick Majefty, of his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, and of his Catholick Majefty, by 
virtue of our full powers, have figned the prefent fepa- 
rate articles, and caufed the feals of our arms to be put 
thereto. Done at Seville the ninth day of November^ 
One thoufand feven hundred twenty nine.

the nation of the Cherrokees in America. Sept. ^9, 
1730. 

I. TTORASMUCH ^s you Scayagufta Oukah, Chief 
Jt^ of the city of Taftetfa, you Scalilofken Ketaguftah, 
you Tathtowe, you Ciogittah, you Kolkannah, and you 
Ukwanequa, were fent by Moytoy de Telliquo, with 
approbation of the whole nation of the Cherrokees, in an 
jaflembly held at Nikoflen the 14th of April, 1730, to 
^^ir Alexander Cuming, Bart, iu Great-Britain, where you 
^ have 
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have fcen the great King George, at whdc feet the laicf 
IKr Akxander Cuming, by the cxprefe order of Moytoy, 
aiu} the whole nation of the Cherrokees, has laid the 
crown of your nation, the fkuUs of your enemies, and the 
plu^nes of honour, as a mark of your fubmiffion : The 
KljBg of Great-Britain, who has a tcndcmefi for the 
fos^vful and great nation cjf the Cherrokees, his good 
dlUdren and fubjefts, has authorized us to treat with you i 
and in this charafter we confer with you, as if the whole 
nation of the Cherrokees, its old men, its young men,, 
its iromen and children were here prefent : and you ought 
to look upon the words which we fay to you, as if pro- 
XK>unced from the lips of the Great King your Matter, 
whoni you have feen ; and we will confider the words 
which you fliall fpeak to us, as the words of your whole- 
nation, delivered frankly and fincerely to the Great King. 
Whereupon we give you four pieces of llrip'd ferge. 

n. jHear therefore the worck of the Grrcat King, whom. 
you have feen, and who has commanded us to tell ycu, 
that the Engliih in all places, and on both fides the great 
mountains, and great lakes, are his people and children 
whom he dearly loves ; that their friends are his friends,, 
and dieir enemies his enemies ; that he is pleafed that the 
great nation of the Cherrokees has fent you hither, to po- 
lifh the chain of friendftiip which is betwixt him and them,, 
betwixt your people and his people ; that the chain of 
friehdlliip betwixt him and the Indians of the CherrokeeSj^ 
is like the fun which gives light, both here and upon the 
high mountains that they inhabit, and which warms the 
hearts both of the Indians and the Engliih. A nd as we 
fee no fpots in the fun, fo there is no ruft nor dirt on this^ 
chain : and as the Great King holds one end of it faf- 
tened to his bread, ^tis his intention that you ftould take 
up the other end of the chain, and fix it to the breaft of 
Moytoy-Telliquo, and to thofe of your wife old men,^ 
your captains and your people, in fuch manner that it may 
never be broke nor loofed. And hereupon we give you 
two pieces of blue cloth. 

111. The Great King and the Indians of the Cherrokees, 
being thus united by the chain of friendlhip, he has or- 
dered his children, the Indians of Carolina, to traffick^ 

" 1 witH 
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with the Indians, and to furnilh them with whatcvier 
commodities they want, and to build houfes, and fow 
com with fpeed, all the way from Charles-Town to the 
Cherrokees-Town, on the other fide of the great moun* 
tains ; fcr he would have die Indians and the Englifli live 
together like children of one and the fame family, wbdie 
Great King is their dear father : and forafmuch as the 
Great King has given his lands on both fides the great 
mountains to the Englifli his children, he grants the In-» 
jdians of the Cherrokees the privilege to live where they 
pleafe. And upon this we give you a piece of red cloth. 

IV. The great nation of the Cherrokees being at prer 
fent the children of the Great King of Great-Britain, and 
he being their father, the Indians ought to confider the 
pnglilh as brothers, of one and the fame femily, and 
ought always to be ready at the Governor's orders to fight 
againft any nation whatfoever, either Whites or Indians^ 
that IhaU moleft or attack the Englilh. And hereupon 
^'c give you twenty mufkets. 

* \, The Cherrokees nation Ihall take care to keep the 
way of commerce plean, and that there be no blood in the 
foad where the Englilh white men travel, even though 
rhey happen to be accompanied by any other nation at war 
with the CheriPokecs. Whereupon we give you two hun- 
idred we^ht of gunpowder. 

VL 'niat the Cherrokees nation fliall not fuffcr any of 
its people to traffick with any other white men befidcs 
the Englilh, and Ihall ^nt leave to no other nation to 
J)uild a^y fort or habitatioq, or to fow com in their country, 
i^ither r^ear any towns of the IndianS| or on the lands be- 
longing to the Great King ; and it any thing like it be 
jLindertaken, you muft give advice of it to the Englifli 
Governor, and ad as he fliall order you, for maintaining 
the rights of th^ Grreat King over the lands of Carolina. 
Whereujx)n we give you five hundred weight of mulket 
bullets, and the feme quantity of cannon ball, 

Vllr That in cafe any negro flave runs away from his 
Englifli mafler into the woods, the Indians of the Cher* 
rokees fliall do what they can to apprehend him, and 
bring him back to the plantation from whence he fled, 
Qf to fbe Gpvernoj:*s houfe ; and for every n^gro which 

th^ 
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the Indians • ihall thus retake, they Ihall have -a mufkct, 
and a fentiners fuit of cloaths. Whereupon we give yoU ' 
a lx)x full of vermilion, with loooo flints, and 6^'d02eri 
of hatchets. 

VlIL That if an Englifiiman has the misfortune to kill 
an Indian, the King or Chief of the Cherrokecs ihall firil 
of all make his complaint to the Englifli Governor, and 
the perfon who committed the murder fhall be puniflied 
according to the laws, as much as if he had killed an 
Enghfhman, and in like manner if an Indian kill an 
Englilhman; the guilty Indian Ihall be delivered up to 
the Governor, who fhall punifti him according to the 
Englilh laws, and is if he was an Englilhman* Where- 
upon we give you twelve dozen ot clafp-knives, four 
dozen of kettles, and ten dozen of bells. 

IX. You are to know, that every thing, we have faid to 
you are the words of the Great King whom you have fcen ; 
and to Ihew that his heart is open and fincere to his chil- 
dren and friends the Cherrokecs, and their whole nation, 
Jhe puts h\s hand into this Bandelier, whicli he demands 
.may be received and fhewn to your whole nation, to'thcir 
children and Grand-children, to confirm what has been 
faid to you, and to perpetuate this treaty of peace and 
friendihip between the Engliih and the Cherrokecs, as 
long as the mountains and- rivers are in being, and as Igrig; 
•as the fun ihall fnine. Whereupon we give you this Ban-> 
dclicr.

TO dl to whom it does or may any way appertain. Be 
it known, that the . moft Setene and moft Potent . 
Prince and Lord, Charles VI. Emperor of the Romans, &c, 
JBuid the moft &rrene arid mod Potent Prince and Lord, 
George II. King of Great-Britain, France and Ireland^ to- 
^gether .with thfe High and Mighty Lords the States General 
of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, having taken 
into obnfideratioh the prefent unfettled and perplexed ftate . 
bf affairs in Eumpe^ ferioufly bethought themfelves of 
finding proper methods, not only to prevent thofe evils 
which muft naturally arife from the cavils and divifions 
ithat weire daily increafing, but alfo to eftablilh the publick 
tranquility upon a fure and lafting foundation, and in as 
<eafy arid fpeedy a manner as it was poffible : For this end 
their faid Majeftics and the faid States-General, bein^ fully 
animated with a fincere defire to promote fo wholeiome a 
work> and to bring it to perfection, judged it expedient 
to agree among themfelves upon certain general conditions, 
which might ferve as tlie bafis for reconciling the ani- 
tnofities, and fettling the- differences of the chief Princes 
of Euroi>e> \vhich as they ^re . heightened among them- ' 
felves, do greatly endanger t-he publick tranquility. 

For which purpbfe, the moft high Prince and Lord, 
Eugene Pjince of Savoy and Piedmont j &c. and alfo the 
moft illuftrious Lord^ Philip Lewis, Hereditary Treafurer 
of the holy Roman Empite, Count of Zinzendorf, &c. arid 
alfo the moft illuftrious Lord, Gundacker Thomas, Count 
bf the holy Roman Empire, &c. on the part of his Sacred 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty ; and Thomas Robinfon, 
Efq; Minifter of his Majefty of Great-Britain to his faid 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty, on the part of his Majefty 
of Great-Britain; and on the part of the High and 
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Might)' States ofthi: LT«lted Provinces of the Netherlands; 
Being all furaiihed with fuU powers, alter they had held 
conferences together, and exchanged their credential letter 
and full powers, agreed upon the follo\\ing articles and 
conditions. 

I. That there fliall be from this ctme forward, between 
his Sacred Im[-)eria1 Catholick Majefty, his Sacred Royal 
Majefty of Great-Britain, the heirs and fucceflbrs of both, 
and the High and Mighty Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands, a firm, fincere, and 
inviolable frlcndfhip, for the mutual advantage of the Pro- 
vinces and fubjefts belonging to each of the contradting 
powers; and that this peace be fo eftablifiied, that each of 
the contractors fhall be obliged to defend the territories 
and fubjefts o( the others ; to maintain the peace, and 
promote the advantages of the other contractors as much 
as their own ; and to prevent and avert all damages and 
injuries of cvcrv kind whatfoever, which might be done 
to them. For this end, all the former treaties or con- 
ventions of peace, fricndlhip and alliance, fhall Iiave their 
tulleflcft, and ihajl prcfcrve in all and every part their full 
force and virtue, and (hall even be looked upon as re- 
newed and confirmed by virtue of the prefent treaty, ex- 
cept only fueh articles, claufes, and conditions, from 
which it has been thought fit to derogate by the pre- 
fent Treat). And moreover, the faid contracting parties 
have exprefly obliged themfclves, by virtue of this pre- 
t;nt article, to a nuitual defence, or as it is called, gua- 
ranty of aii the kingdoms, fta'tes, and territories, which 
cich of them potiefles, and even of the rights and Im- 
manitles each of thciii enjoys, or ought to enjoy, in fuch 
manner, that thL-)' have mutually declared and proraifed 
lo one another, that they will, with all their forces op- 
pole tlie cnterpriles of all and every one who fhall (per- 
haps contrary to cxj^cftation) undertake to difturb any 
of the contractors, or their heirs and fucceflbrs, in the 
peaceable poiieffion of their kingdoms, ftatcs, provinces, 
iandf, rights, and immunities, which each of the contract- 
ing parties doth or ought to enjoy, at the time of the 
conclufion of the prefent treaty,

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11. MortbVer, as It tias beeii frequently remonftrated on 
the part of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty/ that the 
publick tranquility could liot reign and laft long, and that 
no other fure way could be found out for maintaining 
the balance of Europe, than a general defence, 'engage- 
ment, and evi<ftion, or as they call it, a guaranty for me 
order of his (ucceflion, as it is fettled by the imperial 
declaration of 17 ! 3, and received in the moft Serene Houfe 
of Auftria ; his Sacred Royal Majefty of Great-Britain, and 
the- High and Mighty Lords the States of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, moved thereto by their ar- 
dent defire to fecurc the publick tranquility, and to pre- 
fcrve the balance of Europe, as alfo by a view of the 
terms agreed upon in the following articles, which are ex- 
ceedingly well adapted to anfwer both purpofes, do, by 
virtue of the prefent article, take upon them the general 
guaranty of the faid order of fuccemon, and oblige them- 
fclves to maintain it as often as there fliall be occafion, 
dgainft all perfons whatfoever ; and confequently they pro- 
ttiife, in the moft authentick and ftrongeft manner that can 
be, to defend, maintain, and (as it is called) to gua- 
ranty, with all their forces, that order of fucceflion which 
his Imperial Majefty has declared and eftabliftied by a 
folemn adt of the 19th of April, 17 13, in manner of a 
perpetual, indivifible,, and inleparable feoffment of truft> 
in favour of primogeniture, for all his Majefty's heirs of 
both fexes ; of which ad there is a copy annexed at the 
end of thb treaty : Which faid adt was readily and utiani- 
moufly received by the orders and eftates of all the king- 
doms, archduchies, principalities, provinces and domains, 
l^elonging by right of inheritance to the moft Serene Houfe 
of Auftria ; all which, have humbly and thankfully ac- 
knowledged it, and tranfcribed it into their publick regi- 
ilers, as having the force of a law and pragmatick fanc- 
tion, which is to fubfift for ever in full force. And where- 
as according to this rule aiid order of fucceflion, iif it 
ihould pleafcGodof his mercy to give his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty iflue male, then the eldeft of his fons, 
or, he being dead before, the eldeft fon's eldeft fon ; ' and 
in cafe there be no male iflue, on his Imperial a»d Ca- 
tholick Majefty's dcmife, the eldeft of his daughters, thfe

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moft Serene Archducheflbs of Auftria, by the order and 
right of leniority, which has always been indivifibly pre- 
ferved, is to fuccccd his Iiliperial Majefty in all his king- 
doms, provinces, and domains, in the fame manner as he 
now pojrefles them : nor fhall they at any time, upon any 
account, or for any reafon whatever^ be divided or fcpa- 
rated in favour of him^ or her, or rfiem, who may be of 
the fccond, the third, or more diftant branch. And thisi 
fame order and indivifible right of feniorxty is to be pre- 
ferved in all events^ and to be obfervcd in all ages;. as 
ivell in his Imperial Majefly's male iffue, if God grants 
him any, as in his Imperial Majefty's- female iiSTue, after; 
the exrindtidn of the tnale heirs ; or, in Ihort, in all cafes 
wherein the fuecdlion of the kingdoms, provinces, and 
hereditary dominions of the moft Serene Houfe of Au-? 
(bria ihall be called in queftion. For this purppfe, hi$. 
Majefty. of Great-Britain, and the High and Mighty Lords 
the States General of the United. Provinces of the Nether- 
lands, promife and engage to maintain him, or her, who 
pught to fucceed according to the rule BXid order above 
fet forth in the kingdoms, provinces^ or domains of vvhicl) 
his Imperial Majefty is now ad:ually in poflefEon ; and

III. And forafmuch aS it hath been often reprcfentcd 
to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty,. in terms full of 
friendftiip, on the part of his Sacred Royal Majefty of 
GreatrBritain, and the High and Mighty Lords the States 
General of the United Provinces, that there was no furer 
ncr more fpeedy method for eftablifliing the publick tran- 
quility fo long defired, than by rendering the fucceffion of 
the Diichies of Tufcany, Parma, ai>d Placentia, defigned 
for the moft Serene the Infante Don Carlos, yet more fe- 
CUre by the immediate introdudtion of 6ogo Spaaiilh foU 
diets into the ftrong places of thofe Duchies, his faid Sa- 
cred Imperial and Catholick Majefty, defiring to promote 
the. pacific views and intentions of his Britannick Majefty, 
Jind the '.High and Mighty States General of tlie United

iiiance of the above-mentioned engagements entered iilto 
by his faid Britannick Majeftj^, and by-the States General, 
And whereas to this end, his Imperial and Catholick Ma^ 
jefty judges the confent of the empire necefl'ar}^, he pror 
mifes at the fame-that he will ufe his utmoft endeavours tO 
obtain the faid confent, within the fpace of two months^ 
or fooner, if poffiblc. And to obviate as readily as may be 
the evils which .threaten the publick peace, his Imperial 
and Catholick Majefty moreover promifes, that inimedi- 
ately after the mutual exchange of the ratifications, he 
will notify the confent which he, as Head of the em- 
pire, has given to the faid peaceable introduftion, to the 
Minifter of the Great Duke of Tufcany, and to the Mi- 
nifter of Parma refiding at his court, or wherever elfe it 
ihall be thought proper.

V^ Whereas for attaining to the end which the con- 
tracting parties in this treaty propofe to themfelves, it has 
been found n^ceflkry to pluck up every root of divifion and 
diiienfion, and therefore that the antient friendfhip which 
united the faid contraCiirig parties, may nor only be re- 
jipwed^ byt kpit clctfer and clofer every day, his Imperial

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Cariiolick Majefty promifes, and, by virtue of the pre- 
ient article, binds himfelf to caufe all cDmmerce and na- 
vigation to the Eaft^Indies to ceafe immediately and for 
ever in the Auftrian Netherlands, an4 in all the other 
countries which in the time of Charles 11. Catholick king 
of Spain, were under the dominion of Spain ; and that he 
will, bona fide, aft in fuch manner, that neither the Oftend 
company, nor any other, either in the Auftrian Nether- 
lands, or in the countries which, as is a]x)vefaid, were 
under the dominion of Spain in the time of the late Ca-^ 
tholipk King Charles II. Ihall at any time direftly or indi- 
rectly contravene this rule eftablilhed for ever. Excepting 
X that the Oftend Company may fend, for once only, twq 
Ihips, which Ihall fail from the faid port to the Eaft-Indies, 
and from thence return to Oftend, where the faid Com- 
pany may, when they think fit, expofe the merchandizes 
fo brought from the Indies to fale.

immediately name commiflioners, who fliall meet at Ant* 
Vreirp within the f{>ace of two n^onths, to be computed 
from th^ day of figning the prefent treaty, to agree to- 
gether upoi> every thing that regard^ the entire execution 
of the faid Barrier treaty, which was concluded at Antwerp 
the VA 4ay of November, Anno 17^5, and of the con- 
vention fince figacd at th^ Hague the H day of Decem- 
ber, ; 7 1 8 ; ^i>d - particularly to conclude a ne^y treaty 
there, as has been f;iid, concerning commerce, and the 
rate of impofts, as far as relates to the Auftrian Nether- 
lands, and according to the intention of tl:ie aforefaid 
2iSth article. *Tis moreover agreed, and folemply ftipu- 
lated, that every thing which it hath b^en thought fit to 
leave to the commiffioners who are to meet at Antwerp, 
fljcH be brought to a final iflue, with ^11 the juftice and in-.

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tcgrlt)^, as foon as poiBBble, and in fuch manner that the 
laft hand may be put to that work, at leait within the 
fpace of two years. 

VL As the examination and difcuflion of the other 
points which remain to be difouflcd, either between the 
contrafting parties, or any of their confederates, require 
much more time than can be fpared in this critical fitu- 
ation of affairs, therefore to avoid all delays which might 
be too prejudiciail to the qommon welfare, 'tis covenanted 
and agreed to declare mutually, that all the treaties and 
conventions which any of the faid contra<9:ing powers have 
made with other Princes and States, fliall fubfift as they 
now are, excepting only fo far as they may be contrary to 
any the points regulated by the prefent treaty ; and more- 
over, that all the di(putes which are actually bet^veeq 
the faid contracting parties, or any of tttcir ajliesji Ihall 
be ^miqabiy adjufted as foon as poflible j and in the mean 
time the contrafting parties Ihall mutually endeavour to 
prevent any of thofe who have differences, from having 
recourie to arms to fupport their pretenfion^. 

VII, To take aw^y all mannq: of doubt from the fub-» 
jeds of the King of Great-Britain, and the Lords the 
States General, touching their commerce in the kingdom 
of Sicily, his Impefial and Catholick Majcfty has been 
pleafed to declare, that from this time forward, they fhall 
be treated in the fam^e manner, and u|X)n the fame foot as 
they were or ought to have been treated in the time of 
Charles II, King of Spain of glorious memory, and as 
any nation in th^ ftri^eft friendlhip has been ufually 
treated, 

VIII, There Ihall be included in thi^ treaty of peace, 
all thofe who within the fpace of fix months, aftq* its X2k\ 
tifications are exchanged^, (hall be propofed by either party, 
^d by common confent, 

IX, This prefent treaty fhall b^ approved and ratifie4 
hy his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, by his-Sacre4 
Royal Majefly of Great-Britain, and by the High and 
Mighty Lords the States General of the United iSfether- 
lands, and th^ ratifications Ihall be given and exchanged 
at Vienna, within fix weeks, to b^ computed from the 
day of figning.

FOrafmuch as his Sacred Imperial Cathql^ck Majefty- 
was defirous to have all manner of fecurity, before he. 
would confent on his part to the third article of the treaty 
concluded this day, which regulates the immediate intro- 
duftion of the Spanilh garrifons into the ftrong places of 
Xufcany, Parma and Placentia, agreeably to the real views 
and intentions contained in the promifes made and figned 
in the treaty of Seville, partly on the 9th, and partly on 
the 2 lit day of November, Anno 1729; his Sacred Royal 
Majefty of Great-Britain, and the High and Mighty Lords 
the States General of the United Netherlands, have not 
only exhibited thofe promifes, bona fide, as they are here 
ftibjoined, to his. Sacred, Imperial, and Catholick Majefty,. 
but moreover they have not hefitated to affirm in the. 
Itrongeft manner, that when they agreed to introduce thc- 
Spanilh garrifons into the ftrong places of Tufcany, Parma 
and Placentia, they had no intention to depart in the leaft

IT being apprehended that the unexpcdled death of the 
late moft Serene Prince, Anthony Famefe, in his life- 
time Duke of Parma and Placentia, might in fome fort 
retard or obftruct the conclufion of this treaty, it having 
happened at the very time when it was upon the point of 
being concluded ; his Imperial and Catholick Majefty doth 
by virtue of this prefcnt aft, declare and engage,^ that in 
cafe the hopes of the pregnancy of the moft Serene Duchefs 
Dowager, wife of the faid moft Serene Duke Anthony 
whilft he lived, do not prove abortive, and the faid Duchefs 
Dowager Ihould bring a man-child into the world, all that 
has been regulatecf, as well by the third article of the treaty 
concluded this day, as by the adt of declaration above re- 
cited, ihall take place, as much as if the unforefeen death 
oi the Duke had not happened : but that if the hopes

whom his rights may devolve, Ihould be in peaceable pof- 
feffion of the fucceffion defigned for him, and fecure from 
any infults of enemies, and againft any juft caufe of fear, 
then his Royal Catholick Majefty Ihould prefently give 
orders for withdrawing his own troops out of the faid 
Duchies, but not thofe belonging to the Infante Don 
Carlos, or to the Prince upon whom, as--above-mentioned, 
J:is rights may devolve. 
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The under-written Minifters of the King of Great-Bri- 
tain, and the Lords the States General, do, by virtue of 
this prefent inftrument, declare, that as his faid Royal 
Majefty of Great-Britain, and the High and Mighty 
Lords the States General of the United Netherlands, are 
always accuftomed to fulfil what they have promifed, fo

Separate Article. 

WHEREAS the treaty concluded this day between 
his Imi)erial Catholick Majefty, his Britannick 
Mi^efty, and the High and Mighty Lords the States Ge- 
neral of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, could 
hot be fubfcribed or figned by the' Minifter of the faid 
States General refiding at the Imperial Court; becaufe 
according to the cuftom of the republick, and the form 
of its government, the full powers could not be difpatched 
to the faid Minifter fo foon as was neceflary ; it is agreed 
between his Imperial Majefty and his Royal Majefty of 
Great-Britain, that the faid States General (there being fe- 
veral conditions in the faid treat}', "wherein they are parti-r 
cularly concerned) ftiall be held and j-eputed as a principal 
contradiing party, according as they are alio named in the 
faid treaty, in firm hope and confidence that they would 
accede to it, as foon as the ufaal form of their government 
would admit of it. And becaufe the zeal which that re^ 
publick manifefts for eftabliiliing and fecuring the publick 
tranquility, leaves their faid Majefties no room to doubt, 
that the faid Republick is defirous of becoming, as foon as

A Declaration concerning Eaft Friefland. 

THE States General of the United Provinces of the' 
Netherlands, Having upon feVeral occafions aflured 
his Imperial and CathoUck Majefiy, that hov? much foever 
they are interefted in the re-eftabliflimeilt and prefervatio^ 
of the peace in their neighbourhood, and by confequcnce 
that of the province of Eaft Friefland, it was never their 
intention to prejudice in the leafl the dependence of thi 
laid ' province of Eaft Friefland, upon the Emperor and 
the Empire; his faid Imperial and CatholicK Majeftyj; 
to give the States a frefli proof of his defire to oblige them 
as far as is confiftent with juftice, has been pleafed to ex- 
plain to them his true fentiments on that affair, and by thaC 
means to recover them from the fears they feem to have re* 
ceived* In order to this, no hefitation has been fnade to 
declare to them on his part by the prefent a£t, that his in- 
tention always was and flill is, 

I. That an amnefty which he has moft gracioufly grant- 
ed to thofe of Embden and their adherents, flia'l have its 
entire efFeS: ; and therefore that the feveral pains and pe- 
nalties pronounced againfl thofe of Embden and their ad- 
herents, upon the fcore of ' their renitency (refiftance) 
Ihall not be put in execution. And as for thofe of them 
v^'hich have actually been executed fince the moft gracious 
acceptance of the fubmilSon made by the people of Emb-' 
den and their adlKrcrits, the whole Ihall be 'reitorcd upon 
the foot it flood before the faid fubinifiion was accepted, 
that is to fay before tlic third-of May, 1729, faving what 
is hereafter mentioned of an agreement to indemnify thofe 
for their loiTes, who were plundered during the late troubles, 

II. His Imperial and Catholick Majelly, having by his 
refolution ct the 12th of Sept* 172.9, moft gracioufly per^ 
mitted thofe of the town of Emben,. and their aclhe< 

rents. 
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rents, to. draw up a frdh account of their grievaittcesr, or' 
matters wherein theyylfliought themfelvcs aggrieved by the 
decrees of 1721, ^d the years following, concerning the 
ground of the aifijfrs upon which they differed with th6 
prince ; and the faid grievances having been afterwards 
exhibited to the Imperial Aulick council, with all fub- 
mifEon, the of November the fame year, his faid 

Majefty has already ordained by his moft gracious refo- 
lution of the 3 1 ft of Auguft, that thofe grievances Ihould 
be examined as foon as poffible. And as it has been often 
declared, it has been and ftill is his conftant defire, that 
they fliould be determined and decided with all the juftice 
an'd difpatch that is poffible, according to the agreements, 
conventions and decifions, which make the particular law 
of the province of Eaft Friefland, and which are referred 
to' in the Prince's reverfal letters, palled and fworn to at 
his acceffion to the regency : Provided neverthelefs, . that 
under the denomination of thofe agreements, conventipns, 
and decifions, none be comprehended which were abro- 
gated and annulled by his Imperial Majefty's auguft prede- 
ceflbr^ in the empire, or which ftrikc at the fupreme rights 
of the Emperor and the Empire over the province of Eaft 
Friefland. And his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, as a 
farther proof of his moft gracious intention to cut as fliort 
. as juftice will admit him, the examination of the grievances 
of the people of Embden, and their adherents, has al- 
ready ordained by his refolution of the 31ft of Auguft laft 
year, that as foon as the account thereof is delivered to 
thofe who are properly to take cognizance of the fame, ac- 
cording to the tenour of the refolution above-mentioned, 
they Ihall anfwer it very fdon, and once for all ; after 
^'hich his Imperial Majefty, with the advice of his Impe- 
rial Aulick council, will redrefs every complaint, article 
by article, which lliall appear to be grounded on tlie agree- 
ments above-Hientioned, 

IIL It having been already ordained, purfuant to his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty's laft refolution of the 31ft 
of Auguft, 1730, that the people of the town of Embden, 
and their adherents, ought to be. admitted into the af- 
fembly of the States, which is to be called together to 
deliberate freely upon the affiurs that l.e before them ; his

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Imperial and Catholick Majefty, will take care, that this 
refolution Ihall have its entire cSc&y and that none of 
thole who have a right to affift therein be excluded, con- 
trary to the tenor of It. 

IV. As to the indemnification, his Imperial Majefty 
thinks it proper, that an account be taken of the da- 
mages, which according to the tenour of the amnefty pub- 
lilheddie in the year 1728, and of the refolution 
of the 1 2th of September, 1729, ought to be made good 
bv the Renitents : and that the faid account be commu- 
nicated to them, that they may make their objections: 
^cer which his Imperial and Catholick Majefty will caufe 
the difference to be amicably adjufted, or on failure of 
an accommodation, will^ with the utmoft equity, fix the 
liim which fliall be required to make good the damages 
iuftained. 

V. His Imperial and Catholick Majefty perfifts in the 
intention he always had to take particular care q/l the 
payment of the intereft of the fums which the Stajss of 
Eaft Friefland, and of the town of Embden, have bor- 
rowed of the fubjeds of the United Provinces, as alfo of 
the reunburfement of the capital, according to the en- 
gagements entered into on that account*

TO all and every one whom it doth or may concern. 
Be it known. That different troubles having arifen,

cehtia, by right of fucceffion, by virtue of the faid treaties, 
and according to the tenor of the letters of eveptual in- 
veftiture, expedited the 9th of December 1723, in. cafe the 
male line of the families of Medicis and Farncfe lhoul4 
happen to be intirely extindt ; or laftly, for him to whom 
that fucceffion Ihall devolve hereafter. That as well his fai4 
Majefty as hi3 heirs and fucceflbrs, and in particular, he 
of his male defcendents to whom the laid fucceffion Ihall 
devolve, Ihall engage, and be obliged to do and perforn^ 
every thing in general contained in the two treaties above* 
mentioned. 

II. His Sacred Iipperial apd Catholick Majefty, and 
his Sacred Majefty the King of Great-Britain, dp likewife 
promife on their fide, and bind theipfelyes to bis Sacred 
Majefty the Catholick King, his heirs and fucccflofs, that 
in favour to the male line of the prefent Qgeen of Spain, 
tlie faid male line having been called to the fucceffion of 
the Duchies of Tufcany, Parma and Placentia, by virtue of 
the treaties aboye-named, and according to the tenor of the 
letters of eventual invcftiture, they will entirely accomplifli 
all that is fettled in the faid third article of the treaty, con- 
cluded the 1 6th of March the prefent year, and in the two 
cleclarations mentioned as above: all in like manner* as 

^ his 
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his Sacred Imperial and Catholick Majcfty, and his Sacred 
Majefty die King of Great-Britain, confenting to renew the 
laid treaty of Quadruple Alliance ; and his Sacred Imperial 
and Catholick Majefty confenting alfo to renew the peace 
of the 7th of June 1725, concluded between his faid 
Majefty, and the Holy Roman Empire on the one part, 
and his Sacred Majefty the Catholick King on the other 
part. Their faid Majefties promifc and engage for them* 
ielvcs, their heirs and fucccilbrs, faithfully to perform in 
favour of bis Majefty the Catholick King, his heirs and 
fucceflors, all that they have engaged to do by virtue of 
their confent " to renew, viz. his Sacred Imperial and Ca- 
tholick Majefty every thing contained, as well in the 
Quadruple Alliance, as in the faid treaty of peace con* 
eluded the fcventh of June, 1725, and his Sax:red Majefty 
the King of Ghrfeat-Britain, every thing . which he is en.- 
gaged to do by the treaty of Quadruple Alliance, 

III. Every thing which has hidierto been fettled by 
the common and unalterable confent of the contracting 
parties, whether in relation only to the introduftion of the 
Spaoiih troops^ or to the introdudion of the Serene In- 
fante of Spain Don Carlos, into the Duchies of Parma and 
Placentia, according to the tenor of the treaty of Quadruple 
Alliance, is to fcrve as a rule in cafe the vacancy remain ; 
in luch manner, however, that in this- laft cafe, the faid 
Serene Infante of Spain Don Carlos, or he who according 
to the fifth article of the Quadruple Alliance, fliall be called 
to that eventual :^fucceflion after him, may and ought to 
enter intc pofleftion of thofe Duchiej, precifely in the man- 
ner exprefled in the leters of eventual inveftiture, difpatch* 
pd the. 9th of December, 1723. 

I Yf . jForafni^uch as care has beea taken to communicate 
Ipng fiiif:e, and at different times, to the Serene Princes 
the Gkeat Duke of Tufcany, and the Duke of Parma 
and Placpntia, who were then both living, every thing 
diat had been regulated by the 5th article ot the quadruple 
alliance^ in favour of the Serene Infante of Spain, Don 
Carlos, or in favour of thofe who fucceed. to his rights, 
purfuant to the treaties above-mentioned, together with 
the fore-mentioned engagements between his Sacred Ma- 
jefty the Gatl^olick King and his Saered Majefty the King 
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<if Grtat-Britain : moreover, the above-mentioned third 
article of the treaty concluded at Vienna the 1 6rii ot' March 
this year, and the two declarations thereto annexed, hav- 
ing likewifc been communicated to the Great Duk-e of 
Tufcany's Miniftcr, and to the Minifter of Parma, bodi 
tefiding at tlie Imperial Court ; and bccaufc there is no- 
thing moie capable of fecuring the publick. tranquility, than 
to remove at once all the obftacles and all the di£Ficultie9 
which might be darted, and retard the executron of what 
has been agreed upon between the contraifting parties : for 
thefe realbns, his Sacred Imperial and CaChoHck Majefty, 
and his Sacred Majefty the King of Great-Britain, have 
pr( milcd and obliged themfelves, each for himfelf, bona 
lidc, to try all manner of wa}'s, as foon as the prefent 
treaty fliall be figned, to engage aifo the Serene Duke of 
Tulcany to cotifrnt forthwith, not only to thfe introduttion 
of Spaniih troops fo oftcri mentioned, but alfo to whatever 
has been formerly reflated in favour of the male line of 
the prefent Queen of Spain, by the treaties, conventions, 
and declarations abo\'e cited ; in fuch manner, howei'W, 
that all that is above-mentioned ftiall not take placfc til! 
after the mutual exchange of the ratifications, even Vh6i!*gh' 
the Great Duke of Tufcany ihould give his content to it 
fooner. 

V. Furtherihofc, his Sacred Imperial and Gatholicfc 
Majefty, and his Sacred Majefty the King of Great-Britain 
declare, that they defire nothing more than to fee the Serene 
Great Duke of Tufcany acriulefce with every thing that 
has been fettled in the treaties above-mentioned, for tite 
prefervation of his dignity and repofe, as well as for his 
own fafety and that of the States which he governs. Where- 
fore the faid contra(fting powers promife and engage, hot 
pnly to one another, but alfo fo his Royal Highntfe, to 
look upon all and every point fettled in the treatise ftbbve- 
mentioned to be renewed and confirmed, as well with re- 
gard to his dignity, as with regard to his fafety, and 
that of the States which are under him : and they Un- 
dertake to maintain, fulfil, or, as it iS called, to guaraaty 
them.

WHereas differences have arifen, of late years, be- 
tween the two crowns of Great-Britain and Spain, 
on account of the vifiting, fearching, and taking of veC- 
fels, the feizing of effedts, the regulating of limits, and 
Other grievances alledged on each fide, as well in the 
Weft-Indies, as elfewnere; which differences are fo fe- 
rious, and of fuch a nature, that if cafe be not taken to 
put an entire flop to them for the prefent, and to pre- 
vent them for the future, they might occafion an open 
rupture between the faid crowns ; for this reafon his Ma- 
jefty the King of Great-Britain, and his Majefty the King 
of Spain, having nothing fo much at heart as to prefervc 
and corroborate the good correfpondence, which has fo 
happily fubfifted, have thought proper to grant their full 
powers, viz. his Britannic Majefty to Benjamin Keene, 
Elq; his minifter plenipotentiary to his Catholic Majefty, 
and his Catholic Majefty to Don Sebaftian de la Quadra, 
Knight of the order of St. James, counfellor of fbte, 
and firft fecretary of ftate and of the difpatches ; who 
after previoufly producing their full powers, having con- 
ferred together, have agreed upon tlie following articles. 

Article L 

Whereas the ancient friendihip, fo defirable and fo 
neceflary for the reciprocal intereft of both nations, and 
particularly with regard to their commerce, cannot be 
cftabliftied upon a lafting foundation, unlefs care be taken, 
not only to adjuft and regulate the pretenfions for recipro- 
cal reparation of the damages already fuftained, but above 
all to find out means to prevent the like caufes of com- 
plaint for the future, and to remove abfolutely, and for 
ever, every thing which might give occafion thereto.; it 
is agreed to labour immediately, with all imagmable ap- 
plication and diligence, to attain fo defirable an end ; and 
for that purpofe there Ihall be named, on the part of their 
Britannic aad Catholic Majefties refpe&ively, immediately 

after 
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after the figning of the prefent convention, two minifters 
plenipotentiaries, who Ihall meet at Madrid within the 
Ipace of fix weeks, to be reckoned from the day of the 
exchange of the ratifications, there to confer, and finally 
regulate the refpedtive pretenfions of the two crowns, as 
well with relation to the trade and navigation in America 
and Europe, and to the limits of Florida and of Carolina, 
as concerning other points, which remain likewife to be 
adjufted ; the whole according to the treaties of the years 
1667, 1670, 1713, 17155 172I5 ^728, and 1729, in- 
cluding that of the aflfento of negroes, and the convention 
of 1 7 1 6 ; and it is alfo agreed, that the plenipotentiaries, 
fo named, Ihall begin their conferences fix weeks after the 
exchange of the ratifications, and ihall finilh them withiu 
the fpace of eight months* 

Article IL 

The regulation of the limits of Florida and of Carolina, 
which j according to what has been lately agreed, was to 
be decided by commiffaries on each fide, Ihall likewife be 
committed to the faid plenipotentiaries, to procure a more 
folid and efFe&ual agreement ; and during the time that 
the difcuffion of that affair Ihall laft, things Ihall remain 
in the aforefaid territories of Florida and of Carolina in the 
fituation they are in at prefent, without increafing the for- 
tifications there, or taking any new pofts ; and for this 
purpofe, his Britannic Majefty and his Catholic Majefty 
fliall caufe the neceflTary orders to be difpatched immedi- 
ately after the figning of this convention. 

Article III. 

' After having duly confidered the demands atid preten- 
fions of the two crowns, and of their refpeitive fubjedts, 
for reparation of the damages fuftained on^ each fide, and

Article V. 

On the other hajid, her Majefty the Queen of Hungary 
ideclares in the like folemn manner, that it is not her 
meaning, that the abovefaid promifes of his Majefty the 
J 'King "of Sardinia, nor the execution of them, Aiould pre- 
[ .jodice the rights by him pretended to the ftate of Milan, 
I nor ever to avail herfelf of them, lb as to infer from thence 
that the faid rights were no longer lubfirting ; the intention 
of the two high contracting parties being to prefcrve to 
each of them their rcfp&ftive rights in their full force, in 
ftich manner as they may appertain to them, indepen- 
dently of the prefent convention. 

Article VI. 

And it is likewifc in this view, that his Majefly the 
King of Sardinia referves to himfelf exprefly the entire li- 
berty of availing himfelf ef his faid rights, at whatever

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time, and by whatever means, either by himfdf 'finglj^ 
xjr by fuch alliance as be ihall judge to be moft for Wst 
Convenience.^ : . . 

Article VII. 

- Bi>t as his Maj^fty ^o^ not mean to acquire any advan-^ 
tage by the faid refervation, aifti defigns to proceed with 
ail the good faith, which is' natural to him, he pfomifesi 
and engages, in the cafe ab6ve-mentioned, • not to aft 
himfclf, nor to permit any prince, with whom he might 
be allied, to aft, (which his Alajiefty^ will take " ckre ta 
ilipulate as a principal condition, in any treaty whatfoever,, 
•wnich. he might conclude) fponer than after the fpace of 
onfe month, frcih the time that he Ihall have cauTea notice 
to W given by the means of the general officer^ which he 
Ihall have at the Queen of Hungary's army ; to the ^nd 
that the 'commanding officer of tne Auftriantroops, being 
thjis put upon his guard, may take fuch nieai{iire$ and re7

and if, after the expiration of the fauT term, the Queen 
fliould not have fent her ratification, fo that for want of it, 
the prefent convention ihould remain without efFeft, ne- 
verthelefs the King fhall riot, in that cafe, caufe his troops 
to enter into the above-mentioned ftaties, during the term 
<>f other ten days, neither during n that term Ihall he give 
any hindrance to the free retum of the Auftrkn troops into 
the fame ftates,. and into fUch pofts as the Queen of Hun- 
gary's generals ihall judge to be moft convenient. 

In witnefe whereof, we the underwritten plenipotentia- 
^eshavefigned the prefent convention, &c, at Turin, the 
^rft of February, i742» f 

In confequence of this convention, his Majefty the King 

pf Sardinia' did immediately join a corifiderable body of his 

.^jtroops to thofe of the faid Queen, his Majefty the King of 

*^reat-Britain having fent a ftrong fquadron to- co-operate 

for the imintenance of the liberties of Italy. 

Jn order ^Qt to leave fniitlefs fo great 6^pcnces„ and to 
iecure fliB fart|?er, and to ^accelerate, for the prefent,, the 
ehtire execution' df fb nieceflary and juft a refolution, arid 
in order likewife to perpetiiate the effeft of it for the times 
to come, their faid Majefl:ies have authorized, and do au- 
thorize their niinifters plenipotentiary to make an imme- 
diate' r^ulatton of the. particfulars and of the conditions, 
viz. His Majisjfty the King of Great-Britain, his privy- 
counfeUbr' John LoW Carteret, Baron of Hawnes, one of 
his.pririciral feciretaries of ftate, &c. His Majefty the 
King of Sardinia, the Chevalier Offorio, Chevalier Grande 
Croix, and Grand Corifervatbf of the religious and military 
orders of the" Saints Maurice and Lazarus, envoy extraor- 
dinary and mihifter plenipotentiary of his faid Majefty to 
his Majefty the King of Great-Britain. And her Majefty 
the Queen of Huhgary and Bohemia, the Sieur Ignatius 
John de Wafner, her minifter plenipotentiary to his iaid 
Britannick Majefty ; who, after having communicated to 
pach other their refpeftive full powers, arid having ma- 
turely 
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turely cohferrcd together, have agreed upon the following 
irticles. 

Article I, 

There fhall be, from the prefent time, and for alt times 
to come, between his Majefty the King of Great-Britain, 
her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, and his 
Majefty the King of Sardinia, a clofe friendftiip, and fin- 
cere, perpetual, and inviolable alliance, by virtue aS 
which they Ihall be obliged to fupport, defend, and fuc- 
cour each other reciprocally and conftantl)', to be attentive 
to the fecurity each of the other, as to their own, to pro- 
cure all advantages, and to keep ofl" all dam^e and pre- 
judice from one another to the utmoft of their power. 

Article II. 
To this end the allies engage themielves afi-efli to a moft 
exprelsguarantyof all the kingdoms, ftates, countries, aixl 
dominionsi, which they are now in poffcffion of, or ought 
to poflefs by virtue of the treaty of alliance made at Turin 
in 1 703 ; Of the treaties of [>cace of Utrecht and Ptadcn : 
Of the treaty of peace and alliance, commonly called the 
Quadruple alliance : Of the treaty of pacification and al- 
Uance concluded at Vienna the i6th of March, 1731 : Of 
. the aft of guaranty given in confequence thereof, and 
palled into a law of the empire, the 11th of January, 
1732 : Of the act of acceflion, figned likewife in confe- 
quence of the faid treaty, at the Hague the 20th of Fe- 
bruary, 1732 : Of the treaty of peace figned at Vienna, 
the iSth of November, 1738 ; and of the acceflion there- 
to, done and figned at Verfailles the 3d of February, 1739: 
All which treaties are fully recalled and confirmed here, 
forafmuch as they may concern the Allies, and as far as 
they have not derogated from them by the prefent treaty. 

Article III. 

In confonr.ity to the guaranty contained !n the forgoing 
article, and to the end that no fubgedt of difpute may- 
remain between the two moft ferene houfes of Auftria 
and Savoy, his Majefty the King of Sardinia, for himfelf, his 

heirs 
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heirs and fucceffors, renounces by name, and for ever, but 
iblcly in favour of her Majcfty the Queen of Hungary aad 
Bohemia, and of her heirs and fucceflbrs, to his pretended 
rights uiwn the ftate of Milan ; which rights, though never 
admitted on the part of the Queen, lie huti relerved to him- 
fclf, by the provifional convention, the liberty of availing 
himlelf of. And befides, his Majefty the King of Sardi- 
nia engages Iiimfelf fonnaily and fjwcially to the guaranty 
, of the order of fucceflion eftablilhed in the laid moil feane 
t houfe, by the Pragmatick Sanftion, in the fame manner as 
[ it is fet forth in the treaty of pacification and alliance made 
f at Vienna the i6thofMarch, 1731, excepting however, 
[ that his laid Majefiy ihall never be obliged to fend luccuurs 
•out of Italy. 

Article IV. 

For this purpofe his Majefty the King of Sardinia, who 

. has already joined his troops to thofe of the Queen of 

[Hungary, and who has already confiderablv augmented 

^them, ftiall continue to concert and execute, jointly with 

r her and her generals, all the meafures and operations which 

F ftall be judged the moft eifeftual for keeping oft" and re* 

B.pelling the invafion now made, or to be hereafter made, 

againll the dominions of the faid Queen, and for fecuring 

uiem from all danger, prefent and future, as much as 

poflible. 

Article V. 
In order to attain this end, and as long as the prefent 
■war ftiall laft, her Majefty the Queen of Hungary engages 
not only to keep in Italy the number of troops which Jhc 
has there now, but to augment them to the number of 
30,000 effective men, as loon as the fituation of aftairs in 
Germany will permit it. And his Majefty the King of 
Sardinia engages to keep and employ the number of 40,000 
foot, and 5000 horfe, comprehending in it what will be 
neceffary for the garrifons, and defence of his own domi- 
nions. 

Article VI. 
His Majefty the King of Sar<linia ftiali Pave the fupirmc 
command of the allied arm)', when he ft:all be there in

pcrfon, and he ihall regulate the militaiy motions ancl 
operations of it, in concert with her Majcfty the Queen ot 
Hungary^ according a^ the cdminori intereft and occificnsf 
Ihall require; 

Article Vll. 

As long as it fliall be rteceflary towards favouring and 
feconding thofe operations, and ^s long a^ the danger of 
the allies, and pf Italy, fhall demand it, his Majefty the 
King of Great-Britain engages^ to keep in the Mediterraiieart 
Sea a ftrong fquadron of fhips of war, and bomb yeffels/ 
and fire-ihips, the admiral and commanders whereof Ihalf 
have orders to concert conftantly and regularly with hisf 
Majefty the King of Sardinia, or with his gfcnefals,- and 
with thofe of her Majefty the Queen of Hungary, who' 
Ihall be neareft at hand, the moft proper meafure« fof thfc 
fcrvice of the common caufe;

Moreover, and iii order to. aflift in tearing the eirtraor-^ 
flinary expence which his Majefty the King of Sardinia W 
and will be obliged to ftipport, for raifihg, arid catifing to 
adt^ a miich greater numbet of troops thart his own reve- 
nues can maintain, his Majefty the King of Gfeat-Britaitt 
engages to fumifli to him, fof as long as the war, and the 
tKcafion for it fliall continufe, a fiibfidy cf two hundred 
thoiifatid pounds fterling per anhum, to ht paid every 
three months, aiid to commence from the i ft of Februar)^ 
174Z, New Style, being the day upon which the provi?^ 
fional convention wa6 figned between the faid King and her 
Majefty the Queen of Hungary ; and the faid Subfidy 
ihall be punctually paid from thtee months to three 
months in advance ; provided however, that what fliall 
bi^Ve been advanced to his Majefty the King of Sardinia^ 
before tiie fignature of the prefent treaty, fliall be recton- 
ed into it.

fome engagements of affiftance, and of the peri>etual tye 
of guaranty, which he contjradts with her, by the prefent 
alliance, her faid Majefly the Queen of Hungary and Bo- 
hemia^ for herfeif, her heirs and fucceflbrs, . yields, and 
transfers, from this prefent time and for ever, to his faid 
Majcfty the King of Sardinia, his heirs and fucceflbrs, to 
be united to his other dominions,' the diftri^a: of Vige- 
vano, called the Vigevenafco, the part of the dutchy of 
Pavia, which is between the Po and the Thefin, lb that 
the Thefin ihall for the future, by the middle of its ftream,- 
form the feparation and limit between the refpe&ive do- 
minions J from the Lago Ma^iore, or greater, lake, to 
the place where it falls into the Po, excepting only the 
Hland formed by the canal ovei;-againfl: the city of Pavi% 
which illand Ihall be referved to her,Majefty the Queen^ 
ypon Aefe conditions, that the King fhall have neverthe- 
ids die free communiQation of the river Thefin for the 
paflage of barks, withom: their being either flopt, vifited, 
or fubjefted to die payment of any duty, and that the'&id 
canal Ihall never be filled up, and ihall ferve in this place 
for a limit. Moreover, that (M:her part of the dutchy of 
Pavia, called the Pavefe, beyond the Po,^^bbio, and its 
territory being reckoned into it, the city of l^laifance> with 
that part of the dutchy of Placentia, which is between the 
Pavefiin, and as far as the bed of the river Nura^ from its 
fource quite to the Po ; in fuch manner that the middle, 
^ weU of the Nura as of the Po, do make in this part the 
limit of the two flates ; . and confequcntly, that which hasn 
hjtherty belonged to the dutchy of Placentia on the other 
fide of the Po, do remain feparated from it; 

-Laftly, That part of the county of Anghiera, ot of the 
ftate of Milan, whatfoever particular name, may be given 
to itj which border^ upon the Novarefe^ the valley pf 
Sefia, the Great Alps^ and the country of Vallais, extend- 
ing to the Swifs prefectures of Val Maggia and Locarno, 

and 
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and along the banks of, and in the Lago Ma^lore, tct 
the miildle of the faid lake, in fuch manner, that for the 
future the confines between the dominions of his Majefty 
the King of Sardinia, and thofr of her Majefty the Queen 
of Hungary, Ihall be continually fixed by a line drawn 
from the borders of the Suifs, in the middle, and alt along 
the Lago Ma^ore to the mouth of the Thefin, which 
line ftiall go from thehce along the middle of the ftream 
of that river to the |)lace of its falling into the Po, ex- 
cepting the front of the above-mentioned illand before 
Pavia, and from thence go on along the middle of the 
courfe of the Po, to the place where the Nura falls incgi 
the Po, and go up by the middle of the bed of the Nura 
quite to its fource, which is oppofite to the country of 
Genoa, 

The abovefaid divifion of the courfe of the rivers fliall 
not prevent the navigation remaining free, as it is to re- 
main to the fubjeds of the two fovereigns, in the whole 
breadth of the faid rivers, with liberty to pais upon the 
banks on either fide, for the towing of boats which go up* 
ftream, the faid banlis being neverthelefs to appertain, 
as well with regard to the property, as in all other refpeds 
to the fovereigns refpedlively, on either fide of the faid 
rivers, who fhall be allowed, each on their own fide, to 
make fuch r:;parations as they fhall judge neceflary towards 
ftrcngthening of them, provided that thofe reparations be 
not prominent; that is to fay, that they may not force the 
ftream of the river againft the oppofite fide, and that, on 
the part of the King of Sardinia, it fhall never be lawful, 
under any pretence whatlbcver, to make fuch works as 
uiight prevent the free entry of the waters into the canal ot 
Navilio, which is on the fide of her Majefty the Queen of 
Hungary, and which condiiifts the faid waters to Milan. 

To enjoy the fame in full property and fovereignty, as 
her Majefty the Queen and her predeccflbrs have enjoyed 
tht m hitherto ; which countries her Majefty the Queen 
difniembcrs for ever from her hereditary dominions, and 
Irom the ftaie of Milan, derogating, for that purpofe, a9 
far as there can be occafion tor it, from every thing tKat 
might in any manner be contrary thereto, faving always 
the dirccl: jurilUiction of the empire. 

Article 
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Article X. 

Belides, as it is of importance to the public caufe, that 

his Majefty the King of Sardinia Ihould have an immediate 

communication of his dominions with the fea, and with 

the maritime powers, her Majefty the Queen of Hungary 

imd Bohemia, yields to him all the rights which Ihe may 

have in any manner, and upon any title whatfoever, to 

the town and rtiarquifate of Final, which rights flie yields 

and transfers, without any reftridtion, to the faid King, 

in the fame manner as Ihe does the countries defcribed m 

the foregoing article ; in the juft expedtation, that the 

republicK or Genoa will facilitate, as far as Ihall be necef- 

fary, a difpofition fo indilpenfably requifite for the liberty 

and fecurity of Italy, in confideration of the fum, which 

fliall be found to be due to the faid republick, without his 

Majefty the King of Sardinia, nor her Majefty the Queen 

of Hungary being obliged to contribute to the payment 

of the faid fum, provided always, that die town of Final 

le and remain for ever a free port, as is Leghorn ; and 

that it Ihall be allowable for his Majefty the King of 

Sardinia to re-eftablifli there the forts which have been de- 

molilhed, or to caufe others to be built according as he 

fliall judge convenient.* 

• 

Article XL 

His Majefty the King of Great-Britain, her Majefty the 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, and his Majefty the 
King of Sardinia, engage themfelves not to make either 
peace or truce, without comprehending therein, inexprefs 
words, all the above-mentioned ceffions, and without fti- 
pulatlng alfo a full reftitution to the King of Sardinia of 
every part of his other dominions, which may have been 
feized or occupied in hatred of his union with the allies ; 
provided, that the King of Sardinia fliall hold himfelf to 
be from this prefent time indemnified for the revenue which 
might be fo withheld from him, by that of the countries 
yielded and transferred to him by the prefent treaty. 

Article XIL 

In return, his Majefty the King of Sardinia fliall remain 

firmly and infeparably united and attached to the iqterefts 

VgL.IL F and 
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and to the caufc of the allies, not only for as long as the 
war may laft in Italy, but to the conclufion of the peace in 
Germany, and of the peace between Great-Britam and 
Spain ; and this is the principal condition, and fine qua 
non, of the ceflions made to him above by the 9th and 
loth articles of this treaty, which ceffions Ihall not receive 
their full and irrevocable force, but from its entire a^com-p 
plilhment, after which the countries yielded to the laid 
King, Ihall be deemed guarantied to him by the allies fos 
ever, as his other dominions are. 

Article XIIL 

And as foon as Italy Ihall be delivered from 'enemies, 
and out of all apparent danger of being a-fre(h invaded, 
her Majefty the Queen of Hungary Ih^l not only be at 
liberty to withdraw part of her troops, but, if flie requires 
it, his Majeily the King of Sardinia fliall furniih her fbme 
of his own troops to be employed for the fecurity of her 
Majefty 's dcxnmions in Lombardy, that fo Ihe may be able 
to make ufe of a greater number of her own in Germany, 
in like manner as, at the requifition of the King of Sar- 
dinia, the Queen of Hungary Ihould caufe feme of her 
troops to pafs into the dominions of the faid King, if it 
were neceflary, for defending the paflages thereof, which 
an enemy's army Ihould undertake to force, and for deli- 
vering from enemies all the dominions of his Majefty the 
King of Sardinia, and freeing them from any danger of a 
frefia invafion. 

Article XIV. 

In any cafe, the allies ihall not make either peace, or 
truce, or accommodation whatfoever, with the common 
enemy, but in concert, and with the participation and ad- 
vice one of the other, nor without the guaranty of fuchb 
powers as Ihould have a ihare in the pacification, for the 
polftiffions and acquiiitions of the allies, as let forth in this- 
treaty ; and after the conclufion of the peace, the prefent 
alliance ihall equally and unalterably fubfift, as well for 
the fecurity of its execution, as, in general, for the mutual 
and conftant fecurity of die allies* 

. Article 
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Article XV- 

His Majefty the King of Sardinia, and her Majefty the 
Qu^h of Hungary and Bohemia, in gratitude for the ge-* 
nerbus concern of his Britannick Majefty for the publick 
fecufity, and for theirs, and for that of Italy in paiticular, 
do not only confirm to the Britifh fubjeds the advantages 
of commerce and navigation, which they enjoy in their 
refpedive dcMninions, but promife to fecure them ftill far* 
ther to them, and as far as it Ihall be found reafonable 
and pradticable, by a fpecifick treaty of commerce and 
navigation, whenever his Britannick Majefty ftiall require 
it of them. 

Article XVI. 

The Lords the States-General of the United Provinces 
being already under the fame engagements towards the 
moft ferene Hoi^ of Auftria, and havidjg the fame intereft 
with his Britannick Majefty in all the objefts of the prefenc 
treaty, the allies will jointly invite them to enter into this 
alliance, as a jprincipal contracting party. 

Article XYli. 

The other princes and ftates, who have at heart the 
peace, the liberty, and the feciirlty" of Europe, of the 
Empire, and of Italy, and who will be willing to enter 
into the preient alliance, fliall be admitted into it. 

Article XVIIL 

This treaty of alliance fliall be ratified by all the allies, 
and the ratifications of it fliall be exchanged within the 
Ipace of fix weeks, or fooner if poflible. 

In witnefs whereof, we the plenipotentiaries above- 
named have figned the prefent treaty with our own hands, 
and have fet our feals with our coats of arms thereunto. 
Done at Worms, this -^ day of September, one thoufand 
feven hundred and forty-three.

The Definitive Treaty of Peace and Friendfhip^ between his 
Britannick Majefty, the moft Chriftian King, and the 
States General of the United Provinces. Concluded at 
Aix la Chapelle the iSth Day of Odtober N. S. 1748. 

In the Name of the moft holy and undivided Trinity, the 

Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft. 

BE It known to all thofe, whom it fhall or may con- 
cern, in any manner whatfoever. . Europe fees the 
day, which the Divine Providence had pointed out for the 
re-eftablilhment of its repofe. A general peace fucceeds to 
the long and bloody war, which had arofe between the moft 
fercne and moft potent Prince George II. by the Grace of 
God, King of Great-Britain, France, and Ireland, Duke of 
Brunfwick and Lujiebourg, Arch-Treafurer and Ele&or 

of 
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of the Holy Roman Empire, &c, and the mod Serene 
and moft potent Princefs Mary Therefia, by the Grace 
of God, Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, &c. Em- 
3)refs of the Romans, on the one part ; and the moft Se- 
Tcne and moft potent Prince Lewis XV. by the Grace of 
God, the moft Chriftian King, on the other; as alfo be- 
tween the King of Great-Britain, the Emprefs Queen 
of Hungary and Bohemia, and the moft Serene and moft 
potent Prince Charles Emanuel III. by the Grace of God, 
King of Sardinia, on the one part, and the moft Serene 
and moft potent Prince Philip V. by the Grace of God, 
King of Spain and the Indies, (of glorious memory) and 
after his deceafe, the moft Serene and moft potent Prince 
Ferdinand VI. . by the Grace of God, King of Spain and 
the Indies, on the other ; In which war the high and 
mighty Lords the States General of the United Provinces 
of the Low Countries had taken part, as auxiliaries to 
the King of Great-Britain ; and the Emprefs Queen of 
Hungary and Bohemia ; and the moft Serene Duke of 
Modena, and the moft Serene Republick of Genoa, as 
auxiliaries to the King of Spain. God, in his mercy, 
made known to all thefe powers, at the fame time, the 
"Way which he had decreed for their reconciliation, and for 
the reftoration of tranquility to the people, whom he had 
lubjedled to their government. They lent their minifters 
to Aix la Chapelle, where thofe of the King of Great- 
Britain, his moft Chriftian Majefty, and of the States Ge- 
neral of the United Provinces, having agreed upon preli- 
minary conditions for a general pacification ; and thofe of 
the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, of his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, of the King of Sardinia, of the Duke 
of Modena, and of the Republick of Genoa, having ac- 
ceded thereunto, a general ceflation of hoftilities, by fea 
and land, happily enfued. In order to compleat, at Aix 
la Chapelle, the great work of a peace, equdly ftable and 
convenient for all parties, the high contracting powers have 
nominated, appointed, and provided with their full 
powers, the moft lUuflrious and moft excellent Lords their 
Ambaffadors extraordinary, and Minifters Plenipotentiary, 
viz. His Sacred Majefty the King of Great-Britain,. John 
E^rl of Sandwich, Vifcount Hinchinbrook, Baron Montagu 
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of St. Neots, Peer of Ei^land, Firft Lord Commiffipner 
of the Admiralty, one of the Ix)rds regents of the king- 
dom, his Minifter Plenipotentiary to the States General of 
the United Provinces, and Sir Thomas Robinfon, Knight 
of the mod honourable order of the Bath, and his Mi- 
nifter Plenipotentiary to his Majefty the Emperor of the 
Romans, and her Majefty the Emprefs Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia. 

His Sacred moft Chriftian Majefty, Alphonfo Maria 
Lewis Count de St. Severin of Arragon, Knight of his 
orders, and John Gabriel de la Porte du Thed, Knight 
of the order of our Lady of Mount Carmel, and of St. 
Lazarus of Jerufalem, Counfellor of the King in his coun- 
cils. Secretary of the chamber, and of the cabinet of his 
Majefty, of the orders of the Dauphin, and of Mefdames 
of France. 

Her Sacred Majefty the Emprefs Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, Wenceflaus Anthony Count of Kaunitz 
Rittberg, Lord of Effens, StedefdorfF, Wittmund, Auf- 
terlitz, Hungrifchbrod, Wite, &c. aftual intimate Coun- 
fellor of State to their Imperial Majefties; 

His Sacred Catholick Majefty, the Lord Don James Maf- 
fonedeLima and Sotto Major, Gentleman of the bed-chamber 
to his Catholick Majefty, and Major General of his Forces. 
His Sacred Majefty the King of Sardinia, Don Jofeph 
Oflbrio, Knight, Grand Croix and Grand Confervator of 
the military order of the Saints Maurice and Lazarus, and 
Envoy extraordinary of his Majefty the King of Sardinia 
to his Majefty the King of Great-Britain; and Jofeph Borre 
Count Chavannc, his Counfellor of State, and his Minifter 
to the Lords the States General of the United Provinces. 

The High and Mighty Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, Wuliam Count Beji^tinck, Lord of Rhoon 
and Pendrecht, one of the Nobles of the Province of Hol- 
land and Weft Friefland, Curator of the Univerfity of Ley- 
den, &c. &c. &c. Frederick Henry Baron of Waflenaer, 
Lord of Catwyck and Zand, one of the Nobles of the 
Province of Holland and Weft Friefla^d, Hoog-HeemradjC 
of Rhynland, &c. Gerard Arnout Haflelaer, Burgo^ 
iTEifter and Counfellor of the city of Afnfterdam, Director 
of the Eaft-Indiji coijipany ; John Baron of Borfcle, Firft 
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Noble and Reprefentativc of the nobility in the States, in 
the council and admiralty of Zealand, Direftor of the Eaft-r 
India company ; Onno Zwier Van Haren, Grietman of 
Weft-Sterlingwerf, Deputy-Counfellor of the Province of 
Friefland, and Commiflary General of all the Swifs ani 
Grifon troops in the fervice of the aforefaid States General, 
and refpe£tive Deputies in the aflembly of the States Ge- 
neral, and in the council of State, on the part of the Pro- 
vinces of Holland and Weft Friefland, Zealand, and 
Friefland. 

The moft Serene Duke of Modena, the Sieur Count de 
Monzone, his Counfellor of State, and Colonel in his fer- 
vice, and his Minifter Plenipotentiary to his moft Chriftian 
Majefty. 

The moft Serene Republick of Genoa, the Sieur Francis 
Marquis Doria. 

. Who, after haying communicated their full powers to 
each other, in due form, copies whereof are annexed at 
the end of this prefent treaty ; and having conferred on 
the feverai objed:s, which their Sovereigns have judged 
proper to be inferted in this inftrument of general pacifi- 
cation, have agreed to the feveral articles, which are as 
follow. 

Article I. 
. There Ihall be a Chriftian, univerfal and perpetual peace, 
as well by fea as land, and a fincere and lafting friendftiip 
between the eight powers above-mentioned, and between 
their heirs and fucceffors, kingdoms, ftates, provinces, 
cou^itries, fubjefts and vaflals, of what rank and condition 
Ibever they may be, without exception of placer or per- 
fons. So that the high contracting powers may have the 
greateft attention to maintain between them and their faid 
uates and fubjedls, this reciprocal friendftiip and corre- 
fpondence, not permitting any fort of hoftilities to be com- 
mitted, on'onefideor the other, on any caufe, or under 
any pretence whatfoever ; and avoiding every thing that 
may, for the future, difturb the union happily re-eftablifli- 
ed between them ; and, on the contrary, endeavouring to 
procure, on all occafions, whatever may contribute to their 
mutual glory, intereffs and advantage, without giving any 
affifl:ance or proteiftion, directly or indiredly, to thofe 
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who would injuFc or prejudice any of the contrafting 
parties. 

II. There fliall be a general oblivion of whatever may have 
been done or committed during the war, now ended. And 
all perfons, upon the day of the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of all the parties, Ihall be maintained or re-eftablilhed 
in the poffeflion of all the efFeds, dignities, ecclefiaftical 
benefices, honours, revenues, which they enjoyed, or 
ought to have enjoy^ed, at the commencement of the war, 
notwithftanding ail difpoffeffions, feizures, or confifcations, 
occafioned by the faid war. 

III. The treaties of Weftphalia of 1648 ; thofe of Madrid, 
ben\'een the crowns of England and Spain, of 1667, and 
1670; the treaties of peace of Nimegen of 1678, and 
1679; of Ryfwick of 1697; of Utrecht of 17 13; of 
Baden of 1714 ; the treaty of the Triple Alliance of the 
Hague of 1 7 1 7 ; that of the Quadruple Alliance of Lon- 
don of 1 7 18 ; and the treaty of peace of Vien^ia of 1 738, 
ferve as a bafis and foundation to the general peace, and to 
the prefent treaty ; and, for this purpofe, they are re- 
newed and confirmed in the beft form, and as if they were 
herein inferted, word for word ; fo that they Ihall be 
pundtually obferved for the future in all their tenour, and 
religioufly executed on the one fide and the other ; fuch 
points however, as have been derogated from in the pre- 
fent tTczty, excepted. 

IV. All the prifoners made on the one fide and the other, 
as well by fea as by land, and the hoftages required or given 
during the war, and to this day, ihall be refliored, with- 
out ranfom, in fix weeks at lateft, to be reckoned from the 
exchange of the ratification of the prefent treaty ;• and it 
ihall be unmcdiately proceeded upon after that exchange : 
And all the ihips of war, as well as merchant veilels, that 
ihall have been taken fince the expiration of the terms 
agreed upon for the ceiTation of hoflnlities at iea, ihall be, 
in like manner, faithfully reilored, with all their equipages 
and cargoes ; and fureties ihall be given on all fides for 
payment of the debts, which the prifoners or hoftages may 
have contrafted in the flates, where they had been de- 
tained, until their full difcharge. 

V. AU 
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V. All the conquefts, that have been made fince the com- 
mencement of the war, or which, fince the conclufion of 
the preliminary articles, figned the 30th of April laft, may 
have been or ftiall be made, either in Europe, or the Eaft 
or Weft-Indies, or in any other part of the world what- 
foever, being to be reftored without exception, in confor- 
mity to what was ftipulated by the faid preliminary articles, 
and by the declarations fince figned ; the high contrafting 
parties engage to give orders immediately for proceeding 
to that reftitution, as well as to the putting the moft fe- 
rene Infant Don Philip in poffeffion of the ftates, which 
are to be yielded to him by virtue of the faid preliminaries, 
the faid parties folemnly renouncing, as well for them- 
felves as for their heirs and fucceflbrs, all rights and claims, 
by what title or pretence foever, to all the ftates, countries 
•and places, that they rcfpedtively engage to reftore or yield ; 
iaving, however, the reverfion ftipulated of the St|tet 
yielded to the moft ferene Infant Don Philip. 

VL It is fettled and agreed, that all the relpedtive reftitu- 
tions and ceffions in Europe ftiall be entirely made and ex- 
ecuted on all fides in the fpace of fix weeks, or fooner 
if pofiible, to be reckoned from the day of the exchange 
of the ratifications of the prefent treaty of all the eight par- 
ties above-mentioned ; fo that, within the fame term of fix 
wrecks, the moft Chriftian King ftiall reftore, as well to 
the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, as to the 
States General of the United Provinces, all the conquefts 
which he has made upon them during this war. 

The Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia ftiall be 
put, in confequence hereof, in full and peaceable pot 
fefllon of all that flie poflefled before the prefent war in the 
Low Countries, and elfewhere, except what is otherwife 
regulated by die prefent treaty. 

In the fame time the Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces ftiall be put in full and peaceable pof- 
leflion, and fuch as they had before the prefent war, of 
the places of Bergen-op-Zoom and Maeftricht, and of all 
they poflTefled before the faid prefent war in Dutch Flan* 
ders, Dutch Brabant, and elfewhere : 

And the towns and places in the Low Countries, the fo- 
vereignty of which belongs to the Emprefs Queen of 
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Hungary and Bohemia, in which theu' High ACghti- 
nefles have the right of garrifon, Ihall be evacuated to the 
troops of the Republick, within the fame fpace of time. 
. The King of Sardinia Ihall be in like manner, and 
within the fame time, entirely re-eftablifhed and maintained 
in the Dutchy of Savoy, and in the county of Nice, as 
well as in all the ftates, countries, places and forts con- 
quered, and taken from him on occafion of the prefent 
wan 

The moft ferene Duke of Modena, and the moft ferene 
Republick of Genoa, fliall be alfo, within the fame time, 
entirely re-eftablilhed and maintained in the ftates, coun- 
tries, places, and forts conquered and taken from them du- 
ring the prefent war, conformably to the tenour of the 
13th and 14th articles of this treaty, which relate to 
them. 

All the reftitutions and ceffions of the faid towns, forts 
ana places, ihall be made, with all the artillery and war- 
like ftores, that were found there on the day of their 
iurrender, during the courfe of the war, by the powers 
who are to make the faid ceffions and reftitutions, and this 
according to the inventories which have been made of them, 
or which ihall he delivered bona iide, on each fide. Pro- 
vided that, as to the pieces of artillery, that have been re- 
moved elfcwhere to be new caft, or for other uies, they 
fiiall be replaced by the fame number of the fame bore, or 
weight in metal. Provided alfo, that the places of Char- 
leroy, Mons, Athe^ Oudenarde, and Menin, the out- 
wwks of which have been demoliihed, ihall be reftored 
without artillery. Nothing ihall be demanded for the 
charges and expences employed in the fortifications of 
a}l the other places; nor for other publick or private 
works, which nave been done in the countries that are to 
be reftored. 

VIL- In confideration of the reftitutions that his moil 
Chriftian Majefty, and his Catholick Majefty make, by the 
parcfent treaty, either to her Majefty the Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, or to his Majefty the King of Sardinia, the 
duchies of Parma, Placcntia, and Guaftalla fhall, for the 
future, belong to the moft ferene Infant Don Philip, to 
be poiTeficd by him and his male defcendants, born in 
3 lawful 
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lawful marriage, in the fame manner^ * and in the fame 
extent, as they iave been, or ought to be, poflefled by 
the prefent pofleiTors ; and the faid moft ferene Infant, or 
his male defcendants, Ihall enjoy the faid three duchies, 
confcMrmably and under the conditions exprefled in the 
ads of ceffion of the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, and of the King of Sardinia. / 

Thefe afts of ceffion of the Emprefs Queen of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia, and of the King of Sardinia, fliaJl be 
delivered, together with their ratifications of the prefenC 
treaty, to the Ambaflador extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
of the Catholick King, in like manner as the ambafladors 
extraordinary and plenipotentiaries of the moft Chriftiaa 
King and Catholick King, fhall deliver, with the ratifica- 
tions of thi^ir Majefties, to the ambaifador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary of the King of Sardinia, the orders to the 
generals of the French and Spanilh troops to reftore Savoy 
and the county of Nice to the perfons appointed by that 
Prince to receive them ; fo that the reftitution of . the faid 
ftates, and the taking pofTeffion of the duchies of Parma, 
Placenti^, and Guaftalla, by or in the name of the moft 
lerene Infant Don Philip, may be efFeded within the fame 
time, conformably to the fCfts of ceffion, the tenor whereof 
follows. 

WE Mary Therefia, &c. make known by thefe pre- 
fents: Whereas, in order to put an end to the fatal 
war, certain preliminary articles were agreed upon the- 
30th of April of this year, between the minifters pleni- 
potentiaries of the moft ferene and moft potent Prince 
George 11. King of Great-Britain, and the moft ferene and 
moft potent Prince Lewis XV, the moft Chriftian King, 
and their high Mightincfles the States General of the Uni*. 
ted Provinces, which have been fince ratified by all the 
powers concerned. The tenor of the 4th . artide whereof, 
is conceived in the following manner. 

The duchies of Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla fliall^ 
be yielded to the moft ferene Infant Don Philip to ferve 
him, as an eftabliflunent, with the right of reverfion to 
the prefent poffeflbrs, after that his Majefty die King of. 
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the Two Sicilies fliall have iiicceeded to the Crown of 
Sp^; as alfo in cafe the faid moll ferene Infant Don 
PniKp Ihould happen to die without children. 

And whereas a definitive treaty of peace having fince 
been concluded, the feveral points relating to this affair, 
have been, by virtue of the articles thereof, explained by 
the common confent of the parties concerned, in the fol- 
lowing manner. 

In confideration of the reftitutions, that his moft Chriflian 
Majefty and his Catholick Majefty make, by the prefent 
tteaty, either to her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, or to his Majefty the King of Sardinia, the 
duchies of Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla fliall, for the 
future, belong to the moft ferene Infant Don Philip, to 
be poflefled by him, and his male defcendants bom in 
lawful marriage, in the fame manner, and in the fame ex- 
tent, as they have been or ought to be poflefTed by the 
prefent poffeflbrs ; and the faid moft ferene Infant, or his 
male defcendants, fliall enjoy the faid three duchies, con- 
formably and under the conditions exprefled in the ads of 
ceffion of the Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, 
and of the King of Sardinia. 

Thefe ads or ceffion of the Emprefs Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, and of the King of Sardinia, fhall be deli- 
vered, together with their ratifications of the prefent treat}'-, 
to the ambaffador extraordinary and plenipotentiary of the 
Catholick King, in like manner as the ambafiadors ex- 
traordinary, and plenipotentiaries of the moft Chriftian 
King and Catholick King fhall deliver, with the ratifica- 
tions of their Majefties, to the ambafiadors extraordinary 
and plenipotentiaries of the King of Sardinia, the orders ta 
the Generals of the French and Spanifh troops to reftore 
Savoy and the county of Nice, to the perfons appointed 
by that Prince to deceive them ; fo that the reftitution of 
the faid ftates, and the taking .pofleffion of the duchies of 
Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla, by or in the name of' 
the moft ferene Infant Don Philip, may be efFedted in the . 
fame time, conformably to the faid afts of cefliom 

Wherefore, in order to fulfil thofe things, to which wc 
have bound ourfelves by the articles before inferted, and in 
die firm hope, that the ijioft Chriftian and Catholick Kings, 
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and the future pofleffor of the aforefaid three duchies, and 
his miale defcendants wUl, on their part, boni fide, and 
punftually, fulfil the tenor of the articles above-mentiohed, 
and willlikewife reftore to us, within the fame time, the flates 
and places which are to be reftored to us, in confequence of 
the fecond and eighteenth articles of the fame preliminaries, 
we do yield and renounce, for us and our fuccelTors, under 
the conditions, exprefied in the above-mentioned articles, all 
rights, claims, and pretenfions to us under any title or caufe 
whatfoever belonging, upon the aforefaid three duchies of 
Parma, Placentia, and Guaftalla, formerly poffefTed by 
MS ; and to transfer the fame rights, claims and pretenfions, 
in the befl and moft folemn manner poffible, to the moft 
lerene Don Philip Infant of Spain, and his male defcen- 
dants, to be born in lawful marriage, abfolving all the in- 
habitants of the faid duchies from the allegiance and oath, 
-which they have taken to us, who fhall be obliged, for the 
future, to pay the fame allegiance to thofe to whom we 
have yielded our rights ; all which however is to be under- 
ftood only for that fpace of time, that either the faid moft 
ferene Infant Don Philip, or one of his defcendants, fhall 
not have afcended either the throne of the Two Sicilies, or 
of Spain ; for at that time, and in cafe the aforefeid In- 
fant fhould die without male defcendants, we exprefly re- 
.ferve to ourfelves, our heirs and fucceffors, all rights, 
claims and pretenfions, which have heretofore belonged to 
us, and confequently the right of reverfion to the faid 
duchies. In witnefs whereof, &c. 

CHARLES EMANUEL, &c. The defire we have 
to contribute, on our part, to the moft fpeedy re- 
eftablifhment of the publick tranquility, which lately in- 
duced us to accede to the preliminary articles, figned the 
30th of April laft between the minifter of bis Britannick 
Majefty, his moft Chriftian Majefly, and the Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, which we did, on 
the 31ft of May laft, by our plenipotentiary, accordingly 
accede to, inducing us now to accomplifh as much as is to 
be performed, on our part, in puruiance of them; and 
|)articularly for the execution of what is contained in the 
fcurth article of the faid preliminaries, by virtue whereof 

the 
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^e duchies ofParma, Phcentia^ and Guajbdla^ ztt U^^ be 
yielded to the moft ferene Prince Don Philip, Infant oJF 
Spain, to hold, as an eftablifhoient, with the right of rer 
verfion to the prefent pofleflbrs, as foon as his \Ege% die 
King of the two Sicilies Ihall have fucceeded to the crowa 
of Spain, or that the laid Infant ihould .happen to 4ie 
•without iflue male ; we, in conformity thereto, do, by the 
prefent ad, renounce, yield, and transfer, for ourfelves 
and our fucceflbrs, to the aforefaid moft ferene Infant Don 
Philip, and to his male iflue, and their defcendants bom 
ia lawful marriage, the town of Placentia, and the Plai- 
lantine, (whereof we were pofleffed) to be held ^nd pof- 
fefled by him as Duke of Placentia ; renouncing to this 
end all rights, claims, and pretenfions, which, we hav(2 
upon them ; referving, however, exprefly to ug, and our 
fiicceffors, the right of reverfion, in the cafes above-men- 
doned» 

In witnefs whereof, &c. 

VIII. In order to fecure and efFeduate the feid refti- 
tutions and ceflions, it is agreed, that they Ihall be en- 
tirely executed and accomplilhed on all fides, in Europe, 
within the term of fix weeks, or fooner, if poffible, to be 
reckoned from the day of the exchange of the ratifications 
of all the eight powers ; it being provided, that in fifteen 
days after the figning of the prefent treaty, the Generals, 
or other perfdhs, whom the high contrading parties fhajl 
think proper to appoint for that purpofe, Ihall meet at 
Bmflels and at Nice, to concert and agree on die method 
of proceeding to the rellitutions, and of putting the parties 
in poflfelfion, in a manner equally convenient for the good 
of the troops, the inhabitants, and the refpe<Sive countries^; 
but fo that all and each of the high contrad:ing powers 
may be agreeable to their .intentions, and to the engage- 
ments contracted by the prefent treaty, in full and peace- 
able pofleflSon, without any exception, of all that is to be 
acquired to them, either by reftitution or ceflion, within 
the faid term of fix weeks, or fooner if poffible^ after the 
exchange of the ratifications of the prefent treaty by all the 
laid eight powers. 

IX. In 
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IX. In confideration that^ notwithflanding the reciprodtl 
engagement taken by the 1 8th article of the preliminaries, 
importing, that all the reftitutions and ceffiong ihoUld'bc 
carried on equally, and fhould be executed at the fame 
time, his moft Chriftian Majefty engages, by the 6th ar- 
ticle of the prefent treaty, to reftore, within the fpace of 
fix weeks, or fooner if poffible, to be reckoned from the 
day of the exchange of the ratifications of the prefent treaty,^ 
all the conquefts which he has made in the Low Countries-; 
whereas it . is not poffible, confidering the diftance of the 
countries, that what relates to America fliould be effected 
withm the fame time, or even to fix the time of its entire 
execution ; his Britannick Majefty likewife engages on hvi 
part to fend to his moft Chriftian Majefty, immediately 
after the exchange of the ratifications of the prefent treaty, 
two perfons of rank and confideration, who Ihall remain 
there as hoftages, till there Ihall be received a certain and 
authentick account of the rcftitution of Ifle Royal called 
Cape Breton, and of all the conquefts which the arms or 
fubjeds of his Britannick Majefty may have made before,, 
or after the figning of the preliminaries, in the Eaft and 
Weft-Indies. 

Their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties obHge 
themfelves likewife to caufe to be delivered, upon the ex- 
change of the ratifications of the prefent treaty, the dupli- 
cates of the orders addrefled to the commiflaries appointed 
to reftore, and receive, refpeftively, whatever may have 
been conquered, on either fide, in riic faid Eaft and Weft- 
Indies, agreeably to the 2d article of the preliminaries; 
and to the declarations of the 21ft and 3 1 ft of May, and 
the 8th of July laft, in regard to what concerns the feid 
conquefts in the Eaft and Weft-Indies, Provided never- 
thelefe, that Ifle Royal, called Cape Breton, ftiall be 
reftored with all the artillery and warlike ftores,. which 
ihall have been found therein on the day of its furrendcr,, 
conformably to the inventories, which have been made 
thereof, imd in the condition that the faid place was in, 
on the laid day of its lurrenden As to the other reftitu- 
tions, they Ihall take place conformably to the meaning of 
the £econd article of the preliminaries, and of the decla- 
rations and convention of the 21ft and- 31ft of May> ancl 
-^1 ' the

tie 8th of July laft, in the condition in which things were 
on the nth of June, N.S. in the Weft-Indies, and on the 
31ft of Odober, alfo N. S. in the Eaft-Indies. And 
every thing befides (hall be re-eftablilhed on the foot that 
they were or ought to be before the prefent war. 

The faid refpeftivc commiffaries, as well thofe for the 
Weft, as thofe for the Eaft-Indies, (hall be ready to fet 
out on the firft advice that their Britannick and mofl Chrif- 
tian Majefties (hall receive of the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions, furniihed with all the neceflary inifaiiftions, com- 
miflions, powers, and orders, for the moft expeditious ac- 
compli(hnient of their faid Majefties intentions, arid of the 
engagements taken by the prefent treaty. 

X. The ordinary revenues of the countries that are to 
be refpeftively reftored or yielded, and the iinpofitions 
laid upon thofe countries for the entertainment and winter 
quarters of the troops, (hall belong to the powers that are 
in pofl'eflion of them, till the day of the exchange of the 
ratifications of the prefent treaty, without, however, its 
being permitted to proceed to any kind of execution, pro- 
vided fufficient fecurity has been given for the payment ; 
it being always to be underftood, that the forage anduten- 
fils for the troops (hall be furniihed till the evacuations ; 
in confequence of which, all the powers promife and en- 
gage not to demand or exad: impofitions and contributions 
which they may have laid upon the countries, towns, and 
places that they have poflefled during the courfe of the 
war, and wliich had not been paid at the time that the 
events of the faid war had obliged them to abandon the 
faid countries, towns, and places ; all pretenfions of this 
nature being made void by the prefent treaty. 

XI. All the papers, letters, documents, and archives, 
which were in the countries, eftates, towns and places 
which are reftored, and thofe belonging to the countries 
yielded, (hall be refpeftively, and bona fide, deliv^ed or 
given up at the fame time, if poflible, as poiTeffion (hall 
be taken, or at fartheft two months after the exchange of 
the ratifications of the prefent treaty of all the eight parties, 
in whatever places the faid papers or documents may be, 
namely, thofe which may have been removed from the 
Archive pf the great council of Mechlin. 

XL His 
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XII. tKs Majefty the Kmg of Sardinia Aall remain in 
poffeffion €i all that he antiently and newly enjoyed, and 
particularly of the acquifition which he made in the year 
1 743 , of the Vigevanafque, a part of the Pavefan, and the 
county of Anghlera, in the manner as this prince now pof- 
fcfles them, by yirtue of the eeffions that have been made 
of them to him. 

XIII. The moft lerene Duke of Modena, by virtue as 
well of the prefent treaty, as of his rights, prerogatives, 
and dignities, Ihall take poflefBon fix weeks, or fooner if 
poffible, after the exchange of the ratifications of the faid 
treaty, of all his ftates, places, forts, countries, effedls, 
aiKi revenues, and, in general of all that he enjoyed before 
the war. 

At the fame time Ihall be likewife reftored to him, his 

archives, documents, writings, and moveables of what 

nature foever they may be, as alfo the artillery, and warlike 

flores, which fliall have been found in his countries, at 

the time of their being feized. As to what ihall be want^ 

ing, or Ihall have been converted into another form, the 

juft valup of the things fo taken away, and which are to 

be reftored, fliall be paid in ready money ; which money, 

as well as the equivalent for the fiefs, which the moft fer 

rcne Duke of Modena poflefled in Hungary, if they arc 

not reftored to him, fliall be fettled and adjufted by the 

refpedive generals or commiflaries, who, according to the 

8th article of the prefent treaty, are to aflemble at Nice in 

fifteen days after the fignature, in order to agree upon the 

means for executing the reciprocal reftitutions and putting 

in pofleflion, fo that at the fame time, and on the fame 

day as the moft ferene Duke of Modena fliall take pofleflion 

of all his ftates, he may likewife enter into the enjoyment 

either of his fiefs in ilungary, or of the faid equivalent, 

and receive the value of fuch things as cannot be reftored 

to him. Juftice fliall aifo be done him, within the fame 

time of fix weeks after the exchange of the ratifications, 

with rcfpeA to the allodial effects of the Houfc of Gua?

XlV". The moft ferene Republick of Genoa, as well by 
virtue of the prefent treaty, as of its rights, prerogatives, 
^nd digmties^ fliall rercnter into the pofleflion, fix weeks. 
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or fooncr if poffible, after the exchange of the ratifications 
of the faid treaty, of all the ftates, forts, places, countries, ef- 
fects, of what nature focver they may he, rents and revenues, 
that it enjoyed before the war; particularly, all and every 
one of the members and fubjefts of the faid republick Ihall, 
within the aforefaid term, after the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations of the prefent treaty, re-enter into the poflcffion, 
enjoyment, and liberty of dil'pofing of all the funds, which 
they Imd in the bank of Vienna in Auftria, in Bohemia, 
or in any other part whatfoever of the frates of the Emprefs 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, and of thofe of the King 
ot Sardinia ; and the intereft Ihall be exa£t)y and regularly 
paid them, to be reckoned from the faid day of the ex- 
change of the ratifications of the prefent treaty. 

XV. It has been fettled and agreed upon between the 
eight high co.ntrading parties, that for the advantage and 
maintenance of tlie peace in general, and for the tranqui- 
lity of Italy in particular, all things ihall remain there in 
the condition they were in before the war; faving, and 
after, the execution of the difpofitions made by the ptefent 
treaty. 

XVI. The treaty of the Afliento for the trade of Ne- 
groes, figned at Madrid on the z6th of March, 1713, and 
the article of the annual fliip, rrtaking part of the faid 
treaty, arc particularly confiraied by the prefent treat}', 
for the four years during which the enjoyment thereof has 
been interrupted, fince the commencement of the prefent 
war, and Ihall be executed on the fame footing, and under 
the fame conditions, as they have or ought to have been 
executed before the faid war. ' 

XVII. Dunkirk Ihall renlain fortified on the fide of the 
land, in the fame condition as it is at prefent ; and as to 
the fide of the fea, it Ihall remain on the footing of former 
treaties, 

Xyill. The demands of money that his Eritannick 
Majefty has, as Elector of Hanover, upon the crown o£ 
Spain ; the differences relating to the abbey of St, Hubert; 
the enclaves of Hainault, and the bureaux newly cftablifti. 
cd in the Low Countries ; the pretenfions of the Eledtor 
Palatine; and the other articles, which could not bcregu. 
Jated, fo as to enter into the prefent treaty, ihall be ami_ 
■ ■ ■ ■ ■ cably 
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cably a4j«ftcd iipmcdiately by the conHniffaries appointe4 
for that purpofe, on both fiqlc?, or ochcrwife, as fliall be 
jag^eed on by the powers coocemed. 

XIX The 5th article of the treaty of the Quadruple 
Alliance, concluded at London the 2.d erf" Awguft, 1718 ; 
containing the guaranty of the lucceffion to the kingdom 
of Great-Britain in the houfe of his Britannick Majefty 
now reigning, and by which every thbg Kas been provid- 
ed for, that can relate to the perfon who has taken the 
title of King of Great-Britain, and to his defcei^dants of 
both fexes, is exprefly confirmed and renewed by the pre- 
sent article, as if it was here inferted in its full extent, 

XX. His Britannick Majefty, as Eledior of Bruufwick 
Lunebourg, as well for himfelf, as for his heirs and iuc- 
cefTors, and all the ftates and poifeffions of his f^id Ma- 
jefty in Germany, are included and gyafapti^d by tjie pf e-p 
fent treaty of peace. 

XXL All the powers interefted in the prefent treaty, 
who have guarantied the Pragmatick Sanftion of the i g^ 
of April 17 1 3, for the whole inheritance of the late Em- 
peror Charles VI. in. favour of his daughter the Emprel? 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, now reigning, and of 
her defcendants for ever, according to the order eftaiblilhed 
by the (aid Pragmatick Sandion, renew it in the beft 
manner poffible ;; except, however, the ceffions already 
made, cither by the faid Emperor, or the faid Princefs, 
and thofe ftipulated by the prefent treaty. 

XXII. The dutchy of Silefia, and the county of Glatz, 
as his Pruffian Majefty now poflefles them, are guarantied 
to that Prince by all the powers, parties and contraftor* 
of the prefent treat)% 

XXIII. All the powers contrafting and interefted in the 
prefent treaty, reciprocally and refpedively guaranty the 
execution thereof. 

XXIV. « The folemn ratifications of the prefent treaty, 
expedited in good and due form, ftiall be exchanged in 
this city of Aix la Chapelle, between all the eight parties, 
vdthin the fpace of one month, or fooner if poffible, to be 
reckoned from the day of its fignature.

'difpute ihall happen. 

IV. That none of the Emperor's liibje<3:S fliall, at any 
time, forcibly enter the houfes of the Englilh, or atiy place 
belonging to them, or take and carry away dny of theh: 
goods and effects, unlefs they have leave and . authority 
from the Emperor fo to do : Thit if any of the Emperor's 
fubjefts Ihall hire any Englifh Ihip to carry arid convey 
goods from one part of the Emperor's dominions to ano- 
ther, and Ihall happen by ftrels of weather, or any other 
occafion, to touch at any place or places in the Voyage, 
fuch ihip or fliips fliall Hot be obliged to pay aiiy thing for 
the flielter or affiftance they may receive ; and that no 
Englifli whatever, or any of their fervant^, (though not 
Englifli) fliall be liable to pay the tax^ impofed upon the 
Emperor's fubjefts^ called the poll tax; 

V. That the fifteen articles of peacfe, made and con- 
cluded between King George th^ Firft, and Muli Ifmael, 
are hereby agreed to and confirmed with his Majefty King 
George the Second, as good and valid j and fliall be faith- 
fully kept and obferved, together with the aforefaid four 
articles. 

TREATY of peace between his Majefty George the 
Second, King of Great-Britain, France and Ireland^ 
• and Mulay Abedela Ben Ifmael j King and Empeiror of 
Fez, Mequinez, Morocco^ and all the Weft of .'Africa, 
God btefs him ; and the four following articles wtre con- 
cluded by Ahammed Baflia and William Petticrewi Efq; 

I. That if any Englifli fliall happen to be on board any 
ftiip or fliips, enemies to tht Emperor, that may be takea 
by the Emperor's fliips, fuch Englifli fliall be wdl treated^ 
delivered into the hands of the Ettglifli Conful, arid hav(^ 
tiieir liberty to go where they pleak : This article to con-' 
tinue in force for fix months from the conclufion of thia 
peace ; in which time it is required, that notice fliall be 
. given by the King of Great-Britain to all the Englifli fub- 
jeds, not to embark on board any of the Emperor's ene- 
mies 
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iniies fliips ; for after that time, if the Englifli fliall fo em- 
bark, the blame muft be their own, as no regard will be 
had to them more than the JEmperor's enemies. 

11. If any of the Emperor^s fubjedts fliall be made flaves, 
and efcape to an Englifti man of war, or to Gibraltar, 
Port-Mahon, or any of the Engiifti dominions, that they 
fliall be protefted, and with all convenient fpeed, fent to 
their rtfpediive homes. The like treatment to be given to 
the Engliih who ihall be flaves> and efcape to any part of 
the Emperor*s dominions* 

III; If ahy EngUfli fliall c6htra<3: iarly thing to be paid 
to the Emperor^s filbjedts, that notes fliall be given for the 
iame ; and in like manner the fame to be obferVed by th6 
Emperor's fubjeifts in the Englifli dominions ; and \{ it 
ihall happen^ that fuch fubjedts of either power cannot 
write, to get fome perfoh to write fbch notes for them* 

iV. That no excufe be made, or ignorance of this peace 
pretended J the fame fliall be publiflie.d and declared to all 
^he fubjeds of both jx)wert, both what is now agreed on^ 
and the articles concluded with King George the JFirft ; 
_ which declaration fliall be iigned by each power, and by 
them kept, to prevent difpUtes. This trfeaty w^as concluded 
the 15th of December, 1734, and copied the 15th of 
ilabbei the firft, in the year 11 64, which iis, iri Engliih 
Hile, the 15th of January, 1750; 

Additional articles of peace and commerce betweeh 
the Mod High^ lUuftrious, and Moft Renowned 
Prince George the Second, by the grace of God, King of 
Great;Britaui, f ranee, and Ireland, Defender of the Chrif- 
tian Faith, &c; and the High, Glorious, Mighty, and 
Mofl: Noble Prince Mulay Abedela, Ben Mulay Ifmael/^ 
Ben Mulay Seriph, Ben Mulay Aly, jKirig and Emperor 
prtHg'kingdoms of Fez, Morocco^ Taffilete, Sus, and all 
the Algarbe and Its territories, agreed on and concluded 
!>y William Petticrew, Efq; on the behalf of his Bri- 
tanick Majefty, ^nd by the Alcaide Habed Lohab Ben 
Haiiied Limury, Firft Minifter on the behalf and by ord^r 
of the King of Fez and Morocco. 

1. It is agreed on and concluded, that from hencefor- 
ward there fliall be between his Majefty of Great-Biitain, 

I ^ Prince 
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Prince and Eleftor of Hanover, and the King of Fez «,nd 
Morocco, their heirs and fucceflbrs, a general, true and 
-perfedt peace for ever, as well by land as by fea.and frefli 
waters ; and alfo between the lands, kingdoms, dominions 
and. territories belonging to or under the jurifdidtion of his, 
Britannick Majefly in Germany, and thofe appertaining to 
the King of Fez and Morocco, and their fubjedb, people 
or inhabitants refpedtively, of what condition, degree, or 
quality foever, from henceforth reciprocally Ihall owe the 
. other all, friendfliip ; and that all fliips, velTels, paffengers 
with their efFefts trafficking voluntary, or compelled by 
enemies, difaflers of the feas, or any accident whatfoevefj 
to the coafl of the Emperor pf Fez and Morocco^s domi- 
nions,, being his Britannick Majefly's fubjed:s in Germany, 
ihall, from henceforth, be treated with the faid regulations 
as Ipecified by the treaties of peace now fubfifting betweeri 
Ids Britannick Majefly and the King of Fez and Morocco. 

II. It is agreed, that all Ihlps and veffels belonging to 
his Britannick Majefly in Germany, fhall carry a propei: 
pafs, and that a copy of fuch pafs, with the beads of th^ 
faid pafTes, Ihall be fent to his Britannick Majefly 's Coii- 
ful refiding in Barbary, to the end that he may deliver the 
fame to the commanders or captains of the King of Fez 
and Morocco's Ihips of war or Gruizers, to the end thstt 
due regard may be had to this peace, and that no eom- 
mander or caprain niay offend thro' ignorance. ; and all 
commanders or captains of fhips or veffels belonging to his 
Britannick Majetly's fubjefts in Germany, meeting with 
any fhip or vefTel belonging to the King of Fez and Mo-^ 
rocco, or his fubjefts, if the commander of fuch fhip ttr 
veflel produce a pafs figned by the governor of the city 
they belong to, with a certificate from the Englifh Conful^ 
and in cafe of his death or abfence > from the major part of 
the Englifh merchants refiding in the faid place, in fuch 
cafes the faid fhip or veflel fnall purfue freely her voyage 
without hindrance or moleflation. 

IIL It is agreed, that the King of Great-Britain^s (lib- 

jedls fhall not be ol3liged to appear before juflices of the 

country on afiy caufe, but that only the governor of the 

city and his Britannick Majefly's Conful fhall take cogni* 

:&ance of, and adjuft the diflferencc or fuits they may have 

witb^ 
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with the Moors, or other inhabitants in the dominions of 
the King of Fez and Morocco. 

IV. It is agreed, that no governor or officer under the 

King of Fez and Morocco, Ihall, without the King's fpe- 

cial order, vifit or regifter the dwelling-houfes or magazines 

of any of his Britannick Majefty's fubjefts refiding in Bar- 

bary ; and that all Britiih Ihips, taking freight in any port 

of the King of Fez and Morocco, to carry to other ports 

of the faid kingdom, fhall be exempted fronl all port 

charges as ufual, in whatever port they may put in ; and 

that the Conful and the other Britiih merchants fhall be 

freely allowed to have Moors or Jews as their interpreters 

and brokers, who Ihall be exempted from all taxes, as 

likewife all their domeftic fervants. 

All the other articles, being fifteen in number, con- 
cluded, agreed and adjufted by the Admiral Charles 
Stewart on the behalf of his Britannick Majefty ; and by 
his Excellency Baihaw Hemet Ben Ally, Ben AbdaJla, 
and his Impetial Majefty*s Treafurer Mr. Mofes Benatar, 
on behalf qf the (aid King of Fez and Morocco, fhall ftand 
*good and be of the fame force, as in the reign of the Moft 
High, Uluftrious, and Renowned Prince George the Firft, 
'King of Great-Britain, France and Ireland, of glorious 
memory; and the High, Mighty, and Moft Noble Prin«e 
"MuUy ifmaer late Emperor of Morocco ; as likewife the 
""otlKf'aiticIes,^ beifig three In number, agreed and concluded 
by John Leonard SDllicoffre, Efq; on behalf of his Bri- 
fannick Majefty, and his Excellency Bafhaw Hamet Ben 
. Aly Ben Abdella, on behalf of the King of Fez and Mo- 
rocco. 

It is agreed on and concluded, that all the articles afore- 
mentioned, being eighteen in number, with thefe additional 
articles that are tranllated into the Arabick language, co- 
pies thereof be fent to all his Imperial Majcfty's Alcaides 
and Officers of all the ports in his dominions, there to be 
read by the Cady or Chief Juftice in pqblick aflembly ; 
and afterward to reiyiain depofited either in the hands of 
the Judge, or the Alcaide of the port, that recourfe may 
l)c had thereto on all occafions which may occur ; and that 
the ratifications of the faid articles fhajl be made within the 
|erm of fiis: mpnths or fooner if polTible, inSpanifh, which 

Is ihall 
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ftall be received and be of equal force. Dated and flgned 
at the court of Fez, on the ift of February, 17^1, N, S,

TR E AT Y of peace concluded between his Majefty 
George the Firft, King pf Great-Britain, France^ 
and Ireland, and Muli Ifmael, fon of Muli Alii Sherife^ 
King of Fez, Mequinez, Morocco, and all the Weft ot 
Africa, God blefs him. The follo\ying articles were agreed 
on, in the prefence of Bafhaw Ahamad, fon of Abdul^j, 
and the then Engliih Ambaflador, interpreted by Mofes 
fon of Attor, fervant and interpreter at the Emperor's 
court. 

I. In order to eftablifh peace between the powers, both 
by land and fea, and all their refpeftive dominions, it i$ 
agreed on, that the Engliih may now, and always here- 
after, be well ufcd and refpeded by our fubjedts, agree- 
able to the orders and commands of the Emperor. 

II. That all Englifh men of war and merchant fliipSj 
that ftiall come to any part of the Emperor's dominions^ 
to trade or otherwife, and fhall have on board a cargo, 
not proper for vending in the place whefe they ihall coipe, 
may depart with the feme to any other part of the Empe- 
ror's dominions, and Ihall pay duty but once for the fame j 
and that no duty at ail fhall be paid for any war impkr 
ments, fuch as fire-arms, fwords, and any thing belonging 
to the army, as alfo for materials of all kinds for Ihip- 
building ; and if any Engliih Ihip ihall arrive at any of 
the Emperor's ports, with any merchandize deftined for 
any other part of the world, that no duty ihall be paid fof 
fuch merchandize, but fjiall depart with the fame without 
any manner of moleftation. If any Engliih ihip ihall be 
thrown upon the Emperor's coafts by ilrefs pf weather, or 
otherwife, the fame ifiall be protected, and may fafely de- 
part without any ill ufage or interruption : in like manner 
ihall be treated the Emperor's ihips, happening to be thu5 
thrown on the coaft of Great-Britain, or the dominions 
thereto belonging. 

III. That all the Engliih ihips and Emperor's fhips may 
pais ^nd repafs the fcas without hindrance, interruption or 

ipoleflatioB 
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inoleftation from each other ; nor fliall any money, mer* 
chandize, or any demand be made or taken by the Ihips of 
either power from each other ; and if any fubjeds of any 
other nation fhall be on board either the Englilh or the Em-r 
peror's Ihips, they Ihall be fafely p^otefted by both fides. 

IV. If the Emperor's men of war meet with any Eng- 
lilh fhips, and fhall want to fee their paffports, they are to 
fend a boat with two men of fidelity to penife the faid 
pafliports, who are to return without any further trouble, 
and then both fides to proceed quietly on their refpedtive 
voyages ; the fame ufage to be received by the Emperor's 
m rchant fliips from the Englifli men of war, who Ihall a'<« 
bw the pafl[p6rts made out by the Engliih conful, and if th e; 
conful ihall not be prefent to make them, then the paflports 
trade out by the Englilh merchants to be good and valid. 
y. If the Englilh men of war, privateers, or letter of 
marque Ihips, Ihall take prizes from any nation with whom 
they ihall be at war, they ihall have liJDerty to bring and 
difpofe of the fa^ie in any of the Emperor^s dominions, 
without any duty or charge wh^tfoever. 

VI. If any Englilh ihip ihall, by ftorm, or in flying 

from her enemy, c6me upon the Emperor's coafts, the 

fame ihall be fafely protedted, and nothing touched or 

taken away, but ihall be under the direction of the Engliih 

Conful, who ihall fend the goods and people where he ihall 

think fit. • ' ^ 

VIL It is the mutual agreement of the King of Great- 
Britain and the Emperor, that the Emperor do ilTue out 
Orders to all parts of hi3 dominions, for the well ufing of 
^11 the Engliih fubjedts ; and that particular places be ap- 
jTKiinted for the burial of their dead ; that the conful's bro- 
ers ihall freely go on board any ihip. without interruption ; 
hat the Englilh 'confuls^ merchants, and other lubjedts of 
jrreat-Britain, may fafely travel by land with efFcdts withi- 
c^ut any hindrance whatever ; and if any Englilh fettled in 
the Emperor's dorninions iliaU be defirods to return home, 
^hat they m^y {o do with their families, goods and effects, 
X-vithout interruption : If any Englilh die, the effedts of 
•Tuch to be taken under the care of the conful, to be dif- 
^ofed of as dircdJe Ijby the will of fuch perfon, and if no 
"^ai, for the benefit of fuch perfon's next heir ; and if any

debts Ihall be owing to fuch deceafed perfon, the feme to^ 
be paid by order of the governor or other pjerfon in power j^ 
where fuch perfon fhall die ; and that a fu^eft of the Em-r 
peror*s be appointed to denaand and. receive the lame^ and 
depofit the lame in the hands of the Englilh Conful for the 
aforefaid ufes. If any Englilh ihall contract debts in the 
Emperor's country, and remove from thence without latis* 
fying the fame, no other perfon Ihall be liable to pay ilicli 
debts : The like ufage and treatment the fubjed:s of thei 
Emperor are to receive in the King of Qreat-Britain's do- 
minions ; and that the King may lend as many Confuls tq 
the Emperor's dominions a^ he ihall think neceffaryj 

VIIL That no Englilh merchant, captains ctfihins, or 
other perfon or perfons whatfoever that are Englilh fubjedtsj^ 
Ihall be forced to felLany of their goods for lefs than the 
real value ; and that no captain, mailer, or commander 
of. any Englilh Ihip Ihall be compelled, without their owi^ 
will and c*onfent) to carry any goods or merchandizes fop 
any perfon or perfons whatfoever -, nor Ih^U any faUor bo 
forced away from any Englilh fliip. 

IX. If any quarrel or difpute Ihall happen between any 
Englilhman and a Muflelmari, by which hurt to either 
may enfue, the fame to be heard before and determined by 
the Emperor only ; and if an Englilhman, whp may be 
the aggrf flbr, Ihall make his efcape, np other Englilhmaq 
Ihall fuffer upon his accopnt ; and if two Englilhmen Ihall 
quarrel, to be determined by the Englilh Conf\jl, who Ihall 
do with them as he pleafes ; and if any quarrel or difpute 
Ihall happen between Muffefmen in England, or in any of the 
Englilh dominions, by which hurt may enfiie, the fapie tq 
be heard before one Chriftian ah^ on^ Muflelman, and to 
be determined according to the laws of Great-Britain. 

X. If it Ihall happen that this peace, by any means, 
Ihall be broke, the Conful, and all other Englilh, Ihall 
have fix months time to remove themfelves with their fas- 
milles and effeds to any place they pleafe without interT 
ruption ; and that all debts owing tp them fliall be juftly 
paid to them. 

XL If any Englilh in the Emperor's dominions, or the 
Emperor's fubjed:^ in the Englilh dominious, Ihall mali-. 
cioully pndf avour fp break th? peace, fucji of thepx who 
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flvill be proved fo to intend, fliall by each power be pu- 
nched for fuch offence, each power to take cognizance of 
jtheir own fubjefts. 

XII. If any of the Emperor's fubjefts fliall purchafe 
jany commodity in the Englifh dominions, they fliall not 
be impofed on in price, but pay the fame as is fold to the 
Englifti. 

Xm. That not any of the Spanifli, whether captains, 
failors, or other perfons under the Englifli government in 
Gibraltar or Port Mahon, fliall be taken or molefted, fail- 
ing under Englifli. colours with paflports. 

Xiy. That no excufe be made, or ignorance pretend- 
ed, of this peace, the fame fliall be publiflied and declared 
to all the fubjedts of each power, which declaration fliall 
be figned by each power, ^nd kept by them to prevent 
^ifputes. 

XV. If any men of war fliall be on the Emperor's coafl:s, 
that are enemies to the Englifli, and any Englifli men of 
war, or other Englifli fliips, fhall happen to be or arrive 
there alfo, that they fliall not in any manner be hurt or 
engaged by their enemy ; and when fuch Englifli Ihips 
^a|l fail, their enemies fliips fliall not fet fail under forty- 
houfs afterwards. And if after the conclufion of this peace, 
any fliips ihall happen to be taken by either powers within 
fix months after the proclamation of the peace, that the 
fame, with the people and effed:s, fliall be reftored. Made 
and declared in the prefence of the Emperor*s fervant 
Ahammed Baflia, fon of AUi, fon of Abdula, by the 
authority given to him by the Emperor. Dated this 23d 
of J.gnuary, in the year 1721, Englifli ftile. Wrote and 
given to Charles Stewart, Ef(j; the Englifli ambaflador, in 
phe feyenth year of the reign of our late royal father King 
George the Firft. 

WE having feen and confidered the above-written 
treaty, with thie additional articles, have approved, 
ratified, and copfirmed the fame, in all and Angular their . 
claufes, as by thefe prefents we do approve, ratify, and 
ponfirm the fame, for ps, our heirs, and fucceflbrs, en- 
gagiiig and promifing on our royal word, facredly and inri 
vjolabiy tp^ierform and obfcvye all ai^d fingqlar their con- 
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tents, and never to fuJer, as far as in us lies, any perfon 
to violate the fame, or in any manner to adl contrary 
thereto. In witnefs whereof we have caufed our great 
feal of Great-Britain to be affixed tp thefe prefents, figned 
with our royal hand. Given at our Court at Kenfington 
the Thirty-firft day of July, in the year of our Lord, 17511^ 
^nd pf our reign the twenty-fifth.

his fat d Serene Majefiy^s agent and Conjul general to tbe^ 

Dey and State of Tripoli, furnifhed with his Majefiy's 

full powers for that purpofe. 

Article I. 

IN the firft place it is agreed and concluded. That from 
this time forward, for ever, there ihall be a true and in- 
violable peace, betw^een the moft Serene King of Great- 
Britain, and the moft illufrrious Lords and Governors of 
the city and kingdom of Tripoli in Barbary ; and between 
all the dominions and fubjedfts of either fide ; and if the 
fhips and fubjefts of cither party, iliall happen to meet 
upon the feas, or eliewhere, they fliall not moleft each 
other, but ihall ihew all pofl[ible refpedt and friendfhip. 

II. That all merchant Ihips belonging to the domiaions 
of Great-Britain, and trading to the city, or any part of 
the kingds)m of Tripoli, Ihall pay ^no more than Three 



per Cent. cuHoiti, for all kinds of goods they fliall fell : 
and for fuch as they fhall not fell, they ihall be permitted 
freely to embark it again on board their Ihips, without 
paying any fore of duty whatfoever, and fliall depart wit^-^ 
out any hindrance or moleftation* 

IIL That all fliips and other vefTels, as well thofe be* 
longing to the faid King of Great- Britain, or to any of 
Jiis Majefly's fubjedts, as thofe belonging to the kingdom 
or people of Tripoli, ihall freely pafs the feas, and trafEck 
where they pleafe, without any fearch, hinderance or mo- 
leftation from each other : And that all perfons or pa£» . 
lengers, of what country foever ; and all monies, goods, 
merchandizes, and moveables, to whatfoever people or 
nation belonging, being on board of any the faid fliips or 
veffels, fliaU be wholly free, and fliall not be flopped,, 
taken or plundered jfroni either party. 

IV. The Tripoli fliips of war, or any other veflels there- 
pntQ belonging, meeting with any merchant fliips, or other 
veflels of the King of Great-Britain's fubjefts not being ia , 
any of the feas appertaining to any of his Majefty's do- 
minions) may fend on board, one fingle boat, with two 
iitters, befides the ordinary crew of rowers ; and no more 
but the two fitters to enter any of the faid merchant fliips, 
or any other vefl'els, without the exprefs leave of the com- 
mander of every fuch fliip or veffei ; and then, upon pro- 
iducing unto then) a pafs vjnder the hand and feal of the 
Lord High Admiral of England, the faid boat fliall prc- 
fently depart^ and the merchant fliip or fliips, veflel or 
yeifcls, fliall proceed freely on her or their voyage ; And 
although the commander or commanders of the faid mer- 
chant Ihip or fliips, veflel or veflels, produce no pafs from 
|:hc Lord High Admiral of England, j^et if the major part 
of the fliip's or vcfli^rs compai^y be fubjed:s to the (aid King 
of Great-Britain, the faid boat fliall prpfently depart, 2^n^ 
the merchant fliip or fliips, vpflej or vefl^e^s, flialj proceed 
freely on her or their voyage : And any of the faid fliips of 
war, or other veflels of his faid Majefty, meeting with 
aiiy fliip or fliips, veflel or veflels, belonging to Tri- 
poli, if the commander of any fuch fliip or fliips, vefl^el 
or veflfejs, fliall produce a pafs, figned by the chief gor 
y ernors of Tripoli, and a certificati^ from the fingliih Con- 
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ful living there ; or if they have no fuch pafs or certificate^ 
yet if the major part of their fhip's company or companies 
be Turks, Moors or Slaves belonging to Tripoli, then the 
faid Tripoli Ihip or Ihips, veflel or veflels, fliall proceed 
fieely. 

V, That no commander, or other perfon, of any flii|)i 
or veffel of Tripoli, Ihall take out of any Ihip or velFel of 
his faid Majefty's fubjefts, any perfon or peribns what- 
foever, to carry them any where to be examined, or upon 
any other pretence, nor Ihall ufe any torture or violence 
unto any perfon of what nation or ' quality foever, being 
on board any fliip or veiTpl o( his Majefty*s fubjefts, upon 
any pretence whatfoever. 

VL That no ftiipwregk belonging to the faid King of 
Great-Britain, or to any of his Majefty's fiibje&s, upon 
any part of the coafts belonging to Tripoli, fliall be made 
or become prize ; and that neither the goods thereof fliall 
be feized, nor the men mad? flaves ; but that all the fub- 
jedks of Tripoli fliall do their bed endeavours to fave th§ 
faid men and their goods. 

VII. That no fliip, or any other veff^I of Tripoli, fliall 
have permiflion to be delivered up, or to go to any other 
place in enmity with the faid King of Great-Britain, to 
be made ufe of as Corfairs at fea againft his faid Majefty's 
fubjeds. 

VIIL That if any fliip or veflel of Tunis, Algier, Te- 
tuan, or Sally, or any other place, being in war with the 
faid King of Great-Britain, bring any fliips or veflfels, men 
' or goods, belonging tQ his faid Majefty'^ fubjcdts, to Tri- 
poli, or to any port or place in that kingdom, the gOt 
v^rnors there fliall not permit them to be ibid within the 
territories of Tripoli, like as it agreed at Algiers, 

IX. That if any fubjedt of the King of Great-Britain 
happens to die in Tripoli, or its territories, his goods or 
money fliall not be feized by the governors, or any mini- 
fl:ers of Tripoli, but fliall all remain with the Englifli^ 
Conful. 

X. That neither the Englifli Conful, nor any other 
fubjedt of the faid King of Great-Britain, fliall be bound 
to pay the debts of any other of his Majefty's fubjefts^ 
unlefe they become furety for the f^me by a puhlick aft. 

•. ■ XL Th^t 



XI. That the fubjefts of his faid Majefty in Tripoli, or 
Its territories, in matter of controverfy, ihall be liable to 
no other jurifdid:ion but that of the Dey or Divan, except 
they happen to be at difference between themfelves, iit 
which cafe they ihall be liable to no other determination 
but that of the Conful only, 

XIL That in cafe any fubjeft of his Majefty, being m 
any part of the kingdom of Tripoli, happen to ftrike, kill, 
or wound a Turk or Moor, if he be taken, he is to ht 
punilhed in the fame manner, and with no greater feverity 
than a Turk ought to be, being guilty of the fame offence j 
but if he efcape, neither the faid Englifh Confiil, nor any 
other of his faid Majefty's fubjedts, Ihall be in any fort 
queftioned or troubled upon that account, and no tryal or 
fentence to be paffed without the Conful being prefent, 

XIII. That the Ehglifli Conful now, or at any time 
hereafter, living at Tripoli, ftiall be there at all times with 
entire freedom and fafety of his perfon and eftate, and fliaft 
be permitted to choofe his own druggerman and brokei:^ 
and freely to go on board any Ihip in the road, as often 
and when he pleafes, and to have the liberty of the country'; 
and that he Inall be allowed a place to pray in ; and that 
no man Ihall do him any injury, either in word or deed i 
^nd that he Ihall have liberty at all times of hoifting h^ 
Majefty's flag at the top of his houfe, and on his boat^ 
when he pafles on the waten 

XIV, That not only during the continuance of this peacd 
and friendlhip, but like wife, if any breach or war bappeii 
to be hereafter, between the faid King of Great-Britaitij 
and the city and kingdom of Tripoli, the faid Conful, aid 
Jill other his Majefty's fubjects, inhabiting in the kingdoni 
of Tripoli, ihall always, and at all times, both of peace 
and war, have full and abfolute liberty to depart, and go 
to their own country, or any other, upon any Ihip or veflel, 
of what nation foev^ they Ihall think fit, and to carry with 
i:hem all their eftates, goods, families and fervants, al- 
thovigh born in the country, without any interruption or 
hinderance, 

XV* That no fubjedt of his faid Majefty, being a paf- 
lenger fVom or to any port, fliall be any way molefted or 
meddled with, either in perfon or property, although on 

board 



l?oard any <hip or veffcl in enmity with Tripoli ; and the? 
laine is to be regarded in favour of the fubjefts of Tripoli.' 

XVI. That when any of his Majefty*s Ihips of war Ihall 
appear before Tripoli, upon notice thereof given by the 
Englifli Conful, or by the commander of the faid Ihips, to 
the chief governors of Tripoli, publick proclamation ihall 

3e immediately made to fecure the Chriftian captives ; anci 
: f after that, any Chriftians whatfoever make their efcape 
on board any of the faid Ihips of war, they ihall not be re- 
quired back again, nor ihall the faid Conful or commander, 
or any other his Majefty's fubjedts, be obliged to pay any 
thing for the laid Chriilians. 

XVII. That all merchant ihips coming to the cit)^ or 
^kingdom of Tripoli, though not belonging to Great-Bri- 
tain, ihall have free liberty to put themlcives under the 
,proted:ion of the Britiih Conful^ < in felling and difpoiing 
of their goods and merchandize, if they ihali tiiink proper, 
without any hindra.nce or moleuation. 

XVIIL That at ail times wheii any ftiip of war of the 
King of Great-Britain, &c. carrying' his faid Majeil) s 
flag, appears before the faid city of Tripoli, and comes to 
•an anchor in the road, immediately after notice thereof 
given by his faid Majefly's Conful^ or officer from the 
Jhip, unto the Dey and government of Tripoli, they iliall. 
In honour to his Majefty, caufe a falute of twenty -]fev( ft 
cannon to be fired from the caftle and forts of ihc cit\^, and 
. that the faid ihip ihall return an anfwer by firing the fame 
humber of cannon. 

XIX* That no fubjed of the King of Great-Britain 
fiiall be permitted to turn Turk or ^loor in the city and 
kingdom of Tripoli, (being induced thereunto by any fur- 
prize whatfoever) .unlefs he voluntarily appear before thef 
Dey or Governor, with the.Engliih Conful's druggerman^ 
tliree times in three days, and each day declare his refo- 
iution to turn Turk or Moor. 

XX. Whereas it is cuflomary for tlie European Confuk 
to pay ^ their refpedts to the Baihaw at the feafts of Rama- 
dam and Birham, it is hereby declared. That his Britain- 
;nick Majefly^s Conful ihall be admitted firfl to audience^ 
and take the precedency of all other Confuls, in confide- 
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J-ation of the Engliih being the oldeft friends to the Stati 
of Tripoli. 

XXI. That whereas the illand of Minorca in the Medi- 
terranean fea, and the city of Gibraltar in Spain, do now 
belong to his Majefty the King of Great-Britain ; it is 
therefore hereby agreed, That from this time forward, for 
ever, the faid illand of Minorca, and city of Gibraltar, 
ihall be efteemed, in every refpedt, by the Baihaw and go- 
vernment of Tripoli, to be part of his Britannick Majefty's 
own dominions, and the inhabitants thereof Ihall be look- 
ed upon as his Majefty's natural fubjefts, in the fame man* 
her as if they had been born in any part of Great-Britain ; 
and they, with their. Ihips and v^ffels wearing Britilh co- 
I.)ur3, and being furniftied with Mediterranean pafles^ 
fhgll be permitted freely to trade and' trafEck in any part 

. of the kingdom of Tripoli, or dominions thereunto be- 
longing, and Ihall pafs widiout any moleftation whatfoever;, 
either on the feas or elfewhere, in the fame manner, and 
with the fame freedon;. and privileges, as have been ftipu- 
lated in this and all former treaties, in behalf of the Britlfh 
batioti and fubjedts ; and that none of the fhips or vefTels 
belonging to , Tripoli, Ihall cruize or look for prizes^ be^ 
fore, or in fight of the ports of the ifland of Minorca, and 
the city of Gibraltar, to difturb or moleft the. trade thereof 
in any rrianner whatfoeven 

XXII. That if any of the fhips of war of the faid King 
of Great-Britain come to Tripoli, or to any other port or 
place of that kingdom, with any prize, tliey may freely 
fell it^ of otherwife difpofe of it, at their own pleafure, 
without being molefled by any ; and that his Majefty's 
.faid fliips of war Ihall not be obliged to pay cuftoihs in 
any fort ; and that if they ihall want provifions, vidtuals, 
or any other things^ they may freely buy them at the rates 
in the market. 

XXIIL That whenfcever it ihall happen hereafter, that ' 
any thing is done or committed, by the ihips or fubjedts 
of either fide, contrary to any.of theie articles, fatisfadtion 
' being demanded therefore, the Came ihall be made to the 
full, and without any manner of delay ; and it ihall not 
be lawful to break this peace, until fuch fatisfadtion be 

denied ,* 
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denied ; and whofoever fhail be the caufe of breaking \Ms 
peace, Ihall affuredly be punilhed with prefent death. 

XXIV* That his Britannick Majefty's fubjefts (ovd: 
aiid above the flipulations contained in this and all fotm^t 
treaties) fliall enjoy all the privileges and advantages,' 
■which tiow are, or which hereafter may be, grantea to 
uny of the fubjefts of the moft favoured nation, 

XXV. That in cafe any of his faid Majefty's fubjeds 
ihall import into the iaid kingdom of Tripoli, or into 
any of the ports or domiu'ions thereunto belonging, any 
warlike flores, as Cannons, rauikets, piftols, cannon pdw- 
der, or fine powder^ brimftone, bullets, iron, planks^ afid 
all forts of timber fit for building of Ihips, pitch, tatji 
rofln, ropcS, cables, mafls, blocks, anchors, fails, and 
all other habiliments of war, as well by fea as by land ; as 
alfo provifions, viz* wheat, barley, beans, oats, or the 
like, they fhall not pay any fort of duty or cuftom what- 
ibever, 

XXVI. That new Mediteiraneari pafTes Ihall be iflSied 
out and given to his faid Majefly's trading fubjedts^ with 
all convenient fpeed, and th^ the time for the Continuance 
.of the old paffes, for the fhips in the Indies and remote' 
parts, fhall be three years ; and for all other (tdpi zM 
vefTels, one year 7 to commence from die' delivery of thtf 
counter-tops of the liew paffes at Algiers ; of which' his 
Majefty's Conful here, fhall ^ve the earliefl notice to the 
Bafhaw and government ; and it is hereby exprcfly agreed 
knd declared, that the faid Hew paffes fhall, during thef 
fiibove-mentioned fpaces of time of thtee ye'ars and oiie 
year, be of full and fufficient forcef and effeft to J)rotefi all 
fhips and veffels of his faid Majefly's fubjedts^ who fhall 
be provided with the fame. 

XXVII. That no merchant fhip belonging to Great- 
Britain, or any other nation under the proteftion of the 
Britifh Conful, being in the port of Tripoli, fhall be de- 
tained From proceeding to fea on her voyage, longer than 
eight days, under the pretence of arming out the fhips of 
War of the government, or any other whatlbeVer. 

XXVIIL That if at any time the garrifons of Gi- 
braltar or Port-Mahon fhould be in want of provifionsf, 
and fhould fend for the /ame to Tripoli, or any part of 

the 



^6 clctfiiinlbns thereof^ they fliall^ if it is to be had^ bi 
fupplied wA it at the market-price* 

XXIX4 That all packets, bearing his Britahhick Ma*^ 
jefty's commiflion^ which ihall be met by any of the 
cruizers of Tripoli^ ihall be treated with the fame refpect 
as his Maieily's ihips of war, and alldue refpe£t fhaU be 
paid to his Majefty's .tommiflioQ ; and. both at meeting 
and Darting^ they ihall be treated as friends ; and if any 
of the Tripoli cruizers commit the leafl: fault or violence 
againft.them^ thec^tains or raizes, fo offending, Ihall^ 
on their arrival at^Tripoli^ and proper complaint being 
blade of them, be moft feverely punifhed, without ad- 
mitting of their excufes4 

Xaa4. That all and every the articles in this treaty ihall 
be inviolably kept and obferved between his mofl: facied 
Migefly of Great-Britain, and the moft ilhiftrious the Ba*- 
ihaw. Lord and Governors of the city and kingdom of 
Tripoli, and between the dominions and fubjefts of either 
fide ; aftd olir ifiaith ihall be our fdth, and our word our 
word* Dated in the prefence of Almighty God, in the: 
tity of Trijpdli, this nineteenth day of September, One 
thoufand fevcn hundred and fifty one, according to the 
Chriflian computation, and oS the Turkifh Hageira, One; 
thoufand one hundred and fixty four, the twenty ninth dky 
of the moon Shawan* 
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'Treaty of peace ami commerce, between the mofi ferene and 
mighty Prince GEORGE the Second, by the Grace of 
God, of Great-Britain, France, and Ireland, King, De- 
fender of tbs Chrijiian Faitb, Duke of Brunfwick and 
■ Liinenbiirgh, Areb-Treafurer and Elector of the Holy 
Roman Empire, &c. 8cc. &c. &c. And the maji ex- 
(cllent and Hhijiriem Lord All PaTcha, Begler Bey and 
fupreme Commander of the State of Tunis, renewed^ 
aureed on, and confirmedy by the henourahlt Auguftus 
KepptI, Commander in chief of his Britannick Ma- 
Jejiy'i fl}ips and veffeU in and about the Mediterranean 
feas, and Charles Gordon, Efq^; his ftid Serene Majejiy's 
agent and Confid general to the Stale of Tunis, furnifh- 
td with hit Majejifs fuit po'iven for that fitrpofe. 

Artick I. 

THAT all former grievances and loflTcs, and otlie^^ 
pretences bef.veen both parties, fhall be void and o^BK 
no effea ; and from henceforward there ftiall be a firn^** 
peace for ever, and free trade and commerce, betweei^MI 
his Britannick Majefly's fiibjcds, and the people of the— 3 
kin^omof Tunis, and dominions thereunto belonging:^ 
But this article ihall not cancel or make void any jufK^ 
debt, either in commerce or ocherwife, between the fub — ■ 
jedts on both fides, but the fame may be demanded anii 
recovered as before. 

II. That the fliips of either party ihall have a free li- 
berty to enter into any port or river belonging to the do- 
minions of the other, «hcre they fliall pay duty only for 
what they fell, atid, for the relt, may freely export it 
again without molcftacion ; and fhall enjoy all other ac- 
cuftomed privileges: And the late cxaiftion that hath been 
at the Goletta and the Marine, iliall be reduced to the 
incicnt culloms in thofe cafes. 

III. That there fhall not be any feizure made of any of 
the Ihips of either parry, either at fca or in port, but the>' 
fliall pafs without any interruption, they difplaying their 
colours ; and to prevent any-mi(underftandings, the ihips 
of Tunis ihall be furnifhed with certificates, under the

'Tuh&y which they' are to produce oh meeting any EngliQi 
fcipi dn board of wliom they ihall have liberty of fend-

llatiortsf ttey may hiave on board, Ihall go free, both thenx 
ttoid their goods^ 

. iVi That if to tft^lilh fliip receive oft b(^rd any goodi 
ito paflcngers belonging to the kingdom of Tunis, they 
Aali be bound to defend them and their goods> fo far as 
lyoh in their ppwer, and not deliver them unto their ene* 
mies ; and the better to preyent any unjuft demands being 
made upon the ctown or Gneat-Biitain^ ahd to tivoid dil- 
puces and dijferences that might iarife^ all goods and mer- 
ehandtze that ftiall from henceforward be Ihipp'd by di6 
fiibjeds of iTUnis, either in this pott^ or in any othet 
whaltfoever> on board the fliips or veffels belonging to 
CJreat-Bl-itailiiy Ihall be firft entered in the office of Can- 
cellaria) befor^ the BritifH Conful refiding at the reipec- 
IdVe poft, expreflirig the quantity, qUalit)^, and value of 
thief goods fo mippM j which the feid Conful is to manifeft 
in tSie clearance giveA m the ikid Ihip or veflel before flie 
^pans ; to the end that if any caufe of complaint fhould 
liappeh heiieafteir5 there may be no greater claim made on 
i!hc Britiftioiatibn^ thiih by this method fliall be proved to 
W juft and ^quitiftbles 

Vi That it any of the fliips of either party (hall, by 
accident of fo^l weather, or otherwife ^ be caft away upon 
any of the toafts belonging to the other^ the perfons fliall 
be free, and the goods faved and delivered to the pro- 
prietors thereof* 

; VL That the En|li{h which do iat preient, oi fhall at 
any time hereafter^ inhabit in the city or kingdom of Tu- 
nis, (hall have free liberty^ when they pleafe> to tranfport 
themfelves^ with their ferriilies and children^ although 
bom in the counti^* 

* VIL That the people belonging to the domihioil t>{ 
either party, (hall not be abufed with ill language, or 
t>therwife ill treated^ but the parties fo offending^ mall be 
J>uni(h2d feverely according to their deferts.

VIII. That the Conful or any other of the Englidll 
toation refiding in Tunis, fhall not be bblig^' fo tnajktf 
their addreffes, in any difference, unto any court of juC" 
fice, but to the Balhaw himfclf, from whom only Aey!: 
ihall receive judgment, in cafe the difference fhould hap-^ ' 
pen bctv^een a lubjea of Great-Britain and another <£ 
this government, or any other foreign nation^ ; but if it 
fiiould be between two of his Britannick Majefty's fjjiy 
jefts, then it is to be decided by the Britifli Gonful only. 

IX. That neither the Englifli Conful, nor any other of 
his Majefty's fubjefts, (hall be liable to pay the debts of 
any t>ther of the nation, unlefs particularly bound thereto, 
under his own hand. 

X. That whereas the ifland of Minorca in the Mecli^ 
terranean Tea, and the city, of Gibraltar in Spain, do now 
belong to his Majcfty the King of Great-Britain ; it is 
hereby agreed and fully concluded. That frotxi thh time 
forward^ for e\ier, the faid ifland of Minorca, fliall ba 
efteemed, (as likewife Gibraltar) by the government of 
Tunis, to be, in every refped, part of his Britannick Ma* 
jefty's dominions, and the inhabitants thereof (hall be 
lodced upon as his M^fty's natural born fubjedts, in the 
lame manner as if they had been bom in any other partx>f 
C5reat-Bntain ; and thfey, with their (hips and veflfels wear- 
ing Britilh ccdours, fhall be permitted freely to trade and 
trafEck in any part of the kingdom of Tunis, and fliall 
pafe, without any moleftation whatfoever, either on the! 
feas or elfewhere, in the fame manner, and with the fame 
freedom and privileges, that have been ftipulated in this 
and all former treaties, in behalf of the Britifh nation and 
fvilgedts. 

aI. That the better and more firmly to maintain the 
good eorrefpondence and friendlhip that have been fo long 
and happily eftabliihed between the crown ofGreat-Bri* 
tain and the govemmeht of Tunis, it is hereby agte^ and 
concluded by the parties before-mentioned^ that none of 
the (hips ^nd veffcls belonging to Tunis, . or the dorni^ 
't^ipns thereof, fliall be • permitted to cruize or look for 
prizes, of any nature whatfoever, before^ or in fight of 
the aforefaid city of Gibraltar, or any of the ports in tho

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iiland of Minorca, to hinder or molefl: any veflels briqg^bg 

provifions and reirefliments for his Britannick Majefty> 
t|:oops and garrifons in thofe places, or to give any difhirb-* 
apce to the trade and commerce thereof : And if any prize 
i^ali. be taken by die fliips or veflels of Tunis, within the 
(pace of ten miles of the aforefaid places, Ihe Ihall be re- 
uored without ^ny qontradidtipnt 
-. XU* That pJl the fliips of war belonging to the do- 
minions of either party, Ihall have freely liberty to ufe eacl> 
odher's ports, for waihing, cleaning and repairing any their 
defeds, and to buy and Ihip off any lort of viduals, alive 
cq: de^, or any other necelT^ries, at the price the native^ 
buy at in the market, without paying cuftom to any oU 
fictr. And whereas his Britannick Majefty*s Ihips of war 
do frequendy aflemble and harbour in the port of Mahoi^ 
ip the ifland of Minorca ; if, ^t any time, they, or his 
Majcfty's troops in garrilbn there, fhould be in' want of 
provifigns, ana Ihould feqd from thence to purchafe fup* 
plies in any part pf the dominions belonging to Tunis, 
they (ball be permitted to buy cattle alive or dead, and all 
ciher kinds oF provifion, at the prices they are fold In thef 
maricet, and ihall be fuffered to carry it off without pay-? 
ing duty tp any officer, in the fame planner, as if his Ma^ 
jeity's fliips were themfelves in th© port, 

XIII. That in cafe anv fliips of war Ijelonging to th^ 
dominions of Tunis, fliail take, in any of their enemiesi 
jhips, any Engliflimeh ferving fojr wages, they are to bo 
made flaves; but if TOerphants or paflengers, they are to 
enjoy their liberty and goods free^ 

XIV. That if any flave of Tunis ftiould make his 
dcape from thence, and get on board an Englifli man of 
^yar, , the f^d flave be free, and neither the Englifli Con- 
ful, nor any of his natipn, fh^ in 2^ny manner bp cjj^uef-r 
tioiied about the fame, 

XV. That the better to prevent any dilputei; that may 
hereafter arife between die two parties aboyt l^iutes and 
publick ceremonies, it is hereby agnped and concluded, 
that whenever any flag pfiic^r of Qreat-Britain, fliall ar- 
rive in the Bay of Tunis, in any of his Majefty's fliips of 
War, there fliall be fliot off from the caftles of the Go- 
l?tta, or othev the neareft fortification belonging to Tunis, 
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a number of guns according to cuftom^ as a ^yal f?lutp 
to his Britifh Majefty's colours, and the f^e nilnibcr 
fbail be returned in anfwer thereto by his Majefty's ftiips; 
and it is hereby ftipulated and agreed, that all ceremonies 
of honour (hall be allowed to the Britifli Conful who re-' 
fides here, to reprefent equal in every relpe^ his iMajcfty^' 
perfon, to any other nation whatfoevrr, and no other Cpnllfl 
m the kingdom to be admitted before him in preasdenpjr* 

XVL That the fubjefts of his moft' iacred Majeffy of 
Great-Britain, &c. cither refiding in, or trading to the do- 
minions of Tunis, fhall not, for the time to 'COTic^ tjajr 
any more than three per cent, cuftom, on the value, of 
the goods or merchandize v/hich they fhall either bring 
into or carry out of the kingdom of Tunis. 

XVIL It is moreover agreed, concluded and eftaUSh-f 
ed, that at whatfoever time it fhall pleafe the governmpAt 
of Tunis, to reduce the cuftoms of the Frencn nation t(v 
lefs than they pay at prefent, it fhall alwayp^ be obferved, 
that the Britiih cuftoms fliall be two per cent* lefs thsdpi 
any agreement that fliall for the future be made with "A9 
fdd French, or that fliall be paid by the fubjefits pf" 
France, ! ''\ 

XVIIL It is moreover agreed, concluded and eflaHifh^ 
cd. That in cafe any Britiih (hip or Ihips, or any of tiie 
fubjcQ:s of his Majefty of Great-Britain, mill import at the 
port of Tunis, or any port of this kingdom, any warlike 
itcres, as cannons, mulkets, piflols, cannon powder, or' 
fine powder, bullets, mafts, anchors, cables, pitch, tar, 
or the like ; as alfo provifions, viz. w^ieat, barley, beans^ 
oat$, oil, or the like, for the faid Knd of merchaflidize' 
diey fhall not pay any fort or duty or cuflom* 'What- 
ever. * 

XIX. That in cafe a war fhould happen between }^ 
Britannick Majefly and any other ftate or nation ^hat^ 
ever, the fbips of Tunis fhall not in any fort afford at 
fiftance to the enemies of his Majefiy or his fubjeds. 

XX. That if an En^ifljman kills a Turk, he fhall be 
judged before the Caddi of the place, according tojvflice; 
If he is found guilty of the crime, he fhall be punifhed 
with death; but if he efcape, the Conful fhall not be mo- 
'lefled, or called upon for that account j and the Conful 

fcdl 



fiiall always have timely notice, that he may have an op- 
portunity c^ being prefenc at the rr)'al. 

XXI. That it at any time a war or rupture hafpen 
between the two contrafting powers, the Englilh Conlul 
and his nation may freely depart with all their goods add 
effects : And this article Is to be reciprocal for the fub- 
je<9:s of Tunis. 

XXII. That whereas Gibraltar and the ifland of Mi- 
norca do belong to his Britannrck: Majefty, if at any time 
any of the cruizers of Tuiiis ihould meet with any veflcb 
of the faid places, under Englifh colours, furniihed with 
proper paffports, they Ihall be treated in all refpefts like 
other Englilh Ihips, provided that there be no more tlian 
one third part of die (hip's company who are not fubictfts 
of his faid Majefty, for, in fuch cafe, tliey (the faid 
i^^a^gers) (hall be deemed as prifoners : But ic is aliowed 
to embark as many merchants or pafl'cugers as they fee 
good, be they of what nation foevcr : And if at any time 
a Tunis man of war fliall take a fhip from their enemies, 

-on board of which may happen to be any Englifh fubieits, 
they Ihall be immediately releafed, ^^ith all their goods and 
merchaiidize, provided alwaj-s, that they be provided with 
proper paflports ; and this article is to be oblerved reci- 
procally on the parts of the Englifli, 

XXIII. That if any Britifti Ihips or vcffels meet with 
any of the (hips or vefl'els belonging to the (late of Tunis, 
and there Ihould be any injury or offence given by either 
fide, juftice being properly demanded, (hail be immedi- 
ately done, and the aggrellbr fhall be feverely punilhcd, 
without it occafioning any breach of war. 

XXIV. That his Britaniiick Majefty's fubjefts fliall be 
always treated, by the ftate of Tunis, with the highcli 
degree of refi)eft, love and honour, becaufe the Englifh, 
of all other powers, are their firft and beft friends. 

XV. That new Mediterranean pafles (hall be i(Uied oiit

'^yirrHEREAS the fincere and intimate friendfliip, 
V Y which unites his Britannick Majefty and her Impe- 
rial Majefty of all the Ruflias, as well as the engagements 
which they contracted by the treaty of defenfive alliance of 
the year 17421 oblige them, at all times, to be watchful 
cf die puplick tranquility, and their reciprocal fecurity : 

«^nd whereas, in th^ prcfent conjuncture of affairs, the 
prefervation of the gpneral peace, and the defence of their 
ydpcftiycjcjominions, rights and fubjedts, have appeared 
to them neceff^ily to require, that they Ihould be guarded 

againft 
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againft the attacks, with which they may be threatened on 
the part of any |X)wer whatever, hy fecuring a body of 
troops capable of making a powerful diveriion^ in qife of 
fuch attacks : And whereas, confidering the prefent fitua- 
ticHi, the conticgents of the fuccours, ftipulated by the 
above-mcntjonca treaty, would npt boe fofficicnt for ,all the 
afore(aid obje&s : His Britannick Majefty and her Iioperial 
Majefly of alt the RufEas, have thought proper to cphcert, 
before-hand, the further meafures of precaution, which 
the general tranquility, and their common iaterefts and le< 
curity, feem to demand ; and for this purpofe, they hgve 
authorized their refpe£tive minifters ; that is to lay, his 
Majefty the King of Great-Britain, Sir Charles Hanbur)|r 
WiUiams, Knight of the mofl: honourable drder of th^ 
Bath, one of the members of the parliament of Great-Brl? 
C^in, and his Ambafiadcr at the court of the Emprefs. of 
all the RufEas ; and her Imperial Majefly of all the Kui5as.

i^d of St. Alexander Newfky, Alexis Count de BeiT 
djeff Rurhin ; and her Vice-Chancellor, adtijal Privyr 
Counfellor, Lieutenant of the company of the body-guards^ 
2&U2A Chamberlain, and Knight of the orders .of. bt> An- 
drew, of the White- Eagle, of the Black Eagle, !^ ^ 
Alexander Newfky, and of St. Anne, Michael Count do 
Woronzow; who. Having communicated to each other 
their refpeftive full powers, and having conferred together, 
have agreed- on the follovv'ing articles. 

I. The high contrafting jiarties renew exprefly, )>y this 
convention, the treaty of defenfive alliance, concluded be- 
tvveen them, the nth of December, 1742, at Mofcow, 
in all its articles ; and confirm the flipulations of.the fiic- 
cours to be given reciprocally, as they are contained in the 
i Vth article of the faid treaty ; which fuccours fhsUl be fur* 
nifhcd, on each fide, in the manner and on the i^ooditioQg 
therein exprdTed.

JIU Her Imperial Majefty engages, moreover, to caufe 
to be hdd in readinefs, during the time above fpecifiefd, on 
4ic coafe of the above-mentioned province, 40 or 50 gal- 
lies, with liie neceflary crews, in condition to a£t on the 
firft order. 

IV. The body of troops and the gallics, mentioned in 
the two preceding articles, ihall nt)t be put in adlivity, but

Ernces, which the march iand maintenance of.trdops ia* 
ivonia, with the artillery and its appurtenances, as well 
as the preparations of galleys may have coft, -or ihall ftiU j 
coft ; his Britannick Majefty promifcs and ei^ages to ;

Whereas her Imperial Majefty of all theRufBat 
is particularly interefted in the prefervation of the, tranqui- 
lity of the north, and that no innovation fliould happen .ii\ 
the neighbourhood of her dominions ; confidering alfo the • 
proximity of the countries, wherein the diverfion in qucf^ 
tion will probably be made, and the facility her troops wilU 
have of fubfifting immediately in an enemy V country ; 
ihe takes upon herfelf alone, during fuch :a- diverfion, the^ 
fubfiftence and treatment of the faid troops,, hy fea and 
land, as alfo the heavy artillery, which they may have oc^ 
cafion for, and of the details thereto belonging. 

VIII. Her Imperial Majefty engages to continue the 
diverfion to be made, and not to rec3 her troops, even 
though fhe fliould be attacked by any other power.

As the principal defign and end of this alliance is, 
niutually to fecure one another from all inyafion, injury and 
damage ; and as each of the high contracting parties deiire 
nothing more ardently, than to be able always to fulfil this 
reciprocal engagement in the manner, which Ihall be moft 
advantageous to their ally, according to the means which 
God has put into their hands, refpediv^ly,; and as the 
natural ftrength of Great-Britain principally confifts in fliips

t]ie faid high contrad:ing parties, in order to give each 
other, in every thing, proofs of their fincere and friendly 
inteations towards each other, have agreed, by this article, 
that the faid cafe cxifting, they fliall reciprocally iuccour 
each other, after requifition made, in the following man- 
ner ; that is to fay, if his Britannick Majefty fliould find 
fcimfelf attacke ^, ier Lnpefial Majefty of all the Ruffian 
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ftall caufe the fum of 500,000 roubles a year to be paid 
to him, during the whole time, that attack or trouble, 
which ihall have occafioned the laid demand on the part of 
his Britannick Majefty, fliall laft, in order to enable him 
to iupport the expences of the war ; and if it was her Im- 
perial Majefty of all the Ruffias, who fliould be attacked, 
his Britannick Majefty Ihall furnilh her the like fum of mo- 
ney yearly, as long as the attack or difliirbance, which 
ihall have occafioned this demand, Ihall laft. 

VL In cafe the party required, after having furniflied 
the affiftance, ftipulated by the fourth article of this treaty, 
ftiould be attacked themfelves, fb that it fliould be necef- 
iary for them to recall their forces for their own fecurit}'', 
they fliall be at liberty to do it, two months after they 
fliall have duly apprized the party requiring thereof : a,nd 
it is likewife ftipulated, that, in cafe the party required 
fliould, at the tinie of tlTe requifition, find themfelves in- 
volved in a war, fo diat it fliould be abfolutely neceflary to 
keep at home, for their own fecurity and defence, fuch 
forces as they ought to fumifli to their ally, by virtue of 
this treaty ; when this cafe happens, the party required 
ihall be difpenfed with, for the time the faid i^eceffity fliall 
laft, from furniihing the above-mentioned fuQcoun 

VII. The auxiliary troops of Ruffia ihaU be provided 
with a field artillery of two three pounders for each batta- 
Ibn, and with warlike flores ; and fliall likewife be paid, 
replaced, and recruited by her Imperial Majefty of all the 
Ruffias : But his Britannick Majefty fliall furnifli them the 
portions^ to wit, a pound of flelh per diem, bread, or, in- 
ilead of it, fixty pounds of rye flour per month, a pound 
of fait, and four pounds of grots, per month, the weight 
reckoned u|X)n the foot of Holland 5 and the rations of fo- 
rage, oats, hay, &c. according to the RuflSan military 
eftablifliment, and in Holland weight, as well as the nc- 
ceiTary quarters ; the whole upon the fame foot, as thofc 
troops are ufcd to be fubfifted by her Imperial Majefty of 
all the Ruflias. 

VIII. In cafe the faid Ruflian auxiliary troops, being 
demanded by his Britannick Majefty, were to march by 
land ; as it might be indifpenfable, for the faid troops to 
pafs tlirough the dominions of fome other powers, his

Brltannick Majefty fhall &kt care to procure a free palUge 
for them, furnifliing them with bread and forage, in tne 
fame manner, as is ftipulated in the preceding article of 
this treaty : and when they Ihall have the fea to pafs, his 
Britannick Majefty Ihall take upon himfelf, either to tranf- 
port them in his own Ihips, or to furniih the expences of 
this tranfportation ; which is likewife to be uriderftood, as 
well with regard to the recruits, which her Imperial Ma- 
jefty fliall be obliged to fend to the faid troops, according 
to the preceding article, as with regard, to the return ot 
thofe Ruffian troops, upon their being either fent back by 
hisBritanmck Majefty, or recall^ by her Imperial Ma-r 
jefty of all the Ruffias, for her own defence, according to 
the fixth article of this treaty.

IX, When the faid fuccpurs fliall be refpedtively fiir- 
niftied^ on the one fide or the other, though each comr 
nianding officer, either of the fquadron^^ which his Britanr 
pick Majefty is to fumifti to Ruffia, or of the auxiliary 
troops of her Imperial Majefty of all the Ruffias, keeps the 
command he has been intrufted with j tjie general com-: 
mand fli^U indifputably belong tp him, whom the party 
requiring fliall name, for that purpofe ; upon condition^, 
that nothing of irpportance fliall be undertaken, without 
its being previoufly examined, and refolved upon, in the 
council of war, and in the prefence of the general and 
commanding officers of the party required? 

X. And that, there may be no difficulty or miftakc, witl^ 
regard to rank and GJjaracler, the party requiring fliall nor 
pfy in time, what commander is to be employed for the 
command in chief, either of tlje fleet, or of thp land-for-r 
tees ; to the end that t^e part}^ required may fettle and pro- 
pprtiop the rank, and charader of the pcrfon, who Ihall 
have the command of the auxiliary troops, or fliips^ 

XI. The auxiliary forces fliall have their own'minifter? 
or preachers, and the free exercifig of religipp ; and flia}l 
not be tried upon whatever relates tp the military fervice, 
t)ut according to the laws, articles of war, and ordinances^ 
pf tl}f jr pwp 9oyi>tiy. gut if apy difputes fliould arile be- 
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Hveeh tlie .officers ot' foldiers of the combiiied forcfe> tkey 
ihall be examined and debated by conimiflaries, in equal 
humbijr, of both partifes ; and the offenders Ihall be pii-i 
nilhed acfcording to the articles of war of their fovereign* 
In like manner the general, as>fll as the reft of the auxi* 
liary forces, Ihall be allowed to carry on a free correfpon- 
dence, with their countr)^, whether by letters or by cx- 
prefles. 

'^ XII; Tht auxiliary forces^ ibn'^'the otie fide and on the 
bthcTj ftiall be kept together as.far as that can be done ; 
land in order that iht feid refpe^ive ^j^iliaiy forces inay 
not be expofed to greater fktigues than the others, .and that 
there may ht an exadt equality in all expeditions and ope- 
rations 5 the general in chief fliall be obliged to obferve a 
jufl: proportionj in all the commands^ accoixiing to the 
ftrength of the whole fleet or army. 

XIIL The IqUadron of Ihips, which his Britannick Ma- 
jefty is to furnilh, by virtue of this alliance^ Ihiall be ad- 
mitred in all the ports of her Imperial Majefty of all the 
Ruflias ; where it fliall be treated in the moll friendly man- 
ner^ and provided with every things it may ftand in need 
of^ upon paying the fame price, as is paid by the men of^ 
war of her Imperial Majefty of all the RufSas ; and the 
faid fquadron fliall be allowed to return^ each year cf th^ 
war^ to the ports of Gteat-Britain, as foon as the feafon 
will not permit them any longer to keep at fea ; provided 
it be exprefly ftipulated^ that^ whenever the cafe of this 
treaty fliall exift, the fquadron his Britannick Majefty is to 
ftimifti fliall arrive every year, in the Biltick, about the 
beginning of the month of May ; and fliall riot leave that 
fea, before thfe beginning of the month of October.

Eaftem nations -, his Britannick Majefty being to be dif- 
penfed with, in any one of thefe cafes, from fumilhing the 
fuccours ftipulated by this treat}'- : as in like manner, oa 
the other fide, her Imperial. Majefty of all the Ruffias^ 
fiiall not be obliged to furnifli the fuccours ftipulated by 
this treaty, for the defence of his Britannick Maj^fty's 

E>ireflions in America, or in any part whatfoever out of 
urope. 

XVI. It is alfo agreed, that, on account of the great 
diftance of places, me troops which her Imperial Majefty 
of all the Ruffias fliall be to fumifli, by virtue of this al- 
liance, for the defence of his Britannick Majefty, fliall not 
be fent either into Spain, Portugal, or Italy. 

XVIL If the fuccours, ftipulated in the fourth article 
of this treat)", are not fufficient ; then the contracting par- 
ties fliall agree, without delay, about the farther fuccours, 
which they fliall give each other. 

XVIII. If it fliould happen, that they fliould be obliged 
to have rccourfe to force of arms, neither peace nor truce 
fliall be made, without including therein fuch of the con- 
trafting parties, as fliall not have been attacked ; that 
they may fuffer no damage, in rcfentment for the fuccours 
they fliall have given to their ally. 

XIX» The prefent defenfive alliance fliall be no obflacle 
to, nor in any wife derogate from, the treaties and alli- 
ances, which the contracting parties may have with other 
Kings, Princes, or States, in ib far as the faid treaties 
fliall not be contrary to the prefent treaty, or to the fricnd- 
fliip and good underftanding, which fliall always be ftridt-* 
ly obferved between them. 

XX. Their faid Majefties have, moreover, agreed, that 
they fliall concert together, about the admiflion of fuch 
other powers, as might be difpofed to enter into this al- 
liance. 

XX ^ The peace, friendfiiip, and good underftanding

BE it known to all whom it may concern i That hisf 
Majefty the King of Great-Britain, and his moft fe- 
rene Highnefs the Landgrave of Hefle-Caflell, having cal- 
led to mind the ftrift ties, which unite the interefts ot theif 
refpedive Houfes ; and having judged, that, in the pre- 
fent fituation of affairs, it would contribute to the reci- 
procal benefit of Great-Britain, and the States of Hcfle, to 
ftrengthen and confirm, by a new treaty of defeftfive al- 
liance, the union, which fubfifts between them 5 his Bri- 
tannick Majefty, and his moft Serene Highnels the faid 
Landgrave, have thought proper to dired: for this pur- 
pofe, their refpedtive minifters i that is to fay, his faid 
Maj efty, Robert Earl of Holdernefle, one of his principa 
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Sectetaries of ftate, and the mod Serene Landgrave, hU 
Major-general, General of the artillery, and Governor of 
therefidence of Caflell, Commander of the Teutonick order,' 
the Sieur Diedric Diede de Furftenftein, and the Sieuir 
Juftus Henry Alt, his Privy-Counfellor of legation, and 
Minifter charged with his affairs, to enter into conference' 
thereupon ; \vno, aftej the exchange of their refpedtive full 
powers, have agreed upon the points and articks follow- 
ing. 

Article I. 
There Ihall be, between his Majefty the King* of Great- 
Britain, and his moft Serene Highnefi the Landgrave of 
Hefle-Caflell, their fucceflbrs and heirs, a ftrift ftiendlhip, 
and a fincere, firm, and lafting union; infomuch that the 
one Ihall confider the interefts of the other, as his own ; 
and ihall apply himfelf fincerely to advance them to the 
utmoft, and to prevent, and to avert, mutually, all 
trouble and damage. 

IL To this end it is agreed, that all former treaties, 
principally of guaranty, be deemed to be renewed, and 
confirmed, by the prefent treaty, in all their points, ar- 
ticles and claufes, and Ihall be of the fame force, as if 
they were inferted in this, word for word, fo far as is not 
derogated from them by the prefent treaty. 

III. His Majefty the King of Great-Britain having de- 
fired to fecure, for his fervice, a body of the troops of the 
moft Serene Landgrave, in cafe the good of his kingdoms 
and ftates ftiould require this fuccour ; his moft Serene 
Highnefs has willingly complied with thefe views ; pro- 
minng and engaging, by virtue of this article, to hold in 
readinefs for this fervice, during the Ipace of four fuccef- 
five years, to be reckoned from the day of the figning of 
the prefent treaty, a body of eight thoufand men ; to wit, 
eight battalions of infantry, each of eight hundred men, 
including the officers ; and three regiments of dragoons, 
or cavalry, making in all fourteen hundred horfe ; which 
corps fhall be provided with the neceflary, general, and 
ilibaltern officers : The Infantry (hall beheld in a condition 
to march, for the fervice of his Britannick Majefty, two 
-jflionths after the requifition ftiall have been made for that 
^urpofe, or fooner if poffible, efpecially if it Ihould be for 
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thfe immediate defence of the kingdoms, 6r eleftoral do^ 
minions, of his Majeftyj'pr of the Low-Countries; id 
which cafe the faid Infantry (hall march immediately after 
requifition made ; which feqtiifitipn, however, is iiot to 
be made feparately for the infantry, but for the whole 
corps together j . and as the fiiuft Serene Landgrate fliall 
ixot be Obliged to remoiilit thcl caValry ot dragoons^ before 
this rdquifition fliall have been made to him^ the term of 
fix months has been agreed upon, at the end of which^

fliall be thereof made, in that cafe, to the moll ferenc 
Landgrave, they Ihall be put on the lame foot, in all re- 
Ipeds, with the national Britifli troops; which feveral pays 
and treatments Ihall be paid into the military cheft of his 
moft ferene Hig^nefs, without any dedudiion or dimi- 
nution, in order to the making a diftribution thereof. 

VIU. If it flxould happen unfortunately, that any regi- 
ments or companies of the above-mentioned corps ihould 
be ruined and deftroyed, in the whole or in part ; or that 
the pieces of cannon, with which they (hall be furnifhed, 
Ihould be taken by the enemy ; his Majefty, the King of 
Great-Britain, fliall caufe to be paid the expences of the 
neceffary recruiting and remounting them, as alfo the va- 
lue of the iaid field pieces ; in order forthwith to reinftatc 
the artillery, and the faid regiments and companies : And 
Xhe feid recruiting and remounting ihall be regulated, like- 
wife, on the foot of what was furniflied to the Hefiian of- 
ficers, by virtue of the treaty of 1702, article V, to the 
end that this corps may be always preferved and fent back, 
one day, in as good a ftate, as it was delivered in* 

IX. His Britannick Majefty ihall be at liberty, to keep 
this body of troops in his fervice, the whole time of the 
juration of this treaty, and to employ it wherefoever he 
Ihall have occafion for it, provided it be not on board the 
fleet, or beyond the fea, when once it has departed out of 
the territories of the moft ferene Landgrave ; excepting, 
always, for the defence of Great-Britain and Ireland ; in 
which cafe, thefe troops Ihall enjoy, fully,, and without 
any reftriftion whatlbever, the fame pay and emoluments, 
as the Engliih troops enjoy, as has been faid above. And 
when his Majefty the King of Great-Britain ihall tliink 
fit to fend back the faid troops, he fliall give notice thereof 
to his moft ferene Highnels, three months beforehand, 
and ihall caufe to be paid to them one month's pay for 
their return, and furniih them gratis, the neceffary tranf- 
port vciTels. 

X. In cafe the moft ferene Landgrave ihould be attack* 
ed or difturbed in the poireiiion of his ftates ; his Britai^^^ 
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nick Majefly promifes and engages to fend back to him, 
fpeedily, the fdd body of troops, not only paying them a 
jnonth's pay, but alfo furnifhing them, gratis, the tranf- 
port veffels requifite for their return ; and to give, more- 
over, to his moft ferene Highnefi all the fuccour of troops, 
which the cafe fliall require ; which fuccour Ihall be con- 
tinued to him, until he fliall have obtained an entire fecu- 
rity and juft indemnification* And the moft ferene Land- 
grave promifes, in like manner, on his part, that in cafe 
his Majefty the King of Great-Britain is attacked or dif- 
turbed in his dominions, eftates, lands, provinces, or 
towns, be will alfo yield him all the fuccour, that it fliall 
be in his power to give him ; which fuccour fliall, in like 
manner, be continued to him, until he fliall have obtained 
a good and advantageous peace. 

XI. In order to render this alliance and union the more 
perfed, and to leave no doubt, with the parties, about 
the certainty of the fuccour, which they may expeft b^' vir- 
tue of this treaty ; it is exprefly agreed, that, to judge, 
for the future, whether the cafe of this alliance and fuccour 
cxifts, or not, it fliall fuffice, that either of the parties are 
adually attacked by force of arms, without his luving firft 
ufed open force againft him who attacks him. 

XII. His moft ferene Highnefs, to give the fuller proof 
that he is defirous to attach himfelf entirely to the interefts 
of his Britannick Majefty, and to advance them with all 
his power, engages, moreover, to augment the faid corps 
with 4000 men more, viz. 700 horfe or dragoons, and 
3300 foot ; ea(;Ji regiment of infantry provided with two 
field pieces ; and confequently to raife the faid corps to the 
number of 12,000 n;en, as foon as his Majefty the King 
of Great-Britain fliall judge it neceliary or advantageous for 
his fervice ; the whole, on the fame conditions, in pro- 
portion, 4S have been ftipulated in the preceding articles 
of this treaty, for the body of 8000 men ; and thefe 4000 
Jxien fliall be put in a condition, tg be delivered, and to 

Join the firft body of 8boo, within thefpace of fix months, 
after the disrpand of them, which fliall be made to him : 
Sfciis faid Majefty i>romifing, on his part, to make good, 
fbr thefe 4000 men, not only the remount and recruit 
Snioney, after thf r;ate of gp qrowRS, Banco, for each 
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trooper oc dragoon, and of 30 crowns, Banco, for each 
foot foldier ; but alfo to raile the fubfidy for this body of 
12,000 men, from the day, when his mod ferene High- 
ne6 fhall be required to keep them in readinefs, to the 
fum of 450,000 crowns. Banco, per annum, fo long as 
they fhall be at the charge of the finances of his moft fe- 
rene Highnels ; and to the fum of 225,000 crowns. Ban- 
co, annually, fo long as they Ihall be in the pay of his 
Britannick Majefty ; the pay and treatment, as well ordi- 
nary as extraordinary, as alfo all the emoluments for this 
corps of 1 2,000 men, being to be regulated on the fame 
foot as is fixed, by this treaty, for the corps of the firft 
8000 men. 

XIII. This treaty fhall fubfift for the term of four years, 
to be reckoned from the day of the fignature : and if his 
Britannick Majefty, and the moft ferene Landgrave, fiiould 
think proper to continue, prolong, or change it, they 
Ihall treat thereupon three months before its expiration, 
according to die exigence of the cafe. 

XIV. The ratifications of thi$ treaty Ihall be exchanged 
at Hanover, within the fpace of fix weeks after the figna- 
ture, or fooner if it can be done. In witnefs whereof, we 
the underwritten, furnilhed with the full powers of his 
Britannick Majefty, and of the moft ferene I^andgrave c£ 
Hefle-Caffell, have figned the prefect treaty, and have 
caufed the feals of our arms to be put ther^o. Done at 
Hanover, the 1 8th of June, 1755.

A S on the fixteenth day of January, 1756, there was 
X\^ concluded and figned, between their Britannick and 
Pruflian Majefties, a treaty, the purport of which was to 
j)rcferve the peace of Europe in general, and that of Ger- 
many in particular ; and whereas, fincQ that period, Frarxc 
hath not only invaded the empire with numerous armies, 
and attacked their forefaid Majefties and their allies, but 
Jhath alfo cxcitpd other powers to do the fame ; and where- 
as it is notorious, that the extraordinary efforts luade by 
his Pruflian Majefty to defend himfeifagainft the numerous 
enemies, \yho have afl[ailed him on fo many fides at once, 
have pccaficned very heavy expcnccs^ whilft^ on the other 
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hand, his revenues have been confiderably diminiflied lu 
thofe parts of his dominions, which have been the feat o( 
war ; and their Majefties having jointly refolved to conti*' 
nue their eflforts for their mutual defence and fecurity, for 
recovering their dominions, protecting their allies, and 
maintaining the liberties of the Germanic body ; his Bri-* 
trannick M^jefty is determined, in confequence of thefe . 
confiderations, to give an immediate fupply, in money, 
to his Pruffian M^efty, as being the moft fpeedy and ef- 
fedtual ; and their forefaid Majefties have thought proper, 
tihat, upon this head, there- Ihould be concluded a con- 
'vention, declaring and fixing their mutual intentions in 
-this particular : For this purpofe, they have named and 
authorized their rofpeftive Minifters, viz. in the name, 
s.nd on the part of his Britannick Majefty, his Privy Coun^ 
lellors. Sir Robert Henley, Keeper of the great Seal of 
Oreat-Britain ; John Earl of Granville, Prefident of the 
Council; Thonias Holies, Duke of Newcaftle, firft 
Commiflioner of the Treafury ; Robert Earl of Holder- 
nefle, one of the principal Secretaries of State; Philip, 
Earl of Hardwicke ; and William Pitt, another of the 
principal Secretaries of State : and* in the name, and on 
the part of his Pruffian M^efty, Dodo Henry, Baron 
Knaphauflen, his Privy Counfellor of Embafly, and his 
Minifter Plenipotentiary at the court of his Britannick Ma- 
jefty, and Louis Michell, his charge d'affaires at the faid 
court; who, after having communicated to each other 
their refpedtive full powers, have agreed upon the follow- 
ing articles. 

I. His Majefty the King of Great-Britain engages to 
caufe to be paid, in the city of London, into the hands of 
fuch perfon or perfons, as IhaU be authorized for that pur- 
pofe l3y his Majefty the King of Pruflia, the fum of four 
jnilUoHs of German crowns, amounting to fix hundred 
and fevcnty thpufand pounds fterling ; which fum ftiall be 
paid in whole, and at one fingle term, immediately after 
the exchange of th^ ratificatioivi, at the requifidon of his 
Prufljan Majefty, 

IL KIs Majefty the King of PruflSa engages, on the 
Other hand, to einploy the laid fum in maintaining and 
laugm^iiting his forges, which ftull aft in the mapner moft 
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advantageous to the common caufe, and the moft condu- 
cive to tnc end, propqfcd by their laid Majeftics, of reci- 
procal defence, and mutunl fccurity. 

III. The high contmfting parties, moreover, engage^ 
viz. on the one fide, his Britannick Majefty, as well King 
as Eledtor, and, on the other, his Pruffian Majefty, not 
to conclude any treaty of peace, truce, or neutrality, or 
other convention or agreement whatever, with the powers 
who have taken part in the prefent war, but in concert and 
by mutual agreement, and by pomprehcnding each other 
by name. 

IV. This convention fliall be ratified, and the ratifica- 
tions exchanged on both fides, in the fpace of fix weeks, 
reckoning from the date of figning the prefect convention, 
or fooncr if poffible. 

In witnefs whereof, we the undcr-figned Minifters of 
his Majefty the King of Great-Britain, and of his Majefty 
the King of Pruffia, in virtue of our full powers, have 
iigned the prefent convention, and thereto fet our feals.

TRANSLATION, 

IN confequence of the convention figned this day^ hh 
Britannick Majefty very freely declares, that he will 
injmediately apply to his faithful parliament, in order to 
be put in a condition to pay and to maintain, in Germany, 
an army of fifty thoufand men at the expence of the crown 
of Great-Britain ; and his Majefty, moreover, very wil- 
lingly declares, that, in quality of Eledor, he will like- 
wile augment the faid army with a body of five thoufand 
men j the whole of which Ihall adt with the utmoft vigour 
againft the common enemy, in concert with the King of 
Pruflia, in fuch places, as the reafon of war, and the 
good of the common caufe, (hall require. 

And that nothing, which can reafonably be defired of 
his Majefty, may be left unattempted for the good of the 
common caufe, in a manner confiftent with the fafet}' of 
his kingdoms, and the vigorous profecution of the necef^ 
lary operations in America, it is the intention of his Ma- 
jefty, that a confiderable part of his land forces, and a 
fquadron of (hips, deftined for the fervice of the channel, 
(hould be employed in fuch a manner, as may the moft ef* 
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fcdually annoy the enemy ; for which pufpofe his Ma-' 
jcfty has ordered a camp to be formed in the ifle of Wight. 
And as Mn Michell, the Pruflian Minifter, refident at his 
Majefty*s court, has reprefented, how advantageous it 
would be to the affairs of his Pruflian Majeftv, that a de- 
tachment of the Englifli troops fhould be lent to fecure 
the town of Embden, till fuch time as the King of 
Pruflia Ihall be able to take proper meafures for the 
proteftion of that place ; the King hefitates not to give 
his Pruflian Majefty this freftl proof of his fincere friend- 
Ihip, and for that purpofe hath ordered one of his batta- 
lions to march, without lofs of time, toEmbden; and be 
will caufe to be communicated to the Minifl:er of his Pruf- 
lian Majefty a copy of the inftrudtions drawn up few the 
comT^nder of that battalion. 

As foon as the convention ligned to-day fhall have been 
communicated to the parliament, (a ftep neceflary for 
making good the pecuniary fupply therein ftipulated) and 
as foon as, in confequence of that communication, the 
fum fliall have been voted ; it will then depend upon his 
Pruflian Majefty to make u(e of it at fuch times as he fliall 
judge proper. 

*Tis with the fincereft regret, that the King again finds 
himielf under an abfolute neceflity of fefufing to enter in- 
to any engagement with regard to fending a iquadron of 
fliips into the Baltic. In order, however, ftill further to 
convince his Pruflian Majefty, that the fole and only fourcc 
of the difiiculties which occur on this point, is the inutility 
and danger of fending thither a fmall fleet, and the impot- 
Ability of being able to fpgre one that could make itfelf 
fufiiciently refpefted in thole parts, and by no means a re- 
gard to any of the powers, who have taken part in the 
war ; and in order to demonftrate the more clearly to all 
Europe, that, from the moment of the ratification of the 
prefent treaty, their Britannick and Pruflian Majefties have 
the fame friends and the fame enemies ; the King is ready 
to make fuch a declaration, as, in the opinion of his Prul- 
iian Majefty, may ftrengthen the common caufe, and pro- 
mote their mutual interefts ; in cafe the King of Pruflia, 
in the prefent difpofition of the courts of Pcterfl^urg and 
Stockholm, recommends a language different from that, 

which 
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wliich his Pruflian Majefty hath hitherto advifcd an'^ con- 
certed with the King.

to underlland^ that his fole ambition was to reftrain his 
enemies, the Engliih, within due limits, and to maintain 
peace and juftice among the powers, who ought to regard 
the differences refpefting America with the moft impartial 
neutrality.

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Thecleftoral army of Hanover finifhed the campaigrt 
of I757f with the capitulation of Clofter-feven. The 
Court oif London thought proper to break that capitulation, 
a few months after it had been concluded by the confent 
of the King of England's fon ; the chief pretence alledgcd 
was, that the army which had capitulated belonged to the 
Eleftor, and that the fame army which, contrary to the 
right of nations and all military laws, re-entered into ac- 
tion, was from that time to be confidered as a Britilh 
army.

The Eledor of Hanover, the Duke of Brunfwick, the 
the Landgrave of Hefle, their forces and their countries, 
have been blended togedicr in the caufe of England ; fo 
that the hoftilities in Weftphalia and Lo^\'er Saxony have 
had and ftill have the fame objeft as the hoftilities in 
America, Afia, and Africa ; that is to fay, the difputes 
fubfiiling between the fwo crowns concerning the limits of 
Acadia and Canada. 

Hfa Majcfty conlequently from that time being obliged 
to ftiJ)port a war both by fea and land againft England nb 
profefled enemy, has afforded no farther fuccour of troops 
to his Allies to enable them to carry on their war in par- 
ticular, but Jias only undertaken to prefene the places on 
the Lowtr Rhine for the Emprefs Queen, which were 
acquired by conqueft from the King of Pruffia, in the 
name of her Imperial Majeft)% It would therefore betray 
Ignorance of the moft pofitive fads, to fuppofe that the 
war which is adtually carried on in Weftphalia, is for the 

* intereft of his Majefty's Allies ; that war is purely Englifti, 
which is carried on only becaule the army of England, in 

• that part, defends the pofleffions of the King of Great 
Britain and his Allies. 

We muft conclude from what has been faid with regard 
fo the ftate of the two belligerant Crowns, that the war of 
France with England is in fadt, and in its origin, very 
diftindt from that of the Emprefs againft the King of 
' PrufEa : neverthelefs there is a conncftion between the 
two wars, which confifts in the common engagement be- 
•tween the King and the Emprefs Queen, not to make a 

I feparate 
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feparate peace with the common enemy but by mutual 
conlent. This engagement, which is fo confonnable to 
the fentiments of friendfliip and confidence by which their 
Majefties are united, was neceffary for their reci{NX)cal fe-» 
curity. As it would be dangerous for the finrces of the 
King of Pruffia to join againft France, with thofe of Eng- 
land^ commanded by Prince Ferdinand, it would be 
equally prejudicial and contrary to the faith of his Majefly^a 
engagements with the Court of Vienna, that the Britilh 
army Ihould join the King of Pruffia againft the Emprefs 
Queen, and againft the Princes of the Empire who are in 
alliance with France. 

Although the year 1758, produced no political event,, 
which might give room to a negotiation for the re-efta- 
blifliment of peace, yet France, ever zealous to promote 
it with the fame fincerity,- made ufe of the mediation of 
Denmark to inform England of her perleverance in- the 
fame pacific dift)oiitioDs ; the anfwer from the Court of 
Lond(Mi was as naughty as it was negative^ and deftroyed 
all hopes of a negotiation. 

In 1759, the Courts of London and Berlin tranfmitted 
the following declaration from the Hague, to the Minifters 
of France, Vienna and Ruffia. 

Beclaraticn of their Pruffian and Britannic Majefties. 

THEIPv Britannic and Pruffian Majefties, touched 
with compaffion, when the)' refled; on the evils 
which have been occafioned, and muft ftill necefiary refult 
firom the war which has been kindled for fome years paft, 
would think themfelves wanting to the duties of humanity, 
and particularly regardlefs of the intereft they take in the 
prefervation and welfare of their refpeftive kingdoms and 
Jubjefts, if they ncglefted to ufe proper meafures towards 
checking the progrefs of this cruel j^eftilcnce, and to con- 
tribute towards the re-eftablifhment of public tranquilit}% 
It is with this view, and in order to afcertain the fincerity 
of their intentions in this refj>ed:, that their aforefaid Ma- 
jefties have refolved to '^ake the following declaration : 

That they are ready to fend Pleiiii)otentiafics to nuy 
place which ihall be judged moft convenient, in 
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treat, in conjunaion, concerning a general and firm peace^ 
with thofe \^hom the bclligerant powers ihall think proper 
to authorize on their fide, towards the accomplishment qf 
&> falutary an end. 

I certify, that the above declaration is the fame which 
Was difpatched to me by the Earl of Holdernefle an4 the 
Baron Kniphauzen, in the name, and on the p^rt of their 
Britannic and Pruflian Majefties. 

Given at the Caftle of Ryfwick, this 25th of November 
J 7 5 9. Signed L. D. de Brunfwick^ 

This declaration made no mention either of Sweden, or 
of the King of Poland, Elector of Saxony 3^ two powers 
who were principally interefted in tr.e war. France and 
her Allies were not aware of this proc^ding of the courts 
of London and Berlin. They were obliged to wait for an 
^nfwer from Peterlbourg, in order to tranfmit in common 
fL counter declaration, which the great diftance betweei> 
the countries obliged them to defer longer than France 
could have wiftied. At length it was tranfn^itted in the 
following terms, and the Courts of London and Berlin 
never jnade ^ny reply to it. 

Counter Declaration of bis Moji Chriftlan Majefty, 
• 

TI^^IR Britannic and Pruflian Majefties having 
thought proper to teftify, by a declaration which 
was delivered or^ their parts at the Hague, th^ 25th of 
November laft, to tjie Ambafladors and Minifters of the 
Courts pf V^rfailles, Vienna, and Peterfbourg, refjden? 
with their High Mightinefles the States General of the 
United Provinces, that, from a fincere defire of contri* 
buting to the fe-eftablilhrnent of publiq tranquillity, they 
were ready to fend Plenipotentiaries to any place which 
ihouki be judged nioft convenient, in order to treat cori- 
cerniqg that important objeO: with thofe whom the belli- 
geranf po\yer$ fhould thin^: proper to authorise on their 
jxirts, for the acconiplilhment of fo falutary an end. 

His Majefty the Moft Chriftiaa King, her Majefty thp 
Emprefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, and her Mar 
iefty the EmprcA of all t|xe Ruffias, being equally ani- 
mated 
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mated with a defire of contributing to the re-eftabl*fhmcnt 
of public tranquillity, on ^ juft and folid footing, do de* 
clare in return. 

That his Majefty the Catholic King having been pleafed 
to offer his mediation with refpeft to the )var, which ha$ 
fubfifted fome years between France and England ; and 
this war having no objedb in common with that which has 
like wife for fome years been carried on by the two. Em- 
preffes with th^ir Allie$, againft the Kir^ of PrufEa ; 

His Moft Chriilian iMajeij:y is ready to enter into a. 
treaty of peace \yith England, fo far as it regards himfelf^ . 
through the good oiffices of his Catholic Majefty, whofc 
mediation be accepts with pleaiure. 

With .refpe(9t to the war which cjireftly concerns his 
Pruffian Majefty, their Majefties the Mqft Chriftian Kiag,. 
the Emprefs Queen of Jiungary and Bohemia, and the 
Emprefs of all the JRuffias, are dilpofe^ to co-operate to- 
wards the appointment of the propoied congrefs ; but a$, 
by virtue of their treaties, they cannot enter into any en-"! 
gagements relative to peace, but in conjund:ion with their 
Allies, it will be neceflary, in order that they may explain 
themfelves precifely on this fubjeft, th^t. their BritannicL 
and Pruffian Majefties would firft be pleafed to fend thar 
invitation to the Congrefs^ to all the powers who are di-- 
re(3tly at war with the .King of Prym^ mrtieularly his 
Majefty of Sweden, - as well as his Poiim Xfajefty Eleftbr 
oif Saxony, who oujght tp be cxpreily Invited to the futuro 
Congrefs. " 

In this counter declar?itbn, France exprefly feparated 
her particular wax with England, whether in Atrica, Afia, 
America, or in Weftphalia, from the wai: which was car- 
ri^ on in Saxony and Silefia. The King of Spain had 
then offered his good offices to bring about a reconciliation 
between France and Engj^dt The ^pai^tion of the two 
wars, and the tender which his Catholic Majefty made of 
his good offices, induced the King to hope" that the Sepa- 
rate peace of France might be fuccefsfuUy negociated at 
the Court of London, In confequencc of this expedtation, 
he ordered the Count D Affry, his Majcfty's Ambaffador ' 
at the Hague, to enter into a conference with ^General * 
Vorke, the Envoy Extraordinary from the King of Great 

Britain* 
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Britain. Thofe two Minifters had fc\'cral conferences, 
which evidently proved tl.at the Court of London was ex- 
tremely avert to an accommodation, and that the decla- 
ration, which flie caufed to be tranfmittcd by Prince Lewis 
ofBrunH-vick (to put the moft favourable conftruftion on 
it) was no more than an externa! aft of complairance for 
her allies, and that fhc ablblutcly never intended It ihould 
take effed. 

His Majcfty was not difcouragcd by the inflexibilit)' he 
Hill exponeiiced on the part of his enemies, from endea- 
vouring to biing about a juft accommodation. His Ma- 
jcfty, in 1761, thought proper to declare his fenciments, 
and pacific inclinations to his allies. He found them in- 
clined to concur in any meafures which might facilitate 
and accelerate the re-eftabliihmenc of public peace, and in 
confequence of thcfe falutary difpofitions, all the confede- 
rate powers agreed to tranfmit the fo!io\s'ing declaration ttj 
London. 

The Declaration of his Meji Chriftian Majcfty. 

THE pacific difpofitions which the Kings of England 
and Pruffia exprefled the laft year, and which are 
conformable to the fentiments of all the belligerant powers, 
having met with fbme difficulties which have proved ob- 
Itacles tp their fuccefs, the Courts of France, Vienna, 
Peterlburg, Stockholm and Warfaw, have unanimoufly 
agreeil to invite thofe of London and Berlin, to the renewal' 
oi a negotiation fo expedient for the welfare of mankind, 
and which ought to intereft all the powers at war in tho 
caufe of hiunauity. 

With this view, and in order to proceed towards the 
re-cfiabliftiment of peace, they propofe the meeting of a 
Congrefs, at which they think it will be converuenc to 
admit, with the Plenipotentiaries of the principal belli- 
gerant powers, no otiier than thofe of their allies. If the 
Kings of England and Prufliii adopt this meafure, his 
Mou Chriftian Majc^y, the Emprefs Queen, tlie Emprefs 
of Ruffia, the King of Sweden, and the King of Poland 
Eledior of Saxony, propole the town of Augfourg, as the 
place pf Congrefs, which, the;" only point out as a town

Within the reach of all the pa,rties interefted,. which by its ^ 

fituatioti feems to fuit the convenience of all the States, 
and they will not oppofe the choice of any other town iu 
Germany, which tneir Britannic arid Pruffi^ Majeftie$^ 
may deem more convenient. 

His Moft Chriftian Majefty, the Emprefs Queen, the • 
Emprefs of Ruflia, and the Kings of Sweden and Poland, 
declare farther, that they have made choice of Plenipo* 
tentiaries, to whom they will commit their interells at the 
Congrefe^ in expedation that the King of England, the 
King of Pruffia, and their allies, will fpeedily make choice - 
of thdr rerpedlive Minifters, that the negotiation may not 
be retarded. 

The fincerity of this declaration, which the Courts of 
France^ Vienna, Peterlburg, Stockholm, and Warfaw 
have, out of regard to the general good, determined to 
make to the Courts of London and Berlin, gives them to • 
hope that their Britannic and Pruflian Majefties, will 
fignify, by a fpeedy anfwer, their fentiments on ^ fubjedt, 
fo eflential to the peace and welfare of Europe. .

This declaration, which concerned all the Allies in 
general, was not fufficient to put a ftop to the miferies of 
war, fp fpeedily as France could have wifhed. 

In faft, what delays and perplexing incidents were not 
to be expected from a Congrefs at which the interefts of 
America were to be treated of at the fame time wdth 
thofe of the two (Lmprefles, Sweden, Saxony, and the 
King of Pruflia ! 

To remove thefe obftacles, the King, with the confent 

of his allies, thought proper to prefs for a feparation of the 

two wars, which had been agreed upon fince the year 

1759. ^^ confequence of this intention, his Majefty 

cauied ^ feparate memorial to be addrcffed to the Court of: 

London f which was accompanied by a letter from the 

pi^ke de Choifeul, bis Minifter and Secretary of State for

SIR, 

THE King my Mafler, adingin conformity with the 
fentlments of his Allies, in order, if poffible^ to 
procure the re^ftablifhrncnt of a general peace, has autho* 
rized me to tranfmit to your Excellency the memorial hereto 
annexed, which folely concerns the interefts of France and 
England,- with refpedt to the particular war between the 
two Crowns. The King has reafon to hope, that the 
fincere manner in which he propofes to treat with his Bri- 
tannic Majefty, will baniih all miftruft in the courfe of the 
negotiation, if it takes place, and will induce his Britannic 
Majefty to make the King acquainted with his real fenti- 
ments, whether with r^ard to the continuance of war, or 
with refpeft to the conclufion of peace, as well as in rela-r 
tion to die principles on which they ought to proceed, iij 
order to procure this bleffing to the two nations, • 

I will add, that I am likewife authorized to aflure your = 
Excellency, that in relation to the war in which the King 
of Prulfia is concerned, the allies of the King my Mafler 
are determined to treat of their interefts in the future Con- 
grefs, with the fame franknefs and fincerity, of which \ 
can give your Excellency affurance on the part of France ; 
and that, fo as not to depart from what is due to their > 
dignity, their fituation, and to the demands of juftice, 
they will bring with them to the negotiation all the ac-^ 
quiefcence, which their humanity dictates for the general- 
good of Europe. 

The King my Matter, and his allies, do not doubt but 
that they fhall find the heart of his Britannic Majefty an4 
his allies, imprefled with the fame fentiments, I efteem it 
a happinefs that my office makes me the inftrument dF' 
conveying fuch favourable lentiments, which give me an 
opportunity of afluring your Excellence, with what dif^ 
tinguilhed confideration I have the honour to be, &?, 
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Memorial of the Chriftian King, 

H E moft Chriftian King wifties, that t;he leparate 
peace of France with England could be united with 

the 



tfie general peace of Europe, which his Majefty moft fin* 
percly defires to eftablilh ; but as the nature of the dbjedis, 
which have occafioned the war between Frattce and Eng* 
land, is totally foreign from the difputes in Germany, his 
moft Chriftian Majefty has thought it neceflary to agree 
with his Britannic Majefty on the prindf)al articles, which 
may form the bafis of their feparate n^otiations, in order 
to accelerate, as much as poffiblc, the general conclufion 
cf the peace. 

The beft method to accomplilh the end propofed, is ta 
remove thofe intricacies which might ptove obftacles to its 
luccefe. Jn the bufinefs of peace, the difputes of nations 
ponceming their reciprocal conquefts, the different opini- 
ons with refped: to the utility of particular conquefts, and 
the compenCitions for reftitutions, generally form mattelf 
of embarraffment at a negotiation of peace. As it is na- 
tural for each nation, with regard to thefe different points, 
j:o endeavour the acquifition pf all poffjble advantages, in- 
tereft and diftruft occafion oppoQtions and produce delays. 
To obviate thefe inconveniencies, and to teftify the fincerity 
pf his proceedings in the courfe of the negotiation of peace 
with England, the moft Chriftian King propofes to agree 
with his Britannic Majefty, that, with rcfpcd: to the par- 
ticiilar war of France and England, the two CrowQS fliall 
remain in poffeffion of what they have conquered from each 
other, and that the fitqation in whidi they Ihall ftand on 
the I ft of September, in the year 1761, in the Eaft In^ 
0ies, oii the i ft of July in the fame year, in the Weft 
Indies and in Africa, and on the ift of May following in 
Europe, fhall be the pofiiion which Ihall ferve as a bafis 
to the treaty which may be negotiated between the two 
powers. Which fliews th^t the moft Chriftian King, u\ 
order to fet an exanipte of hunianity, and to contribute to 
the re-eftablift\ment of the general tranquillity, will make 
a faaifice of thofe reftitutions which he has a right to 
plaim, at the fame time that he will maintain thofe acaui- 
fitions which he k^s gained from England during the 
cQurfe of the war. 

Neverthelefs as his Rrltannic Majefty may think that 
^he periods propofed of thp ift of September, July, and 
J^ay? are either too neay Of top diftant for the interefts of 

the

tbc Bhrifli Crown, or that his Britannic Maj^fty may judge 
it proper to make compenfation for the whole, or for part 
of the reciprocal conquefts of the tvt'o Crowns, the moft 
Chriftian King will readily enter into negotiation with his 
Britannic Majefty in relation to thefe two objeds, when he 
fliall know his fentiments concerning them, the principal 
view of his moft Chriftian Majefty, being to teftify not 
only to England, .but to the whole world, his fincere dif- 
pofition to remove all impediments w^hich might defer the 
ialutary obje<3: of peace. 

The moft Chriftian King expeds, that the difpofition 
of his Britannic Majefty will be correfpondent, and that 
he will, with equal fincerity, anfwer all the articles con- 
tained in this memorial, in which the two Powers are lb 
cfientially interefted, 

Thefe pieces were dated the 26th of March. England 
had then conquered from France Me Royal or Cape Ere- 
ton, all Canada, the Ifles of Guadalope and Marigalant, 
and that of Goree in Africa, with Senegal ; Europe at 
that tune was ignorant of the precife fituation of affairs 
between the two Crowns in Afia, and the expedition 
againft BcU-Ille had not then taken place. 

France, on the other hand, had conquered the Ifland of 
Minorca, had repaired fome parts of the port of Dunkirk^ 
and in Germany wxre in pofleflion of Hanau, the Lan-» 
graviace rf Hcfle, and the town of Gottingen in the Elec* 
torate of Hanover, It is neceflary to obferve, that Caflel 
was bfefiegcd on the 26th of March, and that it was to be 
feared that on the ift of May the King's forces would no 
longer be in pofleflion of Hefie, and of the town of Got*- 
tingen. 

Wefel and Gueldres could not be comprifed in the offer 
of Uii poffidefis which France propofed, becaufe thofe two 
towns, and the countries dependant on them, appertain to 
the Emprefs Queen : that the King has only the cuftody 
of them, and-oiat juftice is adminiftred there in the name 
of her Imperial Majefty. 

All Europe wa$ aftoniflied at- the facrifices which the 
King was difpofed to make to England ; His Majefty*s 
Miniftry were rjjprbached on? the part of thofc Courts who 

were 
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were moft affedionate to France, and no one doubted hut 
that England would prefer the quiet pofleflion of her coit- 
quefts, arid the repofe of her allies in Germany, to the 
continuation of the war. The memorial of France, by 
eftabiilhing a fixed bafis for the jaegociation, propofed to 
make neceffary compenfations for the advantage of the 
two crowns, and opened a way for the evacuation of Ger- 
tnany on the part of the French troops, in compenlatioa 
of the conquefts of England in Americsu 

The full extent of the propofition contained in the me-^ 
morial of the 26th of March, addrefled to Mr. Pitt,, wa5 
kno»vn in France ; but the King, like a true father of his 
people, thought of nothing but their relief; and in coir- 
lequence of this fentiment, determined to adhere to the 
offers which feemed to him the moft fure iand ready ex- 
pedients for infpiring his enemies with that fpirit of recon- 
ciliation, which direded all his Majefty's wiflies and 
meafures, 

Mr. Pitt anfwered the Duke of Choifeurs Letter, and 
at the fame time fent him a memorial, in anfwer to that of 
France of the 26th of March. 

Mr. Pitt's Letter to the Duke de Choifeul. 

SIR, London, 8 th April, 1761. 

THE King my Mafter has authorized me to tranfmit 
to your Excellency, with all the difpatch which was 
^found-. poflible, the memorial hereto annexed, in anfwer 
to that of the 26th of the laft month, made by the order 
•Bnd in the name of his moft Chriftian Majefty, folely con- 
cerning the intercfts of England and France, relative to 
the particular war between the two Crowns, which was 
accompanied by a letter from your Excellency of the fame 
date, tranfmitted to me by M. the Prince Galitzin, 

His Majefty has publilhed his real fentiments, with re- 
gard to the falutary bufinefs of peace, with the fincerity 
which his Chriftian Majefty defires, and of which he him- 
felffetthe example; the King my Matter, on his part, 
dcfires nothing more than, by the fincerity of his condu6:, 
to remove all diftruft in courie of the negociatign. 

I will 
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1 will likewife acquaint your Excellency, that the Kir^ 
Icamt with great fatisfedtibn, tliat /your Excellency wasf 
ftuthorized to give aflurance that, in relatioh to thfe war 
which concerns the King of Pruffia, the allies of. hiar fnoft 
Chriftian Majeity arc determined to treat with the feme 
opcnnefs and fincerity at the Coutt of France, and that 
they will bring with diem^ to the negotiation at the future 
Congreis, all the acquiefcence which their unanimity dic- 
tates for thcf general good of Europe^ 
- I muft add dial^ with regard to the war which concerns 
the King of Pruffia, as ^well as with refpeft to the other 
allies OT the Kmg my Maftef ^ his Majefty j always ^n- 
ftant in fulfilling me engagemehts of his crown with (he 
moft ferupulous exadbiete^ can never fail to fupport their 
refpeftive interefts^ whether in the courfe of the hegocia- 
tion, (which may God profper) or in the continuance of 
the warj (if contrary to all cxpeftation this misfortune 
ihould be unavoidable) with the cordiality and efficacy of 
a iincete and faithful ally. 

As to what reiiiains, it is fujierfluoiis fo mention to whai 
degree his Majefty wilhes for this fpeedy eftabliihment of 
the general peace in Germahy, after the diftiriguiflied 
proof his Majefty has given, in fo readily confenting to the' 
propofition of fo diftant a place as the town of Augfbourg 
for the meeting of the Congrefsi 

Such are the fincere and upright intentions of the King 
my Mafter for the re-eftablifliment of the public tranqui- 
lity. I think myfelf happy in having the charge of con- 
veying fuch fentiments, and of having an opportunity o^ 
aflTuring your Excellency of the diflinguiihed regard with 
which I have the honour to be, &c.

HI S Britannic Majefty, equally defirous with the Moft 
Chriftian King, that the feparate Peace of En^and 
lind France could be united with the general peace, for 
which the King of Great Britain is fo lincerely intercftedy 
that, in regard to this point, he e\*en means that thexon- 

tefU 
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tefts which might arife between the two Crowns concerti-* 
ing their particular differences, fliould not occafion the 
kaft delay to the fpeedy conclufion of fo falutary a work 
as the general peace of Germany ; and his Britannic Ma- 
Jefty is the moie confirmed m this fentiment, didtated by 
iiumanity towards fo many nations, that he feels in all its 
extent the ^ropofition which the Moft Chriftian King 
^ftablifhes as a fundamental principle ; that the nature of 
^he objefts which have occafioned the war between Eng- 
land and France, is totally fpreign from the difputes in 
CJermany. 

In confequence of this incohteftible principle, the King 
^f Great Britain entirely adopts the fentiment of his Moft 
Chriflian Majefty, that it is necefTary to agree between the 
Xwo Crowns on fome principal articles, which may form 
the balls of their particular negociations, in order the 
jffiore to accelerate the conclufion of a general peace. 

The King of Great Britain equally agrees in general to 
the propofition which the Moft Chriftian King has made 
with an opennefs, in which his Britannic Majefty will 
concur throughout the courfe of the negotiation ; that is 
-to fay, that, in relation to the particular war between 

- England and France, i . The two Crowns fliall remain in 
poflTefiion of what they have conquered, one from the 
other. 2. That the fituation in which they Ihall ftand at 
certain periods, fhall be the pofition to ferve as a bafis for 
the Treaty which may be negociated between the two 
Powers. 

With regard to the firft branch of the aforefaid propo* 
iition, his Britannic Majefl}' takes pleafure in doing jufticc 
to the magnanunity of His Moft Chriftian Majefty, who, 

- from motives of humanity, determines to (acrifice to the 
love of peace, the reftitution which he thinks he has a 

, right to claim, maintaining at the fame time what he has 
conquered from England during the courfe of the war. 

With refpeft to the fecond head of the aforefaid propo- 
fition, concerning the reciprocal Conquefts made by the 
two Crowns one upon another ; that is to fay. That the 
iituation in which they /hall ftand at the refpedtive periods 
afBgned for the different quarters of the globe, Ihall ferve 
as a bafis for the faid Treaty, the King of Great Britun 

again 
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Again acknowledges with fatisfadtion the candoiir whicK ii 
imanifefted on the part of his Mbft Chriffian Majefty iri 
this article, by obviating, as he has doncj the extreme 
difficulties, and by ' anticipating the indifpeflfable objec- 
tions, which could not biit arife on fuch a fubjedt ; it 
being in fadt fclf-evident, that expeditions at fea requiring 
preparations of long ft^nding, and depending on naviga- 
tions which ar6 uncertain, as well as on the concurrence 
of feafons, in places which are often too dillant for orders 
relative to their eiecution to be adapted to the common 
viciflitudes of negociations, which for the moft part arc; 
fubjed: to difappointmcnts and delays, and are always 
fluctuating and precarious i frorti whence it neceflarily re- 
fults, that the nature of fuch bpierations is by no meani 
fufceptible, without prejudice to the party who employ^ 
them, of any other epochas, than thofe which have re- 
ference to the day of figning the treaty of peace; 

Nevertherlefs as this confideration^ as well as that 
tvhidi refpcfts the compenfations (if fuch fhall be found 
propef to be made between the two Crowns) on accouift 
of their reciptocal conqucfts, comt)reherid the moft irr- 
tereliing and capital articles of the treaty^ and as it -is upon 
thefe two decifivc objeAs, that the Moft Chriftiari King 
voluntarily offers to enter into a negofciation ;- the King of 
Great Britain, defiring to concur effedtually with the ft- 
vourable difpofitions of the Moft Chriftian King, in drder 
to remove all impediments, \i^hich might defer the falu- 
tary objed: of peace, his Britannic Majefty declares that 
he is ready on his part to enter upon the propofed nego- 
tiation with fpeed and fincerity. And more authentically 
to demonftrate to what extent the fincerity of his conduft 
proceeds, his Britannic Majefty declares farther^ that he 
Ihould be glad to fee fome perfon at London fufficiently 
authorized, by a power from the Moft Chriftian King, to 
enter upon this fubjed: with the Britiih Miniftcrs, in re- 

fard to the feveral articles concaiped in the Letter of the 
). de Choifeul of the 26th of March 1761, to the Secre- 
tary of State of his Britannic Majelty, w^hich points are fa 
eflentially interefting to the two Powers.

*rhe letter of the Englifli Mmifter (hews, in appear- 
toce, an equal zeal with that of France, for the re-eft»* 
blifhinent of the IJnion between the two Crowns z it coii- 
tains, iDorpover, a declaration in favour of the King of 
iPruffia> which feems foreign to the purpofe, and appears 
. the more affedied, as the King never teftified the leaft 
defirc to fcparate the alliance which united England to his 
Pruffian Majefty. 

The Britifli Memorial, annexed to the letter of the 
Englilh Minifter, accepts the Siaiu ^o^ but fays nothing 
with regard to the epochas. In faft, it is concluding 
nothing with regard to that interefting and neceffary objeft 
attached to the propofition of Uti Pqffideiis^ to fay that 
the peace flxall be the epoch to fix the-poffcfiions of the 
two powers* 

In the conclufion, England propofed the feeding of a 
l^rench Minifter to London. This propofition gave a 
favourable omen of the difpofitions of the Britifti Court 
towards peace* The Kin^ ordered the D. de Choifeul to 
return an anfwer to Mr. Pitt, and to accompany It with a 
JMemorial which, at the fame time that it clearly exprefled 
^is Majefty ^s real fcntinients, contained an acceptance of 
the propofal for fending a Minifter to London, which re- 
tjuired the reprociality of dlipatching an Englifli Minifter

THE Moft Chrlftian King perceives with fatisfadtion, 
that his Britannicv Majeily agrees that ihe nature of 
the obiccts which hrve occafioned the war between France 
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ftftcJ lEftgiancj is totally folreign from the dif*puce5 whfck 
have gtven nfe to the war in Germany ; it is in confequence 
<rf this principle that his Moft Chriftian Majefty offered 
the King of England to treat concerning the preliminaries 
relative ro the particular interefts of the two Crowns ; but 
in making that ptopofitioh, the King of France, did nc^ 
tinderftand, as the beginning of the memorial of London 
of the 8th of April feems to intimate, that the peace erf* 
<jernfiany could take plaee, without tlie* differences be* 
tween France and England being adjulled. His Moft 
Chriftian Majelty has fufikient confidence in his Allied to 
be certain that they will neither conclude a peace nor a 
treaty, without his confent. He did not-underftdnd there* 
fore, that the peace of Germany could be concluded diA 
fcihdtly from that of France and England, and he only pro- 
pofed to the Kihg of Elngland, to fcparate the difculEon of 
the two wars^ in order to bring about a general peace for 
all parties^ 

His Moft Chriftiah Majefty renews the propofition which 
ht caufed to be made in the firft memorial, that the two 
powers fticuld remain in Slalu ^o with regard to their 
ijpfleffions and conqueftsi according to, the periods ftated 
in the faid memorial, but his Majefty obferves, that the 
bails of the propofition is neceflarily connefted with the 
epochas propofed ; for it is eafy to conceive that ftich 
e¥enrs may hapi^n on either fide, as may abfolutely pre* 
Vent an ^cquiefeence to the Uii Poffideiis^ if the epochas 
are diftant ; and his Moft Chriftian Majefty has the more 
reafon to recal the whole propofition, if ^he King of En- 
gland does not acquiefce to the epochas annexed to it, 
lince no one can doubt but that thofc periods were pro- 
pofed at a time when they were not advantageous to 
France* 

It is certain that the reciprocal cortquefts cannot be 
afcertained but on the day of filing the peace ; but it i$ 
po lefs certain, that it is impoflible to fix the bafis of a 
negotiation for peace, otherwife than according to the 
lituati/^n in which the belligerant parties ftood at fuch or 
iuch a period of the -war. This is the light in which tlii 
King of France underftood the propofition which he made 
to the King of jprigland ; and it is up&a this princ|ple, if 
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his Britannic* Majefty adopts it, diat his Mod CiiiiftMui 
Majefty will fend a Miniiler to London witk credentials, 
and charged with full power fufiicient to treat with the 
Minifiers of the. King of Great Britain, either with refpeft 
to the ground of the difpute, or in regard to the compen- 
/ations proper to be made to the two Crowns, as well as 
concerning the interells of their colonies and their com- 
iiierce. The difiX)fition <rf his Mod Chrlftian Majefty, to 
put an end to the miferies of war, which divides the two 
. nations under . their government, is equal to tliat of hk 
Britannic Majefty i but as the^-zeal on both fides fliould 
be alike, at the fame time that the Moft Chriftian King 
.fliall fend M. Bufly to London, he hopes that the King of 
Great Britain, will fend an Englifti Minifter to Fraqce, to 
treat concerning the- fame objeds with his Miniftry.

Sir, the principle of removing mifunderftandings is 
bufinefe, upon all occafions, cannot be too highly ap- 
proved ; therefore it cannot efcape the obfervation of your 
Excellenqs tliat at the beginning of an accommodation, 
unexpefted alterations naturally have the eflfed: of involv- 
ing the overtures in obfcurity and uncertainty, rather than 
fo introducing that perfpicuity and confidence, fo indifpen- 
fable in a negotiation between two fuch great, powers.

THE King of Grreat Britain, always influenced by the 
fame defire of putting an end to the miferies of the 
war, which is unhappily kindled between Great Britidn 
and France, has with pleafure concurred in every meafure 
which tends to remove the obftacles which impede fo falu- 
tary *a work. It is with this view, that his Britannic 
Majefty will readily fend Mr. Stanley to France, in the 
quality of his Minifter^j at the fame time that the Moft 
Chriftian King Iball fend Mr. Bufly to London, 

As to what remains, his Majefty does not find by the 
memorial of the 26th of laft month, made in the name of 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty, that the ground of the propo- 
fition therein contained, concerning the reciprocal con- 
qoefts, is neceflarily connected with the periods propofed ; 
quite on the contrary ; it is exprefly about thofe very 
periods that the Moft Chriftian King offers to enter into a 
negotiation. Thefe are the exprefs words : " Neverthe- 
lefs, as his Majefty may think that the propofed periods 
of September, July, and May, may be either too near or 
too diftant for the iriterefts of the Britifti Crown, or tliat 
his Britannic Majefty ftiould think proper that comp^nfe- 
tion fliQuld be made for the whole or part of the reciprocal 
conquefts of the two Crowns ; upon thefe two points, the 
Moft Chriftian King will readily enter into a negotiation 
with his Britannic Majefty^ when he ftiall be acquainted 
with his intentions."

of Europe, and laftly, for the difpatch of his couriers, 
and with rcfpeft to all the prerogatives and franchifes in 
general incident to his charafter j his Majefty relies, that 
M. Bufly will abfolutcly enjoy the fame rights, preroga- 
tives, franchifes, and liberties, at London; it being un^ 
/dcrftoqd, nevcrthelels, that when one or the other are

It is in confidence 
of this difpofition, that I am obliged to acquaint your Ex- 
cellency, that the King will difpatch Mr. Stanley from 
London, fo that he may reach Dover on the 23d of this 
month, unlefs we learn that a time fo near at hand ftiould 
be inconvenient to the court of France ; and the King my 
roafter relies, with full confidence, in M. Bufly's repair- 
ing to Calais on the aforefaid day, that the two Minifters 
roay crofs the fea without delay, as far as the circumftances 
of wind and navigation will permit them.

be treated of, cither at L-ondon or Veriailles. In the de^ 
claration made to them on the part of the King, they at 
once admired his Majefty's fteadinefs to his engagements, 
and that generofity, with which he determined to facrifice 
his pcrfonal interefts, in order to come to a fpeedy and 
firm reconciliation with England, ' 

M. Buffy fet out for London : his inftrudtions were ex- 
tremely fimple : the bafis of them regarded the propofition 
Uii Pcjftdeiis^ and he was enjoined, 

. I. To demand of the Britifti Minifter, whether the 
King of England accepted of the periods annexed to the 
propofition of Statu ^uo^ and if his Britannic Majefty did 
not accept of them, what new periods he propofed to 
France ? 

z. To declare to the court of London, That the war, 
which the King waged againft England, was entirely dif- 
tind: from that. of the Eaiprefs-Queen againft the King of 
Pruflia, and thiat confequently, except as to Wefel and 
Gueldres, which appertained to her Imperial Majefty, the 
King was at liberty to caufe his forces to evacuate Gottin-* 
gen,. Hefle, and the county of Hanau, but that his Ma- 
jefty made this evacuation to depend on two conditions ; 
firft, That the court of England ihould give proper fccu- 
rity , that the army commanded by Prince Ferdinand ftiould 
be dift^anded, and notferve againft the King's allies. Se- 
condly, That his Britannic Majefty would agree on fome 
reftitution which fliould be judged reafonable on the part . 
of England, as a compenlation for the French troops eva- 
cuating Gottlngen, the Landgraviate of Hcflc, and the 
county of Hanau. . 

Mr. Stanley arrived at Marly at thcfame time that Mr. 
Bufly arrived at London. The Englilh Minifter, at the " 
very firft conference, declared in the name of his court, 
that the King his Mafter would fupport his allies with effi- 
4;acy and goodfaith^ [Thcic were the terms he made ule 
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oh] The King's Minifter, who conferred with Mr.^Stan- 
- ley, anfwered him by a declaration equally precife, with 
re4>edt to his Majcfty's intention to fulfil his engagements 
with regard to the allies of France : but as the ppace ■ be- 
,tween the Emprei^ Queen and the King of Pruma was to 
'.be negotiated at the congrefs at Augfboui^, which was 
fixed for the pacification of Germany, the D. de Cboifeul 
,obfcrved that the differences between her Imperial Majefty 
and the King of Prufiia were by no means the fiibjeft on 
.which the French; and Englilh Minifters were reciprocally 
difpatched. 

The fubfequent conferences paffed in difcuffing the pe- 
riods fixed in the memorial of the 2 6th of March ; but the 
Englifh Minifter, both at London and Paris, eluded giv- 
ing any pofitive anfwer on that fubjeft. 

It is neceflary to obferve, that the Britifh court had^ re- 
solved on the enterprize againft Belleifle, fince the memo* 
rial of the nipnth of March, The expeftation of fuccefs 
from that expedition, no doubt, retarded, on their part, 
a categorical anfwer in relation to the epochs, 

Mr. Pitt^ being prefled on that fubjed: by M: Biifly, 
had Ihewn himfelt'.averfe from declaring any thing decifiyej 
on which his Majtlly wrote to his Minifter at London,- to 
elucidate and fix piecifely the bafis of the negotiation, rela-^ 
five to the U/i Pcjjidetis and the epochs, and by that means 
fo accelerate the negotiation of peace. The ifland of Belle^ 
ifle was taken : Mr, Pitt then gave M, Huffy theniemorial 
here annexed.

MR- Stanley having reprefented by his letter of the 
8th of June, that the D. de Choifeul, in the courfe 
of their conferences, had agreed, ^^ That the epochs muft 
^ill remain a matter of negotiation, but that his Excellent 
qy neyertheiefs was of opinion, that in the prefent ftate of 
that affair, according to the natural and ufual courfe of 
things, his moft Chriftian Majefty having already named 
the I ft of- September, July and May, his Britannic Ma- 
j<?ftv ftiould proceed, either by accepting of thofe days, or 

by 
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by naming bdiers more agreeable to his intcntibtts, wliich 
wert probably regulated by preparations and defigns, of' 
which the court of France was ignorant ; that this method 
appeared to him more likely to expedite the bufiftefs, than 
the making of reiterated propofitions on their part, which 
could only be grounded on mere conjefture/* It is upon 
this footing, that, in order to make a return t6 the above 
invitation on the part of France, as well as in confequencfc 
of his Majefty's having accepted the propofitioa of the 
faid court of the 26th of March laft, his Majefty offers to 
agree with the moft Chriftian King, that the iirft day of 
July, "Septembef- and November following, fhall refpec- 
lively be the. different periods or epckrhs, to fix the Uti 
J^ojfidetis which France has propofcd to make the bafis o( 
the treaty which may be negociated between the two 
powers* All other conquefts made beyond thdfe periods 
ihall be mutually reftored. But as his Majefty is of opi- 
nion, that epochs which have no reference to the adtual 
fignature of fomething obligatory between the two crdwns^ 
muft neceflarily be only a vain illufion, void of life or re- 
ality ; or that it might even happen, that in the end they 
may prove the fource of intricate difputes, and dangerous 
and captious altercations ; and the King having* no othe* 
view but to concur with the upright intentions of his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, in accelerating and confirming the blef* 
fing of peace to both nations, his Majefty only offers tp 
agree to the aforefaid epoch, on the two following cpndi- 
tions:

treat}', or of prelimbarj^ articles of peace, in eafe a ratifi- 
cation enfues, •: '. 

The King, defiring farther to facilitate die faliifeity work 
of peace, as far as reafon and juftice will permit, declares, 
moreover, that with regard to Belleifle, his Majefty otU 
agree, in the faid future treat}'', to enter into icbmpenfation 
for that important conqueft. 

With regard to farther compenfations for ' any part of 
the other conquefts made by the crown -of Great-Britain, 
his Majefty relcrves himfelf, till he Ihall learn what arc the 
mod Chriflian King's defires in that refpedt, which w|ieh 
he Ihall know, his Majefty will open himfelf ^^'ith perfect 
fincericy and good faith. 
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We fee by this memorial, the epochs whidi England 
required to determine the t7/i PoJJidetiSy were farther dii- 
tant by two months than thofe offered by France ; anfl it 
was evident, that as the enterpiize againft Bdkilk had de- 
termined England to defer her anfwer with regard to the 
epochs, fo the fuc'cefs of ^hat expedition had raade them 
refolve to fix the term of July for Europe, fpecified in the 
Engliih memorial, inftead of May, which was propdfed 
by the French memorial. 

England made the e^xxhs (he affigned depend on twd 
conditions. The firft of thole conditions departied bbth 
from the letter and the fpirit of the memorial of the 26th 
of March : for although France had propofed to tneat of a 
peace feparately with England ; neverthelefs his' Majefty -s 
intentioff Was not regulated by this principle of the negoti- 
ation, that peace could be concluded with England, with- 
out 'providing for tl.c peace of Germany. • In fed, the 
memorial of the 26th of March, from which the court of 
England dre^^ fiich advantageous argumehts, opened with 
this expreffion, ^^ The moft Chriftian King is defirous that 
tlife particular peace of France with England ihould be 
united .with the general peace of Europe/' 
' The fecorid condition, with refpcct to difcufting and 
fettling the articles, fo that they might be fighed and rati- 
fied by the iftof Auguft, was very difficult to be fulfilled 
in regard to a war, which extended over the four quarter* 

of 
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of the globe, this condicion propofed by England not being 
known to France till the end ot June. 

France returned no Ipecific anfwer to the memorial of 
the court of London ; but verbally acquiefced, as far as 
poffible, to the fecond condition : and with regard to the 
nrft, the King required the confent of the court of Vienna^ 
to conclude a feparate peace with England^ This confent 
was neceiTary, lince, from the beginning, as is before* 
mentioned, it was agreed between her Majefly and his 
allies, that they (hould treat of peace feparately ; but that 
all the belligerent parties (hould come to a conclulion to* 
gether. 

. Though the Emprefs Queen was perfeftly fenfible of 
the prejudice which the alliance might fuftain by a nego- 
tiation in Germany, at a time that France was at peace 
with England ; yet her Imperial M^jeily, to oblige the 
Kipg, agreed, on this occafion, to ikcrifice her own inte- 
reft to the defire which his Majefty exprefled for the efta- 
bliihment of peace. This princefs confented to the fepa- 
rate accommodation of France with England, upon this 
exprefs and equitable condition, that notliing fliould be 
therein ftipulated, which might be contrary to the interefi 
of the Houfe of Auftria, 

The conclufion of the Britifh memorial contained a pro- 
pofition for France to make fome overtures with regarxi to 
the compenfations. The King availed himfelf of this inti- 
mation, and ordered a memorial to be prepared, including 
fpecific propofitions, which put the negotiatioin in a proper 
train, aind fixed its bafis on exprefs and determinate points* 

France was perfeftly fenfible how difadvantageous it wasi 
to her, to make her enemies acquainted with the favoura- 
ble conditions which it was agreed to allow them, in order 
to fucceed in the re-eftablifliment of peace :. (he was con- 
fcious, that it was juft and reafonable for France, who 
made the firft propofition of Uti tofftdetisy to wait till 
England explained herfelf concerning the compen(atk)ns ; 
but (he flattered herfelf, that England was (incerely dcfi- 
rous of re-eftabli(hing the union between the two crowns ; 
and the advantages, which would redound to England 
from the offers of France^ w^re fo vifible and extenfiv( 
that there was no fufpicion that the court of London wouli 

increaf^ 
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. incrcafe the difficulties of a negotiation, which France was 
•zealous to temiinate without delay, and to t ||e iHtisfa^tioj^ 
of the tu'Oi powersl 

Before a memorial of propofitions was fent inform. to 
rthe xx)urt of London,' his Majefty's Minifter, entrufted t® 
xonfer with M. Stanley, gave him previous aflurances of 
the facrifices which his Majefty had refolved to make. H$ 
.authorized him. to \\Tite word, that France would guaranty 
the pofleSon of Canada to England, provided that Eng» 
land would reftore to the King the ifland of Cape Breton; 
and confirm the right of the French to fiih, and dry theTt 
iifli, in the gulf of St. Lawrence, upon the coaft, and in 
.the ifland of Newfoundland. As the ifland of Cape Bre^ 
ton, if fortified, might afford England' matter of jealoufyj 
the French Minlfler told Mr. Stanley, that the King en; 
gaged to deflroy all tl)e fortifications which might remain 
in that ifland, and not to ere<A any new ones upon any 
pretence whatever. The port of Louiflx)urg being to bs 
- -confidered only as a flielter for the filhermen in the gulf of 
St. Lawrence, and on the coaft of Newfoundland, France 
offered to reftore the ifland of Minorca to England, pro-^ 
vided they would give up the iflands of Gfuaqtaloupe and 
f Marigalante in return. 

With regard to the Eaft-Indles, they propofed that tho 
: treaty of the Sieurs Godeheu and Saunders, made in the 
; year 1755, fhould be confirmed. That treaty, although 
advantageous to the Engliih company, was judged to be 
moft effedlual for maintaining peace t^etween the two com- 
panies, and to recal them to views of comiperce much 
more analogous to their reciprocal interefts, than profpedts 
of conquefts, which had hitherto kept them at variance. 

With refpedt to Africa, France required that England 
jQiould reftore either Senegal or Goree, and pn thofe condi- 
tions the King declared that he would evacuate Gottingen,^ 
Hefle, . and the county of Hanau, would withdraw his 
forces upon the Rhine and the Maine, and would' leave no 
French troops in Germany, biit in proportion to what 
troops of the enemy remained ^fTembled in the Britifli ar- 
xny at Weftphalia. 

Mr. Stanley took notes of thef^ overtures, which ^yere 

iQade by die D. de dhoifeul, who told him moreover, that 
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the propofitions made to the Englifh Mtniller could o^ily 
rbc confidered as intimations of conditions wtucH .nu]^t 
.-poffibl)' be agreed to, and aspreliminaTy &cps to tHe pie- 
morial which France determined to trapfiiiit; ^, tl^ court of 
London in fonn, if the points difcvffled ii\ the coaftrencc 
cf the Duke dc Choifeul with Mr. Stanley Ihould bp 
thought proper to fervc-as a hafis foi: the negc^tion of 
peace. 

• The anfwer from England arrived the joth of Jun^ 
Mr- Stanley had a conference with the ©uke de Ch<)ifeul 
refpefting 'this anfwer; and in the courfe of th^t conference; ' 
•Jie ftarted three difii^ulties on the part of his cpurt. Hic 
firft concerned Cape Breton, England ab&lutely refiifcci 
to.. cede that ifland to Frahce^ even upon the conditionjj 
that no- military eftabliihmenj: whatever (hould be kept oa 
foot there, Mr. Stanley intimated, that his court Hid no 
intention ©f reftoring any ifland or port In the gulf of^ St," 
Lawrence, or within reach of diat gulf. He added, that 
J^ngland would rpake no difficulty of allowing the liberty 
of fifhlng and drying the fiih on the Ihores ^d coails (J 
Newfoundland ; but that this would be granted on cahdii 
tion thjtt Dunkirk was dcmoliflied, as it was ftipulated to

Till this fnoment no mention' had been mad? of Dun^ 
tirk^ either in what had pafled by word of'mbutK, or iQ 
V/riting^ with, relation to the peace between tjie two crowns. 

Jn fad, it was unjuft to infift on this article, iince the 
court of London, having had thi^ principle (^ftablifliedi

The liberty of fifhing, and t^e ihelter without for|ifica4 • 
tions, was the compenlation for the ceflion of ajl Canada, 
and of tlie guaranty which France offered to make to Eng- 
land of th^t confiderable part of North America.

Mr. Stanky, in oppofing the cdfion of lifle Royal to 
•France, abfolutely refufed the reftitution of Senegal and 
Goree, pretending that Senegal could no* be fecurely 
knatntained without Goree $ in the end, he infified on the 
demolition of Dunkirk as a condition abfolutely neceflary. 
The acticle relating to Germany was not n^otiated on hh 
part; and after feveral conferences it was agreed that 
jFiance fl?(OUld pr^re a memorial of fpecific propofitions, 
which lhould*be fent to Eiij^and^ The memorial was.

In a word, France Ihall make a general evacuation of all 
her conquefts^ on the fide of Helfe, Weftphalia, and its 
countries. 

8. The King of Great Britain on his part, agrees to 
furrender to hisMoft Chriftian Majefty, i. The impor- 
tant conqueft of Belle-Kle. 2. His Majefty likewife con- 
fents to furrender to the Moft Chriftian King the opulent 
ifland of Guadaloupe, with that of Marigalante. 

9. The Treaty concluded between Melfrs. Saunders and 
Godeheu, cannot be adm.tted as the bafis of the re-efla-* 
blifliment of the peace in Afia, bccaufc that provifional

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trraty has had no confequences, and becaufe tfaofe provt- 
fions are by no means applicable to the prefent (late of af- 
fairs in the Indies, by the final rcdudtion of the poflHEons 
and fcttlcments of the French company in the ElsUl Indies ; 
but as the perfc Jt and final fettlement with regard to thai 
country can only be made in conformity to certain rights 
abfolutc!) appertaining lo the Eriglifh company, and as 
the King cannot juftly difpole of uicir rights without their 
confcnt, it niuft ncccflarily be Ictt to tne Companies of 
the two nations to adjuft the terms of accommodation and 
reconciliation, according to thofc rules of reafon and juftice, 
which the ftatc and circumftances of their affairs may re-* 
quire, and mutually point out ; provided neverthelefs, that 
thofc conditions are nor repugnant to the defigns and eqtiit-' 
able intentions of their Sovereigns for the peace and re- 
conciliation of the two Crowns. •• :' 

I o. The demand of the reftitution of the captures at 
fca before the declaration of war cannot be admitted ; fuch' 
a claim not being founded on any particular convention^- 
and by no means refulting from the law of nations, aj 
there is po principle more cont'eflible than than this, viz; 
that the abfolute right of all hoftile operations does not re- 
fult frci;i a formal declaration of war, but from the hofti- 
iities which the aggreflbr has firft offered. * 

I !• As the indifpcnfable care which is due from his Afe-» 
jefty to his people, and the juft and invincible nlotives 
which concern the prclcrvation and fecurityof his king- 
doms, authorized b}' tiie mbft formal ftipulations* of folemn 
treaties (viz, thofe of Hadftadt, and the Barriere) ^d evetf 
by the exprefs arid irrevocable conditions of tl;ie ceflion of 
the Low Countries, Avill not allow France to retain poffeP 
fion of Oflend and NeXvport, the two places aforefaid Ihdl 
be evacuated, without delay, by the French garrifons -, it 
is for this reafon declared, that the reftitutions fpoken of 
in the preceding Articles of this Memorial, and particu- 
larly the convention which is to' be framed and regulated 
with fefpeft to the Indies, cannot talcc place till the afore* 
iaid evacuation of Oftend and Newport fliall be faithfully 
executed, • • ' ' • 

1 2. The ceifation of amis between the two crowns Ihall 
be fixed and take place on the day of the riatificatioa of the 

• ' •' • prelw 
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preliminaries, or of the definitive treaty, and all the Arti- 
cles relative to the ceflation of hoftilities, Ihall be fettled 
and take place, according to common Ufage in fuch cafes, 
and as the circumftances in different parts of the world 
fliall require. 

13. His Majefty having, from the firft overtures made 
on the part of France, declared, that in cafe the leparate 
peace between the two crowns Ihould be concluded, his 
Majefty would continue, as an auxiliary, faithfully to aflift 
the King- of Pruffia, wdth efficacy and good faith, in or- 
der to accomplifti the falutary purpofe of a general pacifi- 
cation in Germany ; it Ihall be free to Great Britain and 
France, to fupport, as Auxiliaries, their refpe<ftive Allies^ 
in their particular contefts for the recovery of Silefia, pur- 
fuant to the refpeOiive engagements which thofe Crowns 
have entered into. 

14. The prifoners taken on one fide and the other, both 
by fea and land, (hall be releafcd in the ufual manner, 
faving the terms which may exift by virtue of feme cartel 
ix * fome convention, which may have relation to this 
particular. 

Thefe Articles are not digefted into the form, nor in the 
detail of Articles of peace ; but it is hoped that, with re* 
gard to eflential points, this Memorial has that precifion 
and perfpecuity which leaves nothing doubtful, and which 
evidently demonftratt s the fincer'ity and perfeverance of his 
MajcUy's difpofition, w 1th rcfpcft to his intentions and re- 
folutions for the accompliftiment of fo great a bleffing as 
that of an entire peace between the two crowns. 

The firft article of this flietch entirely deprived the . 
French of the liberty of filhing for cod ; and the demoli- 
tfon of Dunkirk required in the 4th article, only reftored 
this liberty in part, with certain limitations, and under 
certain reftriftions, which were not explained. 

From the fecond article, one might infer that England 
pretended, not only to keep an exclufive pofiefiion of all 
Car^ada, but alfo to make herfelf miftrefs of all the Neutral 
Countries between Canada and Louifiana, to be nearer at 
band in order to invade the l^ft Colony when ihe fliall think 
proper,

The third Article confirmed the entire pojTcffipn of the 
African Coaft in favour of the Englilh, and deprived the 
French of all Settlement in that part for the Negro trade. 

The ninth entirely annihillated the French Eaft India 
Company. 

The feventh and thirteenth did not appear conclufive. 
In faft, by the firft, England propofed that France Ihould 
evacuate Germany, and in the lecond flie agreed, that the 
two Crowns Ihould fupport their Allies in that part of 
Europe, ': • 

. Thefe Anfwers, and all thofe which England h^ mad^ 
in the courfe of the negociation, evidently manifeft that 
the Court of London is averfe to all reconciliation. ' ' 

The Articles which declare the Advantages which Eng- 
land would fecure, are clear, decifive, and even diftato^ 
rial ; thofe which concern the intcrefls of France, are ob- 
fcure, fubjcft to various conftrudtions, and leave a traiii 
of difcufiions, which, by leaving the fource of the war flill 
fubfifting, would ftill have redounded to the prejudice of 
France, if flie had agreed to admit the claims of England. 

Theie refieftions did not elcape his Majefty's penetra- 
tion, Ncverthelefs his Majeity unwilling to take upon.him^ 
felf the rupture of a Negociation, which, on his part, 
propor:d tl:c welfare of mankind, he ordered a reply to be 
Inade to the Anfwer from England, Article by Article, in 
the fpllowing Memorial, in the form of an UUimaium. -

TH E King renews the Declaration which he made to 
his BiitannickMajelly,' to the Memorial of Propo-j 
fitions for Peace, which has. been tranfmitted to M. Stan- 
ley, and to which the Court of England has given no An- 
iwer, cither by word of mouth or in writing : his Majjgfty 
again declares," that if the Negotiation- entered into at Pa-» 
ris and at London, for the re-eftabliihment of Peace be- 
tween tlie two Crowns, has not the defired fuccefs, all the 
I .*>.. I..* ..... — •• -. "Articles 
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Articles agreed to that Negotiation by France, Cannot bcf 
reprefented, on any occafion, as fettled points, any more^ 
than the Memorial of the month of March laft, relative to 
the Uti Pqffidetis, 

. : I , The King confents to cede Canada to England in tha 
moft extenfive manner, as fpecified in the Memorial of 
Propofitions ; but his Majefty will not recede from the 
Conditions he has annexed to the fame Memorial relative 
to the Caitholic Religion, and to the power, facility, and 
liberty of emigration for the ancient fubjefts of the King.' 
With regard to the Fifhery in the Gulph of St. Laurence, 
the King means to maintain the immemorial right which 
his fubjddts have of fiihing in the faid Gulf, and of drying 
their fiih on the Banks of Newfoundland, as it was agreed 
by the Treaty of Utrecht; As this Privilege would be 
granted in vain, if the French veflels had not fome Ihelter 
appertaining to France in the Gulfy hisr Majefty propofed 
to the King of Great Britain, the reftitution of the Ifland 
6f Gape Briton ; he again propofes^, either that Ifland, o£ 
St. John,- or fuch other Port, without Fortification, in the 
Gulf^ or within reach of the Gulf, which may ferve the 
French as a ftidter, and fectire to France the liberty of 
iMhing^ from whence his Majefty has no intention to re^ 
iede. . 

., ,2; The King has in no part of his Memorial of Propo- 
feidns, affirmed that all which did not belong to Canada, 
Appertained to Louifiana ; it is even difficult to conceive 
fuch ari aflertion could be advanced. France, on the con- 
trary, demands that the intermediate Nations between Ca- 
nada and Louifiana, as alfo between Virginia and Loui- 
fiana, fhall be corifidered as neutral Nations, independant 
of the Sovereignty of the two Crowns, and ferve as a bar- 
tier between them; If the Englifh Minlfter would have 
Attefnded to the Inftrudtions of M. Bufly on this fubjedt, he 
would have feen that France agreed with England as to 
this propofition. 

3. No Anfwer has been given by England to the plain 
^rgurtientj That if Senegal cannot be enjoyed in fecurity 
without Goree, England will make no great facrifice, ia 
keeping Goree, and reftoring Senegal . to France. Upon 
tbis Article, Mr. Stanley has acquainted the D. de Ctioi- 
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fcul, that fomc expedients ma)' be agreed On between the 
two Crowns : In confequence of which, his Majefty, out 
of regard to the blefling of peace, has authorized M. Bufly 
to treat concerning thcfe expedients with the Britilh Mi- 
niftr}'. 

4. The Court of London, when they mean to fecure, 
in purfuance of his Majefty 's confent, the conquefts tliey 
pretend to maintain, readily rely on the Memorial of Uii 
Poffidetis ; but they take no notice of that Memorial when 
they advance claims at the expence of France, It cannot 
be denied but that the ftate of the Town of Dukirk is not 
included in the Uti PoJpJstis. 

According to the Treaty of Utrecht, the Demolition of 
Dunkirk was not aflented to, as a compenlation for the 
Jibert)' of drying Codfilh on the Banks of Newfoundland ; 
it is the Cefiion of Newfoundland, on the part of France, 
which is the ground of that Compenfation : but the King, 
4:0 tefttfy to all Europe, his fincerc defire of peace, and to 
remove all obftacles which the Enemies to Peace may 
throw in the way, authorizes his Minifter at London to 
negotiate concerning the flate of Dunkirk, 'fo foon as a 
convenient port Ihall be agreed upon in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, or within reach ot the Gulf, which Ihall be ceded 
to France, to fervc as a ilieltcr for her filhing veffels, 

5. France has refuted the title of England, to the An- 
tilles, which are pretended to be neutral : His Majefty 
neverthelcfs, from a principle of moderation, accepts of 
the partition of the laid Iflands ; but fuch partition cannot 
take place but in the form Ipecified in the firft Memorial 

• of the French propofitions. 

: 6* It feems as if England, by her propofitions, offered 

the Ifland of Belleifle as a compenfation for the Ifland of 

Minorca : As France does not allow the importance of the 

'-■ conqueft of Belleifle, the two Courts will retain their fe- 

•- vera! opinions ; England fliall maintain her conqueft, and 

France fliall keep Minorca. 

7. France is willing to evacuate, in confideration of the 

• reftitution to be made by England of the Ifland of Guada- 
. loupe and Marigalante, the countries belonging to the 

Landgrave df Hefle, totheDuke ofBrunfwic, and to the 

• Electorate of Hanover^ which are or Ihall be occupied by

tis Majefly's forces, and of which the conqueft is con- 
tiefted with the Britifh War, fince the iTipture of the ca- 
pitulation of Clofter Seven, and which may be feparated 
from the War of the Emprefs-Quecn with the King o£ 
Pruffia. 

But as to what concerns Wefel, Gueldres, and otlier 
countries in WeftphaHa, belonging to the King of Pruflia, 
which are aftually in pofleffion, of the Empi*efs-Queen, 
and where juftice is adminiftcred in the Name of her Im- 
perial Majefty, the King cannot ftipulate to furrender thd 
Conqucfts of his Allies ; and fuch an evacuation, neither 
in fa£t nor by right, can take place, without the confenG 
of the Emprefs-Queen, at the Congrefs of Augfburg ; 
that Congrefs being to aflemble, in order to terminate the 
jdifFefehces which have arifen in the Empire, and particu^ 
larly thofe which have occafioned the War between her 
Imperial Majefty and the King of Pruflia* 

8. The King accepts on thefe Conditions ; and in con- 
fideration of thie Cefiions made by France, in North Ame-» 
rica and Africa, as well as in regard to the fettlement of 
Dunkirk, the reftitution of the Illand of Guadaloupe and 
of Marigalarite. ... 

9. The French Eaft-Ihdia Coiiiplany have fulfilled the 
Conditions of the Treaty made between Meff Godeheu and 
iSaunders : That of England has hot obferved the fame 
pundiiality. However that may be, the King is willing 
to acquiefce iti the 9th Article of tiie UUimatum of Eng- 
iand> in relation to Afia, 

lOi The King perfills, with regard i6 the Captures 
made before the Wiar, in the contents of the 1 2th Article 
of the firft Prdpofitibns* M. Bufly is authorized to deliver 
a Memorial exprefsly on this fubje£t ; and eVery one is 
j)erfuaded in France j that this Objeft neither can nor 
ought to break off the Negotiation between the two 
Crowns* 

1 1 . The Emprefs-Queen enjoys full l^vereignty in the. 
towns of Oftend and Is'euport ; the King has only lent 
his forces to his Ally, to fecure thofe places. England has 
no right to impofe laws upon the King and the Empreft, 
Contrary to the will of the King and of her Imperial Ma- 
jefty, who dp not in the leaft violate the Treaties of the

Houfc of Auftria with the States General. As to what 
reiiiains, his Majcfty readily declares, that his intention 
never was to keep poffcllion of the faid places after the 
ellabliinment of peace. 

• 12. The 1 2th Article of the UUimatmn of England 
does not feem liable to any difficulties, while the terms of 
the intended Sufpenfion Ihall be obferved and maintained 
with fincerity. 

13. In Anf.ver to the Declaration made by Mr. Stanley, 
that in cafe of a feparate Peace between France and Eng- 
land, his Britannic Majefty would conflantly continue, in 
the capacity of an Auxiliary, to aid his Ally the King of 
Pruffia with all his power, and with the utmoft integrity, 
in order to accomplifh the happy iflue of the War, and 
the pacification of Germany, the D. de Choifeul, in the 
name of the King, his Mafter, has declared to Mr. Stan- 
ley, that his Majefty, with the fame view to the general 
pacification, will alfo fupport his faithful Allies with all his 
forces, and to the utmoft of his power, and will take every 
precaution* which his approved fincerity and integrity Ihall 
fuggeft to hirh, in order to prevent the feparate peace of 
France with England, from being prgudicial to them. 

• It is in confequence of thefc fentiments, that the King, 
with the confent of his Allies, is willing to fiipulate, that 

'he will grant no fuccour of any kind to his Allies for the 
.■continuance of their War againft the Kin^ of PruflSa : but 
*his Majefty neither can nor will enter into fuch an engage- 
ment, unlefs his Britannic Majefty will enter into the like 

* agreement with refped: to the King of Pruflia. 

The Propofition of leaving France at liberty to fend 
fdrces into Silefia, is unfavourable, from particular circum- 
' ftances, to the interefts of the Emprefs, and confequently 
inadmiffiable. 

The King, therefore, perfifts in the PropoCtions con- 
tained in the loth 'Article of his firft Memorial. All that 
can be negotiated with refpeft to thefe points, muft be the 
liberty of affording fuccours in tnoney to the refpeftive A1-' 
lies, fofoon as it ftiallbe pofitively afcertained that no pow- 
er Ihall be at liberty to furniih them any fupplies of men> 
or warlike ftores, under any denomination whatever. 

14. The 
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14. The King accepts the 14th article of tlie Uliimalmn^ 
of England. 

It is hoped that the Court of Great Britain, will allow 
the precifion of the anfwers to their Ultimutum, as well as 
the readinefs with which the King endeavours, even to his 
prejudice, to uie all means to brmg about a reconciliation 
with the King of Great Britain, 

M. Bufly, on prefenting his Ultimatum j accompaniecl 
it witK the following letter, in anfwer to that of Mr. Pitt^ 
pf the 24th of July. 

Mr. Bufly 's Letter to Mr. Pitt, 5th Auguft, 1761* 

'SIR, 

I Have acquainted my Court with the letter of the 24th 
of laft month, with which your Excellency honoured 
xne, on returning the memorial I laid before you, in rela- 
tion to the interefts of the Court of Spain with relpeS: to 
England, and the note which I thought it my duty to 
communicate, with regard to the intention of the King 
my Matter, concerning the neceffary fteps to put a flop to 
hoftilities in Germany. 

The King, Sir, orders me to acquaint your Excellenc}'', 
that as tQ what relates to the intereft of the Catholic King, 
his Majefty's precaution exprefled in the -memorial which 
I remitted to you, is in confequence of that fincerity which 
he profefles conftantly to adopt in the courfe of all his ne- 
gotiations. The memorial which j^our Excellency has 
returned me, neither contains any menaces, nor any offer 
jOf mediation. No other fentinicnt can be inferred from 
it, than that of the fincere defire which his Majcfty enter- 
tains, that the projedted peace between France and Eng 
land, may be firm and durable. Moreover, the Kinr^ 
refers himfelf to his' Catholic Majefty concerning the man- 
ner in which this memorial was received and remitted ; 
but his Majefty has charged rhe to declare to your Excel- 
lency, that, fo long as Spain -Ihall approve of it, his Ma- 
jefty will interfere with tlie interefts. of that Crown, with- 
out defifting on account of a repulfe from the power who 
oppoles his good offices. 

With 
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Vi'ith refpeft to the matter of the note, likewife returned 
by your Excellency, and which relates to the two rieceflary 
conditions of the propofed expedient for evacuating thd 
countries fubdued by his Majelty*s arms, his Majefly ex- 
pl-Ains himfelf fully on that article in the UUimatuiHy irt 
anfwer to that of the Cou.t of London* His Majefty hai 
ordered me to declare further to you in writing, that he 
will rather facrifice the power which God has given himi 
than conclude any thing with his enemies, which may be 
contrary to the engagements he has contracted, and that 
good faith in which he glories. If England will under- 
take to yield no fuccour to the King of PrufSa, th6 King 
will engage, on the other hand, to afford none t6 his 
allies in Germany. But his Majefly will not adopt the 
liberty of fuccouring his allies with a fupply of men, be- 
caufe he is fenfible of the difadvantage which tte prefenf 
fituation of the armies might occafioft to the Emprefs 
Queen. His Majefly may ftipulate not to aft for the 
benefit of his allies, but he neither caft or will ccnfent to 
any condition which may be detrimental to th(^m^ 

It remains for me to obferv'e to your Excelleilcy, fiow 
greatly my court v.^as aflonifhed, as well at the ftile of the 
letter you wrote to me, as at the UUimatum of England. 
This ftile, which is fb little conformable to the propoft- 
tions of France, betrays the averfion of the Court of Lon- 
don to peace. The King, who is very far from infifting 
on forms, when the happinefs of Europe is at ftake, has 
ufcd every endeavour, in the anfwer to the UUimatum^ 
which, without injury to the honour of his Crown, were 
judged moft efFeftual to recall the Britifh Court to fenti- 
ments of pacification : your Excellency will judge, from 
the Ultimatum of France, that I am Ordered to acquairit 
you with Vv^hat facility the King, forgetting th^ imperative 
ftile, fo unfit for negotiation, which England mikes ufe 
of in her anfwers, enters into the i'iews of the Britifh 
Court, and endeavours, by the facrifices he makes, to 
engage them to adopt the ftipulations of a reafonable 
peace. 

If your Excellency is defirous of having a conference 
with me on the fubjeft of the UUimatum^ I will attend 
your commands, and I Ihall be very earneft to teftify the 

difiK)fition 
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difpofition of my Court, to make a happy iflue of tlic 
negotiation on foot, as alfo the i^culiar regard with 
which, &c.

At length, as the Britifh Mlniftry had feemed to refent 
the memorial relative to Spain, his Catholic Majefty autho- 
rized his Ambaflador at London, the Count of Fuentes, 
to remit the following note to Mr. Pitt, which is the in- 
terpretation of the memoriaL 

Note of ibe Spanifh Ambajfador to Mr. Pitt. 

THE moft Chriftian King, who wilhes to make the 
peace, concerning which he propofed co treat with 
England, at once effediual and durable, entmfted his in- 
tentions with the King my Matter, exprefling the pleafure 
with which he embraced that opportunity of acknowledg- 
ing his fenfe of the reiterated offers which his Catholic 
Majefty had made both to him and England, in order to 
facilitate a juft and lafting reconciliation. 

It is from diefe principles of fincerity that the mofl: 
Chriftian King propofed to the King my Mafter the gua- 
ranty of the treaty of peace, as a meafure which might be 
equally convenient to France and England, and at the 
fame time affured him of his fincere intentions with refpeft 
to the facrifices he propofed to make, in order to reftorc 
tranquility to Europe, by an honourable and lafting peace. 
Such a proceeding of his moft Chriftian Majefty could 
not but be highly acceptable to the King my Mafter, who 
found it agreeable to his own fenriments, and to his defirc 
of fulfilling on his part, with the moft diftinguiflied con- 
formity, all the connections which unite them both by 
ties of blood and dieir mutual intereft ; and moreover, he 
perceived in th^ difpofition of the King of France, that 
magnanimity and humanity which are natural to him, by 
his endeavours, on his fide, to render the peace as per- 
manent as the viciflitudes of human affairs will admit of. 

It is with the fame candor and fincerity that the King 
my Mafter expreffed in confidence to the moft Chriftian 
King, that he wilhed his Britannic Majefty had not made 

adif- 
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a difficulty of fettling the guaranty, on account'of the griev- 
ances of Spain with England, as he has all the reafon to' 
.conclude that his Britannic Majefly has the fame good in- 
tentions to terminate them amicabl)^, according to reafon 
and juftice. 

The confidence which the King my Mafter repofed in 
France, gave that Court room to teftify to his Britannic 
. Majefly the fincerity of their intentions for the re-eftablifh- 
ment of peace, fince, by propofing the guaranty of Sjpain, 
they expreffed their fincere defire of feeing the interefts of 
Spain fettled at the fame time, which might one day re- 
kindle the flames of a new war, whidr at prcfent they 
wifh to extinguilh* 

If the intentions of the mofl Chrifl:ian King arid the 
King my Mafler did not feem fraught with fincerity, the 
King my Mafter flatters himfelf, that his Britannic Majefty 
will do him the juftice to confider his in that light/ fince,* 
if they were founded on any other principle, his Catholic 
. Majefty giving full fcope to his greatnefs, would have^ 
Ipoken from himfelf, and as became his dignity. 
' I muft not omit to inform you, that the King my 
Mafter will learn with furprize, that the memorial of 
France could raife a fentiment in the breaft of his Britannic 
Majefty, entirely oppofite to the intentions of the two' 
Sovereigns. 

But his Catholic Majefty \Vill always be pleafed, when- 
ever he fees that they make that progrefs which he has 
ever defired, in the negociation of peace, whether it be 
feparate between France and England, or general ; as his 
feicere wifnes are to make it perpetual, by obviating every 
fource which might hereafter unhappily renew the war. 

For this reafon, the King my Mafter flatters himfelf 
that his Britannic Majefty, animated with the fame fenti- 
ments of humanity towards the public tranquillity, will 
exprefs the fame intentions of terminating the difputes of 
England, with a power which has afforded fuch reiterated 
proofs of her friendfliip, at the fame time that it is pro- 
pofed to reftore peace to all Europe in general. 

•The King ordered M. BuflTy, by the inftrudiohs which 
^^ere fent to him with the VUimatumj to agree to the 

GcJ(fion 



ceflion of Canada, in the fiiU extent which Eagland dc- 
fired it, fo that the filliery on the coaft and in the Gulf pf 
St. Lawrence was maintained to France, and that England 
would appoint a port in that part, which might be fubjedt 
to the fovereignty of his Majefty, and ferve the Frencbi 
fifhermen for a Ibelter. 

M. Bufly had in charge to agree upon the limits of 
Canada and Louifiana, according to the Englifh map, , 
though very unfavourable to the rights and pofleflions of 
France. With regard to Africa, the King^s Minifter wa^ 
authorized to confent to the ceflion required by England, *■ 
fo that the exportation of negroes might be confirmed to 
France by fome expedients equally ea(y and fure •, and his 
Majefty made the facrifice of Dunkirk, in compenfation 
bf the fecurity of fiftiing in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, vsx 
favour of his fubjefts. 

As to what concerns Afia, the King authorized M. 
Buffy to agree that the French and Englifh India com- 
panies, fhould adjuft their rcfpe&ive interefts among them- 
telves, upon condition that they fufpend hoftilities during 
the negotiation, and that the advantages on either fide 
fhould be confidered as a compenfation with regard to the 
refpedtive interefts of the two Crowns. 

The King infifted, in the inftruftions he feijt to his 
Minifter at London, upon the article refpefting the fefti-r 
tution of the French vcflcls taken before the war by the 
Englifh marine. His Majefty 's love for his fubjed:s would 
not allow him to omit any thing to alleviate the diftrefles 
which feveral towns in his kingdom fuftained by means of 
thofe illegal captures. M. Bulfy had even orders to prefent 
the following memorial en that fubjedt. 

Memorial concerning the VeJfeU taken before the War. 

Concerning the reclaim of the Prizes made before the De-. 

claration of the War. 

THE reclaim of the captures made by the Englifh 
before the declaration of war, is founded on the 
treaties of Utrecht and Aix la Chapelle. 
' It is not neceflfary to conteft the principle that tlie right 
of exercifing hoftilities does not always refult from the for- 

xnality 
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mality of a declaration of war ; but as it is hnpradicablc 
for two Princes who make war on each other, to agree 
between them which is the aggreflbr with regard to the 
Other, equity and hunnanity have dictated theie precau- 
tions, that where an unforefcen rupture happens fuddcnly, 
?ik1 without any previous declaration, foreign veffels, 
which, navigating under the fecurity of peace and of 
treaties, happen- at the time of the rupture to be in either • 
of the refpeftive ports, Ihall have tinie and full liberty to 
withdraw themfclves. 

This wife provifion, fo agreeable to the rules 6f good 
feith, conftitutcs a part of the law of nations, and the 
article of the treaty which fanftifies thefe precautions ought' 
to be fairhftilly executed, notwithftanding the breach of 
the other articles of the treaty, which is the natural con- ' 
fequence of the war* 

The Courts of France and Great Britain ufed this falu- . 
tary "preca'drioa in tliC treaties of Utrecht ^nd Aix la Cha- 
ftWt; in the firft, by the nineteenth article of the treaty 
6f peace, and in the fecond of the treaty of Commerce : in 
the fecond, by the third article which renews and confirms 
Ae firft. 

Iff thefe treaties allow a prote<3:Ion to the refpedlve fub- 
jcSis who may have fhips in the ports of either of the 
powers, becaufe, having no opportunity of knowing that 
ac rupture has fallen out, they failed under the fecurity of 
peace and under the faith of treaties ; by a parity of rea- 
fon, all the other fubjedts who ^re not inhabitants of the 
lefpedive ports, who have (hips at fca, • fliouM enjoy the 
fime fecurity for their veffels, in whatever part of the fea 
they fbould be failing, othertviie ix would follow, that the' 
Sovereigns provide tor the prefervation of one part of their 
fiibjeAs from the miferles of a fudden rupture, to which 
they expofe the reft, which i§ abfolutely repugnant to the 
humany of Sovereigns, and contrary to right reafon. 

It is upon this principle that the King of France reftored 
to England the Englilh Veffels which were found in the * 
ports of France, at thcr time of the rupture, or taken at 
lea before the declaration of war. 

If his Majefty had not caufed thofe veflfcls'^to be reftored, 
tis Eiitannic M^ijefty might have alledged that he retained 

the 
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tjie French vefTels by way of reprifals ; but the punftvialitjr 
of France in conforming to the treaties of Utrecht an4 Abf 
Is. Chapelle, and to the principles refulting from theilce, 
give England no pretence for refufing to fulfil engajgc^ 
inents which are reciprocal. 

' The Court of France therefore does not doubt but that 
the Cpurt of England will agree to order the reliitution of 
the (hips taken by the Englilh from the JFrencbj, beforfi 

ihe declaration of the war. " . . ^ -.. . .

The King likewlCe ordered his Minifler to reprefcnt, 

with its full force, the utility which would redound to the 

two Crowns by the total defertion of the war in Germany. 

His Majeily moreover required M, Bufly, * after having 

ufed his utmoft endeavours to perfuade the Britilh Miniftry 

to acquiefce in propofitions fo advantageous to Englanc^ 

\p wait for freih inftruftions, if the Court of London 

mould refufe the conditions offered in the UUimatumoS: 

Ifrance, ' the King being refolved to carry his compliance 

Jis far as pofljble, in order to inijpire the King of England 

with' pacific difpofitions.

_ rial, which, by the order of his liioft Chriftian Ma- 
jcfty, you accompanied the Ultimatum of the Court of 
France: his Majefty perceives from thefe two pieces, with 
Aat regret with which the love of peace infpires him, that 
riie'happy moment to put an end to fo riiany miferies is 
not yet come. 

• As to what relates to the ftile of thtUltimatum of Eng- 
land in anfwjsr to the memorial of propofitions from 
France, as likewife of the letter which I addrcfled to you 
by his Majeily 's order, upon returning the nvo papers re- 
/' lative 
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intivc to Spain anJ the King of Pruflia, as totally inad- 
miffiblc, the King orders me to acquaint, you. Sir, that 
his Majcfty adheres both to the form, and fubftance of 
thofc two pieces, in which his dignity concurred with his 
jufticc and good faith, leaving all the world to judge which 
of the two Courts have Ihevvn an averfion to peace during 
the courfo of the negotiation ; whether it be that Court, 
which from a principle of candour, not by way of affuming 
^an imperative tone, has always endeavoured to give open 
anfvvcrs, in order to ftiorten delays, by obviating mifunder^ 
Handings, and to avoid the reproach of having adted de- 
Jufively even wiih an enemy ; w^bo, in the conditions of 
peace, fo far from making an ill ufe of her.profperity, has 
not even infilled on all thofe rights which the Utipojftdetis^ 
and the memorial of France of the 26th March, gave 
her, who, moreover, propofes> that after the conclufion 
of peace between the two Crowns they Ihall refpeftivdy be 
at liberty, v/i:h regard to the conteft concerning Silefia, to 
fulfil the engagements they have contradted with their allies; 
it belongs therefore. Sir, to Euroi^ to judge whether this^ 
is the Court which has Ihewn an averfion to peace, of 
whether it is not that, which after fo many variations and" 
delays on lier part, arbitrarily continues to infill on objeds 
in America, v/hich we have a right to by the Uti PoffidetiSj 
and which would make a diredt attempt on the e.flential 
'rights of our coiv iiic fts of Canada and its appurtenances, 
in the Gulf of Si. Lir^rence ; which, in Germany, not 
only refufrs to give up her conquefl:s^ gaine^d over his Ma- 
jefly's Allies, as a juit compenfation for the important re- 
ilitutions with which his Majclly is willing to accommo- 
date France, but even pretends to impofe an obligation 
on his Majefly not to iiilfi! the engagements of his Crowir 
towards the King of Pruflia ; which moreover, not fatisr 
fied With throwinp; fo uiany Infunerable. obftacles in the 
way to peace, has not fcruj>led to interpofe new perplexities 
in oppofition to ' this precious blcfling, for which the na- 
tions figh, by intermixing, too laic, matters fo foreign to 
the prefent Ncgptiaticn between the two Crowns, as are- 
the difcuflions between Great Britain and Spain. 

Such, Sir, being the condudt of the two Courts, the 
Kin^ perceives with regret that the peace fo much defired 
■ • ■ * ' •' ■■ is' 
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IS far aiftant, and that at this very moment the Court or 
iFrance is willing to intiiift it to the uncertain fate of far- 
ther events. 

If this Is the intention bf France, his Majefty relies on 
ttic fame Providence^ which has hitherto blefled his arms^ 
iand the fincerity of his intentions towards peace.; and 
hopes^ that the coUrfe of events^ accompliihing what his 
Majefty's moderation has in vain attempted, will recal the 
Court of France to a more favourable difpofition* 

Neverthelefs, Sirj although 1 am not at liberty to con- 
fer with you concerning the Ultimatum of your Court fe- 
parately, yet if you defire, Sir> that we fhould have a 
conference on the two Ultimatums of our Courts together, 
I will be at your command when you think proper, that I 
may have the honour to learn what you have to Cbmmu-* 
nicate to me with refpedt to the intentions of your Court.

The many deliberations of the iBritifh court, and the 
^elay, from the 8 th to the 30th of the fame month, of the 
anfwer to the Ultimatum of Francq, renewed the hopes of 
reconciliation between the two crowns. At length the an- 
fwer came, and Mr. Stanley remitted on the firft of Sep- 
tember to the Duke de Choifeul. 

^be Anfwer of England to the Ultimatum of France, 
received the \Ji of September, 1 7 6 1 . 

The Anfwer of the Britifh Court to the: Ultimatum of the 
Court of France, remitted the 1 7 th of Auguft, by M. 
Bufly, Minifter Plenipotentiary of the Moft Chriftian 
King, to the Secretary of State of his Bri^annic Majefty 
of the Southern department. 

THE Moft Chriftian King having repeatedly declared, 
in the Ultimatum of the court of France, remitted 
to Mr. Pitt by M. Bufly, as well as in the Mernorial of 
the j)ropofitions of peace, which was remitted by the Duke 
tie Choifeul to Mr. Stanley, that, if the negotiation enter- 
ed upon between the two crowns has not the defired efFed, 
all the articles conceded in that negotiation by France, 
cannot be considered in any cafe as points agreed lijwn, 
zny more than the Memorial of the month of March laft, 
in relation to the Uti pojjidetis ; the King declares, in re- 
turn, that if the conceflions his Majefty has made to bring 
about peace, Ihould not be accepted by his moft Chriftian 
Majefty, the inrtportant rcftitutions offered to France, as 
well as the other circumftances herein after expreffed, can- 
not for the future be confidered as given up* 

L The King v/ill not defert his claim to the entire and j 
total ceffion of all Canada and its dependencies, without any 
new limits or exceptions whatever ; and likewife infifts on 
the compleat ceffion of the ifland of Cape Breton, and of 
the other iilands in the gulf ^nd river of St. Laurence. 

Canadai 
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, Canada, according to the lines of its limits, traced by 
the Marquis de Vadreuil himfelf, when that Governor 
furrendered the faid province by capitulation to the Britilh 
General Sir J. Amherft, comprehends on one fide the lakes 
Huron^ Michigan and Superitur ; and the faid line drawn 
to the Red Lakfe, takes in, by a ferpentine progrefs, the 
liver Ouabachi, as far as its jundiion with the Ohio, and 
from thence extends itfelf along the latter river as far in- 
clufively as its influx into the Mifliflippi; 

It is in conformity to this ftate of the limits made by the 
French Governor, that the King claims the ceffion of Ca- 
hada, a province which the court of France moreover has 
offered anew by their Ultimatum to cede to his Britannic 
Majefty, in the mojt extenjive manner y as exprefled in the 
Memorial of Propofitions of Peace, of the 13 th of July. 

As to what concerns the public profeffion and exerclfe of 
tiie Roman Catholic religion in Canada^ the new fubjefts of 
his Britannic Majefty Ihall be maintained in that privilege 
without interruption or moleftation ; and the French inha- 
bitants, or others^ who may have been fubjefts of the 
moft Chriftian King in Canada, fliall have full liberty and 
power to fell their effefts, provided they difpofe of them 
to the fubjefts of his Britannic Majefty, and to tranfport 
their property^ as well as their perfons, without being re- 
ilrained from their emigration under any pretence what- 
fevet, (unlefs in cafe of debt, or for the breach of criminal 
laws) it being always underftood, that the time granted 
for the faid emigration ftiall be limited to the fpace of one 
year, to be computed from the day of the ratification of the 
definitive treaty^ 

^.^ IL As to what refpedts the line to be drawn from Rio- 

Perdidd, as contained in the note remitted by M. BuflPyr 

. of the 1 8 th of this month, with regard to the limits of Lou- 

ifianaj his Majefty is obliged to rejedt fo unexpedied a 

propofition^ as by no means admiffible in two refpedts. 

I. Becaufe the faid line^ under colour of fixing the li- 

.. jnitsofLouifiana, annexes vaft countries to that province, 

: which j with the commanding pofts and forts^ the Marquis 

- de Vandreuil has, by the moft folemn capitulation, incon- 

teftibly yielded into the pk)fleflrion of his Britannic Majefty, 

under the defcription of Canada ; and that confequently^ 
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Kowever contentious \hc pretenfions of the two crownS 
may have been before the war, and particularly with refped 
to the courfe of the Ohio, and the territories in that part 
fincc the furrender of Canada, and the line of its limits 
has been traced as aforefaid by the Marquis de Vandreuil, 
all thofe oppofite titles are united, and become valid with- 
out contradiftion, to confirm to Great-Britain, with all the 
reft of Canada, the polieflion of thofe countries on that 
part of the Ohio which have been heretofore contefted. 

2. The line propofed to fix the bounds of Louifiana 
cannot be admitted, becaufe it would comprize in another 
part, on the fide of the Carolinas, very extenfive Countries 
and numerous nations, who have always be^ reputed to 
be under the proteftion of the King, a tight which his 
Majefty has no intention of renouncing ; and theti the 
Xing, for the advantage of peace, might confent to leave 
* the interniediate countries under the protedlion of Great- 
Britain, and particularly the Cherokees, the Creeks, the 
Chicafaws, the Chaftaws, and another nation, fituate be- 
•tvveen the Britifti fettlements and the Mifliflippi. 

III. The King refers to the third article of the Uhimn- 
turn of England concerning the ceflion of Senegal and its 
dependencies, as well as the ifland of Goree, in the moft 
ample manner, as exprcffed in the faid article ; and his 
Majcily renews the declaration which has been made by 
Mr. Stanley, that if the court of France would fuggeft any 
reafonablc expedient to provide themfelves with negroes, 
which may not be too detrimental to the interefts of the 
Britifh fubjedts in Africa, he will willingly enter upon a 
difcuffion of this fubjed:. 

IV. The important privilege granted by the 13th arti- 
cle of the treaty of Utrecht, under certain limitations aed 
teftrlftions, to the fubjefts of France, for filhing and dry- 
ing their cod filh on a certain part of the banks of New- 
foundland, has not been refuled by Great-Britain, but 
connefted with a reciprocal fatisfacftion on the part of 
France, with regard to the indifpenfable objed: of Dun- 
"kirk, which the King has required, and ftill requires : it 
is therefore on condition, that the town and port of Dun- 
kirk ftiall be put in the condition it ought to have been in 
i)y the laft treaty of Aix la Chapelle, that his MajeKly con- 
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fcnts to renew to France the privilege of fifhing and of dry*- 
ing their fifti by virtue of the treaty of Utrecht, upon the 
aforefaid diftrid: of Newfoundland. 

As to the demand which his moft Chriftian Majefty has 
further made, that his fubjefts may fifli in the gulf of St. 
Laurence, as alfo to have a port there without for hjicationsy 
and fubjedt to the infpedtion of England, as propofed on 
the part of the D. de Choifeul in his conferences with Mr. 
Stanley on that head, which port fhould merely ferve as a 
Ihelter to the filhing boats of the French nation which fnall 
land there : the King, to manifeft to his moft Chriftian 
M^'efly and to the whole world, the fincerity of his inten- 
tions with regard to peace, will confent, 

I- To grant the French fubjedts the privilege of fiftiing 
in the gulf of St. Laurence, upon this exprefs condition, 
that is to fay ; That the faid French fubjefts Ihall abftaia 
from that particular fifhery on all the coafts appertaining 
to Great-Britain, whether on the Cqntinent or on the iflands 
fituated in the faid gulf of St. Laurence, which fifhery the 
proprietors only of the faid coafts have conftantly enjoyed 
and always exercifed ; faving always the privilege granted 
by the 13 th article of the treaty of Utrecht, to the fubjed:^ 
of France, to filh and dry their cod filh on a part fpecified 
on the banks of Newfoundland, which privilege is propofed 
to be renewed to France as aforefaid* 

2. The King will confent to cede to his Majefty the ifle 
of St. Pierre with its port, which ifle, with relpedt to that 
part of Newfoundland fituate between the bay of Placentia 
and the bay of La Fortune, ftands eaft fouth eaft, and its 
port opens towards the north eaft, the interior part of 
which port is called Bourgway ; the ifland of St. Pierre, 
which the King is willing to cede, is divided by a little 
ftreight from another ifland, known by the name of Ma- 
quelon or of ^Jichelon, which lies to the north of the faid 
ille of St. Pierre. 

To the ceflion of the faid ifle, as above-mentioned, his 
Majefty annexes four indifpenfible jconditions. 

1 . That France, on no pretence, not under any deno- 
fnin^tion whatever, fhall eredt any fortifications, either in 
(Ije faid ifle^, or in its port, and that flie flaall not keep aqy 
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troops there, nor maintain any military eftablifliment 
whatever. 

2. That the faid ifle and the faid port fhall only ferve as 
a flicker for the filhing veflels of the French nation, and 
that France fliall not fuiTcr the veflels of any other nation 
wV^cvcr to partake of the convenience of this flicker for 
thefiftiing boats. 

3. That the pofleflion of the ifle of St. Pierre, as afore- 
faid, fliall not be conftrued in any cafe to confer, tranf- 
mit, or participate in any manner whatever the leafl right 
or power of fifiiing or of drying cod fifli in any part of the 
coaft of Newfoundland, beyond the difl:rift exprefly fl;ipu- 
lated and fixed for that purpofe, by the 13 th article of the 
treaty of Utrechu that is to fay, a Loco Cape Bonavijta 
nuncupate^ ufque ad extremiiatem ejufdem Infuld: feptentrio- 
nalem^ indeque ad L^tus occidentale recurnndo ufque ad 
Lacum Pointriche appellatum. 

4. That in virtue of the cefllon of the faid ifland a^ 
aforefaid, an Englifli commlflary fliall be allowed to refide 
there, and the commander of the Britifli fquadron at New- 
foundland fliall be at liberty" from time to time to infped 
the faid ifle and the faid port, to fee that th^ ftipulation^ 
above exprefled are punftually obferved. 

V. The propofition of an alternative fuggefted by the 
court of France, in relation to the ifles of Tobago, St. 
Lucia, Dominica, and St. Vincent, commonly called 
Neutral Iflands, is by no means adniifliblc. The King^j 
however, from a principle of moderation, continues his 
inclination to agree to an equal partition of the faid four 
iflands, to be afcertained in the future treaty between. the 
two crowns. 

VI. The King confehts to reftore to his moft Chriftian 
Majefty, 

1. The important conquefl: of Belleifle, with the artil- 
lery, &c. which was therein at the time of taking the faicl 
^fland. 

2. His Majefty likewife agrees to refl:ore to the moft 
Chriftian King the fertile and wealthy ifland of Guadaloupe, 
with that of Marigalante, with the artillery, &c. which' 
was therein at the time of taking the faid iflands. 

VII. The 
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VIL The ifland of Minorca Ihall be.reflored to his Bn- 
tannick Majefty, as likewife Fort St- Philip, m the con- 
dition it flood, and with the artillery therein, &c, at the 
time of taking the faid ifland and fort. 

VIII. As to what regards the reflitution and evacuation 
of the conquefls made by France over the King's allies ia 
Germany, and particularly of Wefel and the other territo- 
ries of the King of Pruflia, his Majefly perfifts in his de- 
mand relative to that fubjeft in the 7th article of the U/lU 
matum of England ; it being always underflood, that all 
the places belonging to his Majefly's allies in Germany 
fliall be rcflored, with the artillery, &c. found in them at 
the time of taking the faid places. 

IX. With regard to the fuccour to be afforded ta the^ 
King of Pruflia on the part of the Britifh crown, as an 
auxiliary, after the conclufion of the feparate peace be- 
tween Great-Britain and France, his Majefly remains in 
the fame inflexible refolution, which he declared at the firfl 
overture of the prefent negotiation, that he will never defifl 
from giving conftant fuccour to the King of PrufEa, as an 
auxiliary, with efficacy and good faithy in order to attain 
the falutary end of a general pacification ifl Germany, 
With this viev/, his Majefly, far from propofing to leave 
France at liberty to fend armies into Silefia, without being 
limited to the number Jiipulated in her aSlual engagements 
with the court of Vienna^ (a circumflance not to be found 
in any part of the Ultimatum of England) has uniformly 
fleclared, as the 13 th article of the faid UUtmatum pro^ 
fefies, that Great-Britain and France fhall be at liberty to 
fupport their refpeftive allies as auxiliaries, in their par-^ 
ticular contefl for the recovery of Silefia, according to the 
engagements entered into by each crown. * 

The King declares at the fame time, that his Majefly 
has neither. the intention nor the authority to take upon 
him to inhibit and forbid any foreign troops from entering 
into the fervice aqd pay of the King of PrufHa, however 
his Majefly might be inclined to confent not to furnifh, 
but by means of fubfidy, thofe fupplies which Great-Bri- 
tain fhall judge convenient to grant his Pruffian Majefly^ 
in purfuance of her engagements^ 
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X. With regard to the captures made after the com-, 
mcncement of hoftilities, and before the declaration of 
war, ihe King continues of opinion, that luch a demandi 
on the j)art ot France is neither juft nor maintainable, ac- 
cording to ilic mole incor.teftible principles of the rightsi 
of war an' ot nations. 

XI. Conccrnir.g the evacuations of Oftend and Nieu-. 
port, the King caiinot but refer to the moft exprefs and 
irrevocable flipularion of the moft Iblemn treaties, and exr 
prcffcd in the i ith article of the Ultimatum of Great-Bri-. 
tain, as alfo to his declaration relative to that fubjed: : and 
his Majefty relics on the fincerity of the declaration on the 
part of France ; that is to fay, that " the intention of his 
moft Chriftian Majefty never was to keep pofleflion of th^ 
^forefaid places after the return of peace." 

XII. In regard to the ceflation of hoftilities, the King 
perfifts, in every r^fpedt, in the fame intentionSjj declared 
in the 1 2th article of the Britifti Ultimatum. 

XIII. As to what concerns the French Eaft-India Com-, 
pany, he can only refer to the 9th article of the Ultimatum 
of England, with regard to which no difagreement feems 
tofubfift, 

XIV. As to the prifoncrs of war, the two courts feen^ 
to agree perfeftly on that head. 

The court of France cannot but perceive from this an-. 
fwer, the fincerity of his Majefty's intentions, as well as 
the moderation which diredts his Majefty towards the 
means of reconciliation with the moft Chriftian King.

The D. d^ Choifeul had feveral conferences with the 
Englifti Minifter on the fubjedt of this anfwer ; but M, 
Stanley, in thofe confe^'e^ces, as well as through the whol^ 
courfe of the negotiation, did not appear to be authorized 
by his court to come to any agreement with refped to the 
difficulties which occurred, nor even to elucidate thofe ob-r 
fcurities which occurred in the Engliih anfwers, and par-r 
ficularly in the 9th article of the laft anfwer from the court 
pf London. As this Minifter was confined to the letter of 
the ^nfwer given by his court, this circumftance abfolutely

put a flop to all eclairciflement on thefe points, and took 
away every expedient for removing the obftacles of the ne- 
gotiation. It was judged proper in France, in order to 
obviate thefe difficulties, to fend a new Mcn.'orial to Eng- 
land, as a final anfwer to the court of London. This 
^em(Jrial was fent to M. Bulfy the 9th of September, 

The laft Memorial of France to England, the gth of 

September, 1761. 

*3rhe Memorial of France to the Anfwer of England, trant 
mitted to the Duke de Choifeul the i ft of September, 
by M. Stanley the Minifter of his Britannic Majefty. 

THE King accepts the declaration of the King of Eng- 
land contained in the preamble of the Anfwer, and 
renews that which he before made to his Majefty on this 
head, in fuch manner th^t it is concluded bet^\'een the two 
courts finally and without ambiguit}^, that if peace is not 
the refult of the prefent negotiation, all that has been laid, 
written and negotiated between the two crowns, fince the 
Memorial of the 26th of March inclufive, to the moment 
of the rupture, ihall be void and of no efFed:, and Ihall 
not be brought as an argument in favour of either of th? 
parties, in any future negotiation of peace. 

Article I. The King has declared in his firft Memorial, . 
and in his Ultimatum, That he will cede and guaranty to 
England the pofleffion of Canada, in the moft ample man- 
ner ; his Majefty perfifts in that offer, and without difcuf- 
•fing the line of its limits marked in a map prefented by 
Mr. Stanley ; as that line, on which England refts its de- 
mand, is without doubt the moft extenfive bound which 
can be given to the cefEon, the King is willing to grant it. 

His Majefty had annexed four conditions to his gua- 
ranty : it feems that England agrees tq them : the King 
only conceives, that the term of one year for the fale of 
the French effcdis, and for the emigration, is top Ihort, 
and his Majefty defires, that it may be agreed to extend 
the term of one year to eighteen rnonths at leaft. 

As the court of England has added, to the firft article of 
their Anfwer to the entire and total cefllion of Canada, as 



agreed between the two courts, the word Dependencies y it 
is neceflary to give a fpecific explanation of this word, 
that the ceffion might not in the end occafion difficulties 
between the two courts with regard to the meaning of the 
word Dependencies, 

II. The firft paragraph, w^ith refped; to the limits of 
I^uifiana, contained in the fecond article of the Anfwer 
from England, is agreed to by France. The fecond pa* 
ragraph is neither juft nor explicit, and it is finally pro- 
pofed to cxprefs it in the following terms. 

*^ The intermediate Savage nations between the Lakes 
and the Miffiflippi, and within the line traced out, fliall 
be neuter and independent under the proteftion of the King, 
and thofe without the line on the fide of the Englifli fliall 
be likewife neuter and independent under the protection (rf 
the King of England. The Englifli traders alfo fliall be 
prohibited from going among the Savage nations beyond 
the line on either fide ; but the faid nations fliall not be re- 
ftrained in their freedom of commerce with the French and 
Englifli, as they have exercifed it heretofore.'^ 

III. Although France is fenfible how oppofite it is to 
principles of conciliation, that the party which cedes fliould 
propofe to the party who has conquered and would main- 
tain the cefllon of pofleflions which arc not perfectly 
known ; though there is no doubt, but that the manner 
which England requires is liable to innumerable difficulties, 
neverthelcfs the King, to teftify his acquicfcence in every 
expedient which may conciliate the two crowns, is willing 
to declare to England, that he will guaranty the poflTcflion 
of Senegal and Goree to that crown, provided England, 
on her part, will guaranty the poflTeflion of the fettlements 
of Anamaboo and Akra, on the coaft of Africa. 

The fourth article of the anfwer includes variety of ol>- 
jedts, each of which requires a particular explanation. 

England always endeavours to conned: the liberty of 
fifliing and of drying the fifli on part of the coaft of New- 
foundland, granted by the 1 5th article of the treaty of 
Utrecht, with the ninth article of the fame treaty, which 
ftipulates the demolition of Dunkirk : it is given in anfwer 
to England for the fourth and laft time, that thofe two fti- 
pulations of the treaty of Utrecht have nothing in common 
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between thenv unlefs that they are both compri7^**f1 \n the 
laid treaty ; and that the conceflion exprefleo \a 1 .v,:ir of 
the French in the thirteenth article of that tre- ^y, *.. a 
pompenfation for the ceffion of Newfoundland <\y . ■• i ar 
polis Royal, made on the part of France to Evig d by 
the twelfth and thirteenth articles of the lame trerL^y, 

But to the end that the two Courts may clearly under- 
ftand each other on this head, and for the furthcn.t:ice of 
peace, the King agrees to demolifli the works which have 
been made for the defence of the port of Dunkirk lince 
the beginning of this war, to fill up the bafon which con- 
tains the Ihips of war, and to deftroy the buildings be- 
longing to the rope yard : but at the fame time his Ma- 
jefty will leave the trading port, which will not receive a 
frigate, fubfilling for the good of England as well as {(x 
the benefit of France. She will alfo undertake not to 
fufier any maritime military eftablilhment in that port ; 
but the cunette Ihall be left (landing round the place for 
the falubrity of the air, and the health of the inhabit 
tants. 

As to the fiihery and the drying of filh on the Banks of 
Newfoundland, the King requires that the thirteenth 
article of the treaty of Utretcht be confirmed by the prer 
fent treaty* 

Concerning the condition propofed by England, with 
refpeft to the liberty of fiftiing in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, France agrees, that beyond the port of Newfound- 
land fpecified by the thirteenth article of the treaty of 
Utrecht, the French (unlefs in cafe of accidents) cannot 
land on the coafts appertaining to the EngUlh in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, whether to dry their filh, or to fpread 
their nets on the faid coafts ; but without thefe two excep- 
tions the French l^all be at liberty to fiih, without molef- 
tation, in all parts of the faid Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

With refpett to the ceflion of the ifland of St. Pierre, 
the fmallnels of that ifland, and its fituation near Plai- 
lance, m*ake the King of opinion that fuch a ftielter will 
be illufory, and will rather ferve to breed contefts between 
the two nations, than to procure the accommodations for 
^e fifliery of the French fubjefts, 
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The King had required the ifland of dape Breton, or 
the ifland or St. John ; his Majefl:y had even reftrained 
himfelf to the little ifland of Conceau, and now makes 
the fame propofition to his Britannic Majefty ; or if the 
King of England, for realbns unknown to France, cannot 
agree to the ceflion of the ifle of Conceau, it is propofed 
to add to the ceflion of St. Pierre, the iflands of Maquelon 
or Michelon, two iflands, of which one, which is St. 
Pierre, is but three leagues wide, and Michelon but two. 
However inconfiderable. thefe two fettlements may be, 
which do not properly make one, the King will accept of 
them, and will even oblige himfelf, i . That neither in 
one or the other ifland, or in that of Conceau, if England 
cedes the latter, there fliall be any military eftablifliment ; 
France will only maintiin a guard of fifty men to enforce 
the police, which it will be neceflary to maintain in thofe 
iflands. 

2- As far as poflible, confidering the weak guard of the 
police, the King will prevent all foreign veflels, even 
Englifh, from landing at thofe Iflands. 

3. France does not pretend to fifli and dry their fifli on 
the Coafl: of Newfoundland, but in purfuance of the ftipu^ 
lation of the 1 3th article of the treaty of Utrecht, pro- 
vided it be underftood that the French may fifli aud dry 
their fifli on the Coafts of St. Pierre and Michelon. 

4. Laftly, the Kings allows, that an Englifla Commif- 
fary fliall be refident in the faid ifland, to be witnefs to the 
punctuality with which the fl:ipulated condition of the 
treaty fliall be obferved. 

The partition of the four neutral Iflands mufl: be fpeci-? 
fied between the two Courts in the preliminaries ; France 
accejt^s the partition of thofe Iflands proix)fed by England, 
provided that St. Lucia be declared to make part of the 
partition to be regulated in favour of France. 

VI. The King, without entering into any dIfcuflSon of 
the 6th article, agrees to this article as well as to the 7th, 

VIII. The King, with regard to the 8th Article/ refers 
to the 7th Article of his UUtmatum. It is not in his Ma- 
jefl:y's power to evacuate countries, which appertain to his 
^Uy the Emprefs Queent ' 
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IX. The ninth article of the anfwer of England requires 

fome explanation, for it is worded imfifch a manner as 

not to convey any precife meaning ; it fuppofes refpeftive 

engagements on the part of the King towards the Em- 

prefs, and on the part of England towards the King of 

Pruffia, to which the two Courts are ftrangers. France 

does not fuppofe that the King of England can hinder the 

allies of his Crown, fuch as the Sovereigns of Hanover, 

Caffel, and Brunfwick, from joining their forces with 

thofe of the King of Pruflia ; but without entering iitfo a 

needlefs difcuflion, the King is refolved, for the fake cf 

peace, to make the moft important facrifices, and at the 

fame time unalterably determined, to grant nothing in the 

future treaty of peace, which may be contrary to the 

ftipulations he has entered into with his allies* It is with 

their confent, and with mutual concert, that the Kingpro- 

pofes to England, in relation to the war in Weftphalia, 

the loth article of the memorial of his Majefty's propofi- 

tions, and the 7 th and 13 th articles of the French UUi- 

malum. The King abides by thefe articles in anfwer to 

the 8 th and 9th articles of the anfwer of England ; not 

refufing, nevertherlefs, to treat of any freih propofitions 

which England may make on thefe heads, which fhall be 

communicated to his Majeflies allies, and to which his 

Majefty will liften, with the confent of the Emprefs, if 

they are not contrary to his Majefty 's engagements with 

that Princefs. 

X, France is of opinion that her propofitlon in relation 
to the captures in which the King's iubjedts are interefted, 
are fo juft, that flie abides by them, and refers to the 
J 2th article of his propofitions on that head. 

XL The King, after figning of the treaty, even of the 

preliminaries, will give a declaration under his hand, to 

the King of England, by which his Majefty will declare 

-that his intention never was to bring the town^ of Oftend 

and Nieuport under his dominion. 

XII. Provided that the terms of the ceflation of hofti- 
dities may not be prejudicial to either Crown, France will 

- ^gree to them. 

XIII. France adopts the negotiation between the India 
^Companies of the two nations, on condition that the nego- 
vtiadon fhall be concluded at the fame time with that be- 
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tween the two Crowns> and to that effe^ft, each company 
fliall enter upon their negotiation without delay, and Ihall 
ntoie commiflaries for that purpofe. 

XIV. This article will meet with no difficulty. 

The Court^ot England will do juftice to the confiderable 
accommodations which the Court of France has teftified 
in this memorial, towards a reconciliation between th^ 
two Crowns* 

it may be colle<fted from this memorial^ that the firff 
article of the Eoglilh anfwer was granted in the full extent 
which the Court of London required ; France only defired 
eighteenth months^ inftead of a year, for the emigration. 

By granting the firft part of the fecond article, which 
cedes the whole current of the Ohio to England, France 
-propofed in regard to the fecond point of that article, td 
agree upon the nations which (hould be reputed neutral 
between Canada, Carolina, and Louifiana : This propo^ 
fition was the more reafonable, becaufe that by agreeing 
on this divifion of the pofleflion of the two nations, an 
equitable fyftem was adopted^ difcuffions about the limits 
were prevented for the future, and France did not incur 
the rifk of lofing the colony of Louifiana, whenever it 
pleafed the Court of London to invade it. 

England, in her anfwer, perfifled in requiring Francd 
to name the pofleflions which the king defired to have on 
the coaft of Africa. The third article fatisfied that de^ 
iiiand. 

The King, in the fourth Artickj agreed to the demo- 
lition of Dunkirk, as far as it was poflS^ble ; for it will not 
be pradticable, as after the peace of Utrecht^ to eredt 
afrelh a dam againfl the fea, which would inevitably carry 
it away i)refentl)\ As to what remained, it was offered 
to demoliih every thing at Dunkirk which had the appear* 
ance of a military port. Every one muft be fenfible how 
mortifying fuch a demolition muft have been to France. 

They agreed that the liberty of tifhing in the Gulf of 
St. Laurenco, and upon the banks and coafts of New- 
foundland, Ihould be the compenlation for the demolition 
of Duhkirk. They accepted the ceffion of the Ifle of St.* 
Pierre,, on conditions more than burthentbme: the union 

of 



of Michelon to St* Pierre was of the lead con(equence^ 
and the D. de Choifeul even affured Mr. Stanley that fuch 
a ceffion would not be infifted on. 

It IS true the King rejefted the infpedion of the Englifli 
Admiral, and that his Majefty was refolved rather to re- 
fiife the pofleffion of St. Pierre, than to agree to fuch an 
infpediion, which was ufelefs for the maintaining the ftipu-' 
lations of the treaty, and injurious to the dignity of the 
French nation, as that condition feemed to be propofed 
only with a view to manifeft, on the part of England, an 
ill-timed fuperiority. 

The other articles of the French memorial explain of 
themfelves, with fufficient precifion, the fincere and pacific 
intentions of his Majefty. 

The eighth and ninth articles of the anfwer of England, 
could not be agreed to in the form they flood ; they re- 
quired at leaft, efpecially .the laft, fome explanation: 
For how could the King caufe German^ to be evacuated 
by his forces, and at the fame time fulfil his engagement 
with the powers of the Empire his allies ? There was a 
manifeft contradiction in this propofition. One might 
fiippofe that England intended, by the ninth article, that 
France, after having evacuated Weftphalia, fliould be at 
liberty to dilpatch forces into Bohemia or Saxony to the 
aid of the Emprefs Queen. But not to mention that fuch 
a march would have been as difficult as deftrudlive to the 
King's army, is it probable that his Majefty, however 
clofely he may be connected with that Princefs, Ihould 
abandon his pofleffions in Germany, conquered from his 
real enemies, to march his armies at a diftance from his 
frontiers, without any communication, fend his troops to 
the aid of this ally, and make war upon the King of 
Pruffia, who is not his dir«(9: enemy ! 

Such neverthelefs was the propofition of England. 
The King, in his memorial, repeated what he had faid 
before, that the two Crowns Ihould equally remain at 
peace in Germany, as in the other parts of the world, or 
that England Ihould propofe fome plain and honourable 
method to conciliate his Majefty's good faith towards his 
allies, with his Majefty's defire of contributing no ■ farther 
to the war in Germany. 

M.de 
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Nt. dc Buffy remitted the memorial of the 9th of Sep* 
tember to Mr. Pitt, on the 13th of the fame month, and 
without having received any anfwer to that memorial ofl 
the part of the Britifh Court, Mr. Stanley wrote to the D. 
de Choifeul the following letter, and received the anfwer 
underneath on the fame day. 

Mr. Stanley*s JUiUr to the Duke de Choifeul, of the 20th 

September, 17614 

SIR, 

I Have the honour to inform your fixcellency, purfuaiit 
to the orders I received yefterday from my Court, that 
as the Court of France has not agreed to accept the pro- 
pofitions contained in the laft anfwer from the Biitlfli 
Court, the King my Mafter has ordered me to requeft a 
paflport of you, to return to England ; my Court expefis 
alfo, that M. Buffy will, on his part, receive the fame 
orders. 

As the ftate of war has no influence over the perfbrial 
fentiments of the King of England, with regard to their 
moft Chriftian Majefties, he is perfuaded that they will 
take part in the event of his marriage, and I have letters 
in my hands by which he communicates that happy event 
to their Majeftics. I have the honour to fend your Ex- 
cellency the copies, and I take the liberty^ Sir, to confult 
your better intelligence, to inform myfelf of the moft fui- 
tablc manner of remitting thefe letters, in purfuance of 
my credentials, and according to the eftablifhed cuftoiri 
of your Court.

fwcr from England, and t6 return to France if thofe eclair- 
' ciflements were not favourable. They have certainly been 
btherwifci fihce your court has anticipated his return by 
your recall However it be. Sir, his Majefty hopes that 
fome more happy opportunity will produce more efFedual 
inclinations to peace, and he has charged me to obferve to 
you, that you may aflure the King of England, that he 
will always find him difpofed to renew th^ negotiation, and 
to confent to equitable conditions, wl.ic'i may eftabliih a 
firm union between the two crowns. 

The King moft fincerely takes part in the marriage of 
the King orEngland ; if you will fend me the letters from

At the fame time M. de Bufly underftood at London^ 

that a courier had been difpatched to recal Mr; Stanley^ 
he explained himfelf on that dccafion ; and after the Britilh 
Miniltry had confirmed th^ faft^ he defired, agreeable to 
the orders he had received^ the neceffary paflports to re- 
turn to Ftance, 

Thus the negotiation between the two crowns has been 
broken off; They who talk fo readily, arid upon all occa* 
lions^ that we muft make peace ^ do not confider, that how- 
ever well, dilpofed d Sovereign may be for the re-eftablifli- 
ment of tranquility, his defire cannot be effeftual, but 
ivhen it is equally fincere on the part of the other belli^- 
fent powers ; and it will be admitted^ on reading this me- 
morial, that the King has omitted nothing to come t6 ah 
kccoiilmodation ; no oti^ can fay, that his Majefty's allies 
have occafioned the rupture of the negotiation. It has 
been proved, that the war which the King maintains in 
Weliphalia j is a war purely Englifh, that it brings ho ad- 
vantage either to the Empr^ffes, or to Sweden, or fo Sax- 
ony ; befides, the propofition made by France, not to af- 
ford any fuccours, either direft or indired^ to her allies 
in.Gcnnany, evidently demonftrates, that the wir in Weft- 
phalia neither has been, nor could be, an impediment ta 
the peace.

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England and fomc other courts would pretend, that the 
engagements of the King with his Catholic Majefty, ahd 
the propofition made by France, to conciliate the diffe- 
rences of Spain with England at the fame time with thofe 
which were the principal objedt of the negotiation, had fo 
difguftcd the court of London, that for that reafdn bnly 
fhe refufcd the terms for the conclufioii of peace. It is 
true, as has been fliewn already, that the Britifh Minifter 
haughtily rejedted the expedient, which his M^jefly^s pru- 
dent precaution induced him to fuggeft to England, with 
a view to conclude a firm peace, and to entirely obviate 
all obftacles wl i :h might oppofe the continuance of that 
tranquility, which his Majefty laboufed to re-eftablilh ! it 
is true likewife, that fince the firft Memorial of France, 
there was no farther notice of the differences of Spain in 
the propofition made by the court of Verfailles to that of 
London : his Catholic Majefty has even declared to the 
King, that if the objefts, which concerned the Spanifh 
monarchy, fhould embarrafs the negotiation and retard the 
peace, he agreed that thofe points Ihould be no farther ne- 
gotiated on the part of his Majefty* In fad:, to repeat 
it once more, fince the firft Memorial of France, there has 
been no more mention of Spain. It cannot be imagined, 
therefore, that the interefts of his Majefty's allies have 
proved an obftacle to the pacification. It remains, there- 
fore, to examine whether the negotiation has been broken 
off with refpeft to the articles which are thefubjedtsof the 
particular difcuflSon between the two crowns. 

It is neceflary to recollect here, agreeable to the repre- 
fentaticn in the opening of the Memorial, what were th^ 
poflTellions acquired fince the commencement of the war 
between the two crowns, to the time when the negotiation 
was entered upon, on the bafis of the Uti fojftdeiis. 

England had conquered from France in North- Ameri- 
ca, Canada, and the ifles Ropl and St. John, fituate in 
the gulf of St. Laurence : in South America^ the ifles of 
Guadaloupe and Marigalante ; in Africa, Senegal, and 
the ifland of Goree : in Afia, Pondicherry and the French, 
fettlements on the coaft of Coromandel. 

In Europe, the ifland of Belleifle, attacked fince the 
opening ofthe negotiation, and fubfequent to the epochs 
-4)1 :>iaiu SinOy propofed by the court of France* 
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The Uti poffidetis of France comprized in Afia, the Eng 
lifh fettlements on th^ coaft of Sumatra, and other advan- 
tagesf on the fide of the Mogul, of which they had yet re- 
ceived but imperfedt accounts. In Europe, the ifland of 
Minorca, the Landgraviate of Hefle, the country of Ha- 
nau, and the town of Gottingen in the Eledorate of Ha- 
nover. Laftly, France had re-eftabliflied, . or could have 
availed herfelf of the liberty which the infraction of the 
treaty of Utrecht gave her, to re^eftablilh the port of Dun- 
kirk. 

The King offered to guaranty Canada to the Englilh in 
the utmoft extent which, the court of London required. 

His Majefty propofed, that the right of fifhing and of 
drying their filh on the coaft and on the banks of New- 
foundland, ftiould be confirmed to France, and on that 
condition flie confented to the demolition of Dunkirk. 

The KiAg propofed to reftore the ifland of Minorca to 
England^ for the ceflion of Guadaloupe and Marigalante, 

His Majefty agreed to evacuate Heffe, the county of 
Hanau, and Gottingen, provided that one of the two fet- 
ttements £he had loft in Africa were reftored to her. 

The Indian Companies of the two nations were to treat 
tonceming their particular pacification, agreeable to their 
reciprocal interefts. 

li the reduftion of Belleifle Ihould be acknowledged ^ 
legal conqueft, though undertaken after the propofition of 
Uii poffidetis f France agreed, that the pofleflion of that 
important ifland ftiould remain to England, 

Who can pretend to fay, after the foregoing reprefen^ 
tation, that France has not fcrupuloufly purfued, in all her 

Kropofitions, the principle of her Memorial of the 26th of 
larch ! Can any one, at the fame time, deny th^t tl>e 
compenlatiens, offered by the King, were not as advanta-^ 
geous for England as flie could delire ? 

Therefore it evidently follows, that the allies of France 
in Germany could have been no obftacle to the peace, 
fince they take no part In the war which is carried on in 
Weftphalia, nor are affifted by the King's forces in the 
war maintained in Saxony, Silefia, and Pomerania. More- 
over, it was propofed to England, * on the part of France, 
that the two courts fliould abfblutely withdraw themfelves 
from the war. ^ % It 
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It 13 equally demonftrable, that Spain cannot be alledg- 
ed to have been an impediment to the pacification, as the 
King did not renew the propofition he made to ynite the 
accomnicxlation of the differences of that crqwn, with the 
treaty under negotiation between the courts of Verfailles 
and London, and his Catholic Majefty approved of their 
filence in this bchalt. 

It is certain, that the conditions and compenfations of- 
fered by France, for the conclufion of afeparatepeace with 
England, are all for the advantage of the latter power ; 
that the court of London, had {he been inclined to |)eace, 
couid not make claims beyond her conquells ; and that 
the court plainly and clearly gave up every thing, which 
was not compenfated by fome reftitution on her part. 

This detail neceffarily leads to the queftion, which the 
ts^hole univerfe, that fuffers by the miferies of war, muft 
necelfarily make : What then has been the motive of the 
rupture of fuch an important negotiation ? That -motive 
has no other principle than the ix)ficive averfion of the 
court of London to peace : it has proved impofiible to in- 
fufe a conciliating fpirit into a court refolved to perpetuate 
the war, and leis influenced by the real interefts of the 
kingdom and the deftrudion of the human fpecies, than 
inflated with the fuccefs flie has had, and greedy of thofe 
advantages flie has farther in view. 

It is vVith regret, that the King finds himfelf obliged to 
continue an oppofition by force to the progrefs of the am- 
bitious defigns of his enemies, and under an impoflSbilit/ 
of procuring his people that rejx)fe, which his Majefty 
willied for their welfare. The King trufl:s, that Provi- 
dence will difappoint thofe vaft projed:s, whicli England 
fcarce endeavours to difguife, and which threaten the fe- 
curity of every Potentate. Hi« Majefliy, invariable in his 
pacific difpofitions, will be always ready to concur in every 
expedient, which may be judged proper to re-eftablifli the 
public tranquility, and will make no difficulty of facrifice-* 
ing, even his ov/n interefls, to the glory and confolation 
of reiloring peace to his kingdom and to Europe.

Preliminaries

In the Name of the moft Holy Trinity, 

THE King of Great Britain, and the moft Chriftian 
King, animated with the reciprocal defireto re-efta- 
blilh union and good underftanding between them, as 
well for the gocd of mankind in genera^, as for that of 
their refpeftive kingdoms, ftates, and lubjeds, having 
reflefted, fjon after the rupture between Great Britain 
and Spain, on the ftate of the negotiation of laft >ear, 
(which unhappily had not the defired efFcdl)~as well as 
on the points in difpute btween the Crowns of Great 
Britain and Spain ; their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties began a correfpondence to endeavour to find 
means to adjuft the differences fubfifting between their faid 
Majefties. At the fame time, the moft Chriftian King 
having communicated to the King of Spain thcfe happy 
difpofitions, his Catholic Majefty was animated with the 
fame zeal for the good of mankind, and that of his fub- 
je£ts, and refolved to extend and multiply the fruits of 
peace by liis concurrence in fuch laudable intentions. 
Their Britannick, moft Chriftian, and Catholic Majefties, 
having, in confequence, n^iaturely confidcrcd all the above 
points, as well as the different e\'ents which have hap- 
pened during the courfe of the prefent negotiation, have, 
.by mutual confent, agreed on the following articles, which 
ihall ferve as a bafis to the future treaty of peace. For 
which purpofc, his Britannick Majefly has named and 
authorifed, John Duke and Earl of Bedford, Marquefs of

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tannick Majefty, and received at Dunkirk by order of hb 
moft Chriftian Majefty, verify, that this Cunettee is only 
of ufe for the whojfomencfs of the air, and the health of 
the inhabitants, 

VI. In order to re-eftablifh peace op the mod folid and 
lading foundations, and to remove for every fubjeft of 
difpute with regard to the limits pf thp Britiih and French 
territories on the continent of America ; it is agreed, thar^ 
for the future, the confines between the dominions of his 
Britannick Majefty, and thofe of his moft Chriftian Ma-; 
jefty, in that part of the world, ihall be irrevocably fixed 
by a line drawn along the middle of the River Miffiflippi, 
from its fource, as tar as the River Iberville, and from 
thence, by a line drawn along the middle of this River, 
and of the Lakes Maurq^as and Pontchartrain, to the fea : 
and tp this purpofe, the moft Chrifl|an King cedes in ful^ 
right, and guaranties to his Britannick Majefty, the River 
and Port ot Mobile, and every thing ;hat he pbflefles,'ot 
ought to have pQflefled, on thp left fide of the River 
Milliffippi, except the town of Npw prlean^ and the 
Jflapd iii which it is fituated, wKiiph Ihall remain to France : 
provided that the navigation of the River Miffiffippi^ ihali 
be equally free, as well to the fubjefts of Great Britain^ 
as to thofe of France, in its whole breadth and length! 
from its fource to the fea, and that part exprelly, which 
is between the faid ifland of New Orleans, and the rijght 
bank of that River, as well as the paffage both in and out 
of its mouth ; It is further ftipujated,' rti^t ^e veflels be- 
longing to the fubjedts of either natioii, flialj riot be 
flopped, vifited, or fubjefted to the payment of ^y duty 
whatfoeyer, The flipulations, in favour of the inhabitants 
of Canada, inferted in the fecond article, ihall alfo takci 
phce, with regard tq the inhabitants of the countries ceded 
by this article. 

VII. The King of Great Britain fhall reftore to France 
the iflands of Gaudeloupe, of Mariegalante, of Defirade, 
of Martinico, ?.nd of Bellifle ; and the fortreffes of thefe 
iflands ihall be reftored in the fame condition they w^erc^ in, 
when they were conquered by the Britiih arms ; provvda^ 
that the term of eighteen months, to be computed frixh 
. the day of the ratification of the definitive treaty, Ihall be 
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granted to his Britannick Majefty's fubje<3:s, who n^ay 
liave fettled in the fiiid iflands, and other places reftored to 
jFrance by the definitive treaty, to fell their eftates, recover 
their debts, and to tranfport their efFeifts, as well as their 
perfons, without being reftrained^ on account of their rcr 
figion, or under any. other pretence whatfoev/sr, except 
that of debts, or of crin)inal profccutions^ 

' yill. The moft Chriftian King cedes and guaranties to 
his Brijtaqnick Majefty, in full right, the iflands of Gre^ 
pada, and the Grenadines, wit^a the f^me ftipulations in 
fayour of the inhabitants of this .Colony, as ai'je inferted in 
jrhe Ud article for thofe of Canada: And the partition of 
the iflands called neutral, is agreed and fixed, fo that thofe 
of St. Vincent, Dominico, and Tabago, fliall yemaip in 
full right to England, aqid that of St, Lucia fliall be 
delivered to France, to enjoy the fame in like manner m 
full right ; the two Crowns reciprocally guarantying to 
each other the paitition fo fl:ipulated, 

IX. His BritaQnick Majefty fliall reftore to France the 
ifland of Goree in the condition it was in when conquered : 
and his mofl: Chrifl:ian Majcfl:y cedes in full right, and 
guaranties to the King of Great Britain, Senegal* ' 

X. In the Eafl: Indies, Great Britain fliall refl:orfe to 
France the feveral Comptoirs, which that Crown had, on 
the coafl: of Coromandel, as well as on that of Malabar, 
and alfo in Bengal, at the commencement of hoftilities 
between the two Companies in the year 1749, in the con* 
jdition in which they now are, on condition that his mofl: 
Chriflian Majefliy renounces the acquifitions which he has 
made oh the coaft of Coromandel, flnce the faid com- 
picncemenr of hoflilities between the two Companies in the 
ypar 1749, 

. His mofl Chriftian Majefty, on his fide, fliall reftore, 
all that hq fliall have conquered from Great Britain, in 
the Eaft Indies^ during the prefent war ; and he alfo en- 
gages not to eredt any fortifications, or to keep any troops 
m Bengal, 

XI. The Ifland of Minorca fliall be reftored to his Bri* 
tanpick Majefty, as well as Fort St, Philip, in the fame 
condition they were in, when they were conquered by the 
arms of the moft Chriftian King ; and with the artillery 
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tbat was there at the taking of the faid Ifland, and oT the . 
faicl fort, 

XII. France fhall reftore all the cx>u^tries belonging to 
the Eledorate of Hanover, to the Landgrave of Hdle, to 
the Pqke of Brunfwick, and to the Count of La Lippc 
Buckebourg, which are, or fliall be occupied by the arms 
qf his nioft Chriftian Majefty : the fortrcfles of thefe dif- 
ferent countries fhall be reftored in the fame condition they 
were in, when they were conquered by the French Arms ; 
and the iMcces of artillery, which fliall have been carried 
clfewliere, fliall be replaced by the fame number, of the 
lame bore, weight, and metal : as to what regaids hof- 
tages exacted or given, during the war, to this day, they 
fliall be fenr back without ranfom. 

XIII. After the ratification of the preliminaries, France 
ftall evacuate, as foon as it can be done, the fortrefles of 
Cleves, Wezel, and Guelder^, and in general all the 
countries belonging to the King of Pruffia ; and, at the 
feme time, the Britiflu and French armies fliall evacuate- 
;j,ll the countries which they occupy, or may then occupy, 
in Weftphalia, Lower Saxony, on 'the Lower Rhine, the 
Upper Rhinq,. and in all the Empire ; andi e^h fliall re- 
tire into the dominions of thei^: refpedlive Sovereigns : an4 
their Britannick, and inpft Chriftian Majefties further en- 
gage, and promirc, not to fu^niiQii any fuccour, of any 
kind, to their refpeftiye allies^ who fliall continye en- 
gaged in the prefent w^r in Germany. 

XIV. The tpwns of Oftend arid Nieuport fliall be eva- 
cuated by his moft Chriftian Majefty's, troops, immedi- 
ately after the ftgn^ature of the prefent preliminaries. 

XV. The decifion of the prizes made on the Spania^^s 
by the fubjeeSs of Gjeat Britain, in time of peace, fliall 
l^e referred to the courts of juftiQe of th^. Admiralty of 
Great Britain, conformably to the rules cftajbliflied among 
all nations, ib that the validity of the faid prizes, between 
the Britifn and Spanifh nations, fliall be decided and 
judged, according to the law of nations, and according to 
treaties, in the Courts of juftice of the nation, who fliall 
liave made the capture. 

XVI. His Britannick Majefty fliall caufe all the fortificati- 
ons to be dcmolifhed, which his fubjefts fliall have creAcd 
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in the Bay of Honduras, and other places of the territory of 
Spain in that part of the world, Four months after the rati- 
fication of the definitive treary : and his Catholick Majeftjr 
Ihall not, for the future, fuffer the fubjedts of his Britan- 
nick Majefty, or their workmen, to be difturbed, or mo- 
lefted, undef any pretence whatsoever, in their occupation 
of cutting, ' loading, and carrj^ing, away Logwood ; and 
for this purpofe, they may build without hindrance, an4 
occupy, without interruption, the houfes apd magazines, 
riecelfary for them, for their families, and for their effects : 
and his faid Catholick Majefty afliircs to thctn, by this ar- 
ticle, the entire enjoyment of what is above ftipulated. * 

XVII. His Catholic Majefiy defifts from ^11 pretenfionj, 
which he may have formed, to the right of fiihirig aboutf 
^he ifland of ^f ewfoundland. 

^ XVIIL The King of Great-Britain Ihall re(lore to Spaiq 
all that he has conc[uered in the ifland of Cuba, with the 
fortrefs of the Havana ; and that fortrefs, as well as all 
the other fortrelfcs of the faid ifland, Ihall b? reftorcd in 
the fame condition they were in when they were conquered 
by his Britannick Majefty 's arms. • ' 

* - XIX, In confequence of the reftitution ftipulated in the 
.prQccding article, his Catholick Majefty cedes and guaran- 
ties, ^in full right, to his Britannick Majefty, all that Spait) 
poflefles on the continent of North- America, to the Eaft, 
or to the South-Eaft, of the river Miffillippi. And his 
Britannick' Majefty agrees to grant to the inhabitants of this 
Countr)^, above ceded, the liberty of the Catholic religion; 
he will, in Iconfequeace, give the moft exa<5t and the moft 
cffe(5tual orders, that his new Roman Catholic fubjeCts 
may profeli the worH^ip of cheir. religion according to the 
iites of the Roman church, as tir as the laws ot Great- 
Britain permit.

XX» Tlie King erf" Portugal, his Britannick Majefty's 
ally, is cxprefly included in the prefent preliminary arti* 
cles. And their moft Chriftian and Catholick Majefties 
engage to r^reftablilh the antient peace and firiendftiip be- 
tween tbein and his moft Faithful Majefty : And they 
promiCe, 

I ft. That there Iball be a total ceffation of hoftilities be- 
fwecn the crowns of Spain and Portugal, and between the 
Spanifti and Frepcb troops, on the one fide, and the Por- 
tuguefe troops, and thofe of their allies, on the other, im- 
mediately attcr the ratification of thefe preliminaries : and 
that there ft! all be a like Reflation of hoftilities between the 
tefpedive forces of the moft Chriftian and Catholic Kings, 
on the onf part, and thofe of the moft Faithful King, on 
the other, in all other parts of the world, as well by fca 
8S by land ; which ceftation ihall be fixed on the iame 
epochs^ apd unider the fan p conditions, as that between 
Great-Britain, France and Spain, and fhall continue till 
the conclufion of the definitive treaty between Great-Bri- 
tain, France, Spain, and Portugal. 

dd. That all his moft Faithful Majefty 's fortrefles, and 
cowinnies, in Europe, which ftiall havp been conquered by 
the Spanilh and French armies, ftiall be reftored in the 
fame condition they \yere in when they were conquered : 
and that, with regard to thp Pprtugucfe colonies in Ame- 
rica, or elfev^rhere, if any change ftiall have happened in 
them, all things ftiall be put again on the fame footiag 
they were before the prefent war. And the moft Faithful 
King ftiall be invited to accede to the prefent preliminary 
articles, as foon as ftiall be pofiible. 

XXI. All the countries and territories, which mly have 
been conquered, in any part of the world whatfoever, by 
the arms of their Britar^nick and moft Faithful Majefties, 
^ well as by thofe of their moft Chriftian and Catholick 
Majefties, which are not included in the prefent articles, 
cither under the title of ceftSons, or under the title of refti- 
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tutions, fhall be reftored without diiEculty, and A\ithout 
requiring compenfations. 

XXII. As it is neceflary to aflign a fixed epoch for the 
reflitutions, and the evacuations, to be made by each of 
the high contraAing parties, it is agi*eed, that the Britilh 
and French troops fiiall proceed, imiTiediately after the ra- 
tification of the preliminaries, to the evacuation of the 
countries which they occupy in the Empire, or elfewhere, 
conformably to the Xllth and Xlllth articles. 

The ifland of Belleiile fliall be evacuated fix weeks after 
the ratification of the definitive treaty, or fooner if it can 
be done. 

Guadaloupe, Defirade, Mariegalante, Martinico, and 
St. Lucia, three months after the ratification of the defini- 
tive treaty, or foDner if it can be done. 

Great-Britain fhall, like wife, at the end of three months 
after the ratification of the definitive treaty, or fooner if it 
can be done, enter into pofleffion of the river and of the 
port of Mobile, and of all that is to form the limits of the 
territory of Great-Britain, on the fide of the river Miflif- 
fippi, as they are fpecified in the Vlth article. 

The ifland of Goree fliall be evacuated by Great-Britain, 
three months after the ratification of the definitive treaty ; 
and the ifland of Minorca by France, at the f^m:!^ epoch, 
or fooner if it can be done. And according to the condi- 
tions of the IVth article, France fliall alfo enter into.pof- 
fefiion of the iflands of St. Peter, and of Miquelon, at the 
end of three months. 

The Comptoirs in the Eafl:-Indies fliall be reftored fix 
montlis after the ratification of the definitive treaty, or 
fooner if it can be done. 

The ifland of Cuba, with the fortrcfe of the Havana, 
Ihall be refl:ored three months after the ratification of the 
definitive treaty, or fooner if it can be done. And at the 
fame time Great-Britain fliall enter into poflefllcn of the 
country ceded by Spain according to the XlXth article. 

All the fortreffes, and countries, of his moft Faithful 
Majefty, in Europe, fliall be reftored immediately after the 
ratification of the definitive treaty : and the Portuguefe 
colonies, 'which may have been conquered, fliall be reftored 
£a tlie fpace of three rponths in the Well-Indies, and of 
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fix months in the Eaft-Indies, after the ratiScation of iBc 
definitive treaty, or fooncr if it can be done, - 

In confequence whereof, the ncceffary orders jfhall be 
fent by each of the high corirafting parties, with recipro- 
cal paffports for the Ihips which Ihall carry them^ iinmc^ 
diately after the ratification of the definitive treaty. 

XXIII. All the treaties; of what nature foever^ whicH 
cxifted before the prefent war, as well between their Bri- 
tannick and mofl: ChriftiahMajeftics, as between their Bri- 
tannick and Catholick Majefiics, as alio ; between any of 
the above-named powers; and his mofl: Faithful Majeft' j 
fliall be, as they ^re in effcft, renewed, arid confirmed, 
in all their points, which are not derogated from by thd 
prefent preliminary articles^ notwithfl:anding whatever ma)j 
have been fl:ipulated to the contrary by any of the high 
cohtrafting parties : and all the faid parties declare,, that? 
they will not fufFcr any privilege, favour, or indulgence^ 
to fubfirt^ contrary to the treaties above confirmed; 

XXIV. The prifoners made refpeftively by the arms of 
their Britslnhick, mofl: Chriftianj Cathoiick, and mofli 
Faithful Majefl:ies, by land, and by fea^ ihall hk i'efl:ored 
reciprocally, and bona fide, after the ratific^atiori of tKe 
definitive treaty, without ranlbm, paying the debts they 
ftall h^ive contrafted during their captivity. And each 
irrown ihall refpeftively pay the advances which Ihall have 
been made for the fubfifl:ance and maintenance of theif 
prifoners, by the Sovereign of the country whetfe they fhall 
have been detained,' according to the receipts and attefted 
accounts, and other authentic titles which fhall be furnifhi 
cd on eath fide; 

XXy. In ordet to preveht all caufes of complaints and 
difputes, which may arife, on account of Ihips, merchan-i 
dizes, and other effefts, which may be taken by fea, it is 
reciprocally agreed, that the Ihips, merchandizes, and ef- 
feifts, which may be taken in the channel, and in the 
north feas, after the fpaee of twelve days, to be computed 
from the. ratification of the prefent preliminary articles, 
ftxall be reciprocally teftored on each fide. 

That the term Ihall be fix weeks for the prizes taken, 
from the channel, the Britifli feas, and the north fcas, as 
far as the Canary Iflands inclufively, either in the Ocean, 
or in the M^'^'^-Tanean. , Three 
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Three months, from the faid Canary Illands as far as 
the Equinoftial Line, or Equator. 

Laftly, iix months, beyond the faid Equinodtial Line, 
^r Equator^ and in all other parts of the world, without 
any exception, or other more particular defcription of time 
and place. 

XXVL The ratifications of the prefent preliminary ar- 
ticles Ihall be expedited in good and due form, and ex- 
changed in the fpace of one month, or fooner if it can be 
done, to be computed from the day of the fignature of ' 
the prefent articles. 

In witnefs whereof, we the underwritten Minifters Ple- 
nipotentiary of his Britannick Majefty, of his moft ChriA 
tian Majefty, and of his Catholick Maje(ly, in virtue of 
our refpeftive full powers, have figned the prefent preli- 
minary articles, and have caufed the feal of our arms to be 
put thereto.

VIL In order to re-eftabliih peace on foUd and cfnr- 
able foundations, and to remove for ever all fubjjffl: of 
difpute with regard to the limits of the Britiih and French 
\ territories on the continent of America ; it is agreed, that, 
for the future, th^ confines between the dominions of his 
Britannick Majefty, and thofe of his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, in that part of the world, Ihall be fixed irrevocably 
by a line drawn along the middle of the River Mifiiiffippi, 
from its fource, to the River Iberville, and from thence, 
by a line drawn aRmg the middle cf this River, and 
the Lakes Maurepas and Pontchartrain, to the fea ; 
and for this purjxjfe, the moft Chriftian King cedes in full 
right, and guaranties to his Britannick Majefty, the River 
and Port of the Mobile, and every thing which he poflef* 
fes, or ought to poflefs, on the left fide of the River 
Miflifl[ippi^ except the town of New Orleans, and the 
ifland in which it is fituatcd, which ftiall remain to France j 
provided that the navigation of the River Miffifiippi, fhaU 
be equally free, as well to the fubjefts of Great ^Britain, • 
as to thofe of France, in its whole breadth and length, 
from its fource to the fea, and exprefly that' part, which ' 
is between the faid ifland of New Orleans, and the. right 
bank of that River, as well as the paflage both in and out 
ot its mouth : It is further ftipulated, that the veflels be-r 
longing to the fubjefts of cither nation, Ihall not be . 
flopped, vifited, or fubjed:ed to^ the payment of any duty 
whatfoevcr. The ftipulations, infcrted in the IVth arti? 
cle, in favour of the inhabitants of Canada, fliall alfo take . 
place, with regard to the inhabitants of the countries cedecj .

VIII. The King of Great Britain fliall reftore to France 
the iflands of Gaudeloupe, of Mariegalantc, of Defirade, 
of Martinico, ;;nd of Bellifle ; and the fortrefles of thefe 
iflands fliall be reftored in the fame condition they were in, 
when they were conquered by the Britifti iarms ; provided 
that his Britannick Majcfty's liibjefts, wha fliall have fet- 
. ' T3 tied 
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tied in the faid lilands, or thofe who (hall have any com* 
mcrcial affairs to fettle there, or in the other places reftored 
to France ty the prefent treaty j> fhall have liberty to fell 
their lands and their eftates, to fettle their affairs, to re-* 
cover their debts, and to bring away their effeds, as well as 
their .j^rfons, on board veffels, which they fliall be per- 
mitted to fend to the faid iflands, and other places re^ored 
as above, and which Ihall ferve for this ufe only, without 
being reftrained, on account of their religion, or under any 
other pretence whatfoevcr, except that of debts, or of criminal 
profeaitions : andforthispurpofe, th^term of eighteen ^lontK^ 
is allowed to his Britannick Majefty's fubjedts, to te com- 
puted from the day of the exchange of the ratifications of the 
prefent treaty ; but, as the liberty, granted to his Britan- 
nick Majefty's fubjeds, to bring away their perfons and 
their effefts, in vefll-ls of their nation, mav be liable to 
abufes, if precautions were not taken to prevent thera ; it 
has been cxprefly agreed between his Britannick Majefty 
and hts molt Chriftian Majefty, that the number of Englifli 
veffels, v/hich Ihall have leave to go to the faid iflands 
and places rcrtored to France, ihall be Upiited, as well as 
the number of tons of each one ; that they fliall go. in. 
ballaft : fliall fet fail at a fixed time ; and fliall make one 
voyage only, all the effefts, belonging to the EngKfli, 
b^ins: to be embarked at the fame time. It has been fiir- 
tiler agreed, that his mofl: Chrifl:ian Majefliy fliall caufe. 
the rieceflaiy pallports to be given to the faid veffels ; that, 
ibr tb.e.]JreatcT fecurity, it fliall be allowed to place two 
French Clerks, or Guards, in each of the faid veflfels, 
which Ihall be yificed in the landing places,' and ports of 
the faid iflands, and places^ reftored to France, and thajt.

IX, The rnoft Chrifl:ian King cedes and, guaranties to 
liis Britannick Majefty, in full right, the iflands of Gje- 
nada, and the Grenadines, with the fame ftipulations in 
favour of the inhabitants of this Colony, inferted in the 
lYth article for thofe of Canada: And the partition of 
the iflands called neutral, is agreed and fixed/ fo that thofe 
of St. Vinccnr, Dominico, and Tobago, fliall remain in

Which fliaU have been conquered by the armies of France 
and Spain, and Ihall reftore them in the fame condition 
they were in when conquered, with the fame artillery, and 
ammunition, which w^ere found there : And with regard 
to the Portuguefe Colonies in Americaj Africa, or in the 
Eaft Indies, if any change fliall haVe happened there, all 
things Ihall be reftored on the fame fqoting they were in,

XXm. All the countries and territories, which may 
have. been conqwred, in vvhatfoever part of the world, by

TRANSLATION. 

treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Great-Britain 

and Kuffia. 

Article I. 

THE peace, friendlhip, and good underftanding 
which have hitherto happily fubfifted between their 
majefties of Great-Britain and of all the Ruffias, flxall be 
ratified and confirmed by this treaty ; fo that from this 
time forwjjrd, and in all time coming, there fliall be, be- 
t!w'cen the crown o( Great-Britain on the one hand, and 
the crown of all the Ruffias on. the other ; as alfo between 
the ftates, countries, kingdoms, dominions, and territories, 
that are fubjedt to tliem, a true, fincere, firm, and perfdi 
peace, frijendlhip, and good underftanding, which Ihall. 
Jjift for £vcr, ^nd ftiall be inviolably obfe!:ved, as well by 
fca. as by land, and on the frefli waters ; and the fubje&s, 
j>eople, and inhabitants on the one: pjirt and on the other, of 
what ftateor conditipn foev^r they bq, Ihall peffprm toe^h 
odi^r all afts of kindnefs and afl^ftancQ poffible, and Ihall 
not do to one another any hurt or injury whatever. 

IL The fubjedts of the two High Contrafting Powers 
Ihall have full liberty of navigation and copimercc in a^. 
the ftates lituatcd in Europe, where navigatbn and com- 
merce are permitted at prelent, or Ihall be permitted herer 
after by the High ContradtingTartics, to any other nation* 
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III. It IS agreed, that the fubjeds of the iwo HigB 
Contradting Parties ihall have leave to enter, trade, and re-* 
main with their Ihips, boats, and carriages, loaded or un- 
loaded, in ^U the ports, placei and towns, where fuch 
leave is granted to the fubjefts df any other nation ; and 
the Tailors, pailengers and ihips, as well Britim as Ruman 
(though there fhould be among their crews fubjedts of fotnd 
other foreign nation) Ihall be received and treated as fha 
moft favoured nation ; and neither the lailors nor paflengerj 
Ihall be forced to enter, againft their will, itito th« fervicd 
of either of the two coit!ra<fting powers, exceptirigy how* 
ever, fuch of their fubjedts as 3iey may want for their own 
proper fervice ; and if a dom^ftic or failor defeft his fervke 
or nb Ihip, he fiiall be reftor^^ It is likewife agreed, that 
the fubjedts of the High Contracting Parties Ihall have 
leave to purchafe, at the current price, . all forts of com* 
modities of which they may (land in need ; to repair and 
refit their Ihips, boats, and carriages ; to purCJhafe all kind* 
of provifions for their prefent fi^fiftance of their voyage ; 
and to remain or depart, at their pleafure, without lett or 
in^pediment, provided they conform to the laws and ordi* 
iiances of the relpedtive dates of the High Contradking 
Parties where they may happen to be. In like manner the 
Ruffian (hips that are navigating the iea, and are met by 
Englifti fhips, fhall not be impeded in the courle of their 
voyage, provided, in the Britilh fea, they conform to the 
eflablilhed pradtice ; but, on the contrary, Ihall receive 
from them all kind of afliftance, as well in the ports of the 
dominion of Great-Britaii), as in the open Tea. 

IV. It is agreed, that the fubjedts of Great-Britain Ihali 
be at liberty to bring, by water or by land, into all or inta 
fuch provinces of Ruffia, where freedom of trade is per- 
mitted to the fubjedts of any other nation, all forts of mer- 
chandize or clfeds, the traffic ot entry of which is not pro- 
hibited : and ^n like manner the fubjedts of Ruffia Ihall be 
at liberty to bring, buy, and fell freely, in all, or an fudi 
ftates of Or<^^-Britain where freedom of trade is permitted 
to the fubjedts of any other nation, all forts of mecchao- 
dize and ^fTedts, the traffic and entry, of which is not pro- 
hibited ; which is alfo to be equally Ainderftood of ilie 
4nanufa&urc9 and produdts of the Afiatic provinces, pro^ 
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. vided tills .is not adualy forbid by fome law . at prefent 
in force in Great-Britain ; comprehending all forts 
of Inerchahdize effefts, which the fubjcfts of any other 
nation may biiy there, and tranfport into other counrriesy 
particularly wrought gold and Silver, excepting the current 
coin of Oreat-Britain : and in order to freferve a julf 
equality between the Ruffian and Britilh merchants, with 
regard to the exportatipn of provifions and other commodi- 
ties, it is further flipulated, that the fubje<9ts of Ruffia Aall: 
pay the fame duties on exportation, that arc paid by the 
Britifli merchants on exporting the fame effcSts? from the 
|)ortsof the Ruffia ; but then each of the' High Centred:- 
ing Parties fhall referve to itfetf the liberty or makingj in 
the interior parts of its dominions, fiith particular arrai^- 
mcnts as it Ihall find expefdient for encouraging arid extend- 
ing its own navigation. The Ruffian mefcnanS Ihall enjoy 
the lame liberties and privileges as the Britifh. fnerchahts of 
the Ruffian cgmpany enjoy ; and, as the defign of the two 
High Ccratrafting Parties^ and the intention o^ this treaty^ 

' is to faciliate the reciprocal commerce of their fubjedts, 
and to extend its limits and mutud advantages, it is agreedy 
that the Britifli merchants trading in the dominions of 
Ruffia, fliall have liberty, in cafe of death, ' a' "preffing. 
exigency, or abfolute neceffity, when there are no' other 
means of procuring money, or in cafe of bankruptcy, to 
difpol'e of their effefts, whether of Ruffian of foreigi* 
merchandize, in fuch manner as the perfons concerned Aalf 
find moft advantageous. The fame thing fliall be obfeiyed, 
with regard to the Ruffian merchants in. the doniinions cf 
Great-Britain. All whlch^ however, is' to be underftood 
with this reftriction, that every fort of permiffiony on the 
one fide and on the other, fpecified in this articfe, (tidW 
not be in any thing contrar}" to the laws of the country ; and 
the Britifh j as well as the- Ruffian, merchants, and .their 
faftors, fhall pund:ually conform to the rights^ ftatutesy 
and ordinances of the country where they trade, in order 
to prevent all kind of fraud and imp^tion.- 'Tis for this 
reafon, that the decificn of fuch events happening to the 
Britilh compting-houfes in Ruffia, • Ihall be fubmitted, at 
Pcterfburg, to the college of cominerce, and. ^p other 

' ' * town* 
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towns where there is no college of commerce, to the tri- 
bunals that have the cognizance of commercial affairs. 

V. It is agreed, that the fubjeds of Great-Britain, if 
they have no rixdoUafs to pay the cuftoms or other duties 
for the merchandize which they import or export, fliall be 

. allowed to pay them in other foreign coin of a known name 
and eftablifhed value, equal to that of the Tixdollar, or 
in the current coin of Ruflia, the rixdoUar valued at i 
hundred and twenty-five copecks (or pennies)- 

VI. All poffible affiftance and difpatch Ihall be given 
to the loading and unloading of ihips, as well for the im- 
portation at the exportation of commodities, according to 
the regulatbns on that head eftabliihed -, and they Ihall 
not be in any m^ner detained, under the penalties de- 
nounced in the faid regulations. In like manner, if the 
iubjeds of Great-Britaihmake contrads with any diancery 
or cdlege whatever to driver certain commodities orieffcdts, 
upon notifying that fuch coiiimodities are ready to be de- 
livered, and after they (hall have been aftually deliy^ed 
at the time fpecified in thefe coritrafts, they Ihall. be 
receivfed, and immediately thereupon the accounts fliall 
be fettled and cleared between the faid college or chancieiy 
and the Britifh merchants, af the time fixed in the feid con- 
trafts.

VIL It is agreed, that the fubjedls of Great-Britain

inhabited by them ; biit, with regard to the houfes which 
they Ihall hire or let^ thefe fhall be fubje(fl to all the ufual 
fcharges 6f the town ; the' tenant and landlord fettling thjlt 
' jmatter between them. As to evdry other town of Rilffia, 
the houfes \yhich they fhall purchafe, or caufe to be built, ' 
in the fame manner as thole which they fhall hir? or let j 
Ihall not be exempted from the quartering of foldiers. 
Vou IL X ; * Permiffion 
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Pcrmiffion Ihall likcwife be granted the Kuffian merciiants 
to build, buy, fdl, and let houfes m Great-Britain ai)d 
Ireland in the fanie manner ^9 is done by the liibjeds of 
the moft favoured nations. They ^11 jepjgy the freeex- 
ercife of the Greek religion in their hbtifes, or in fuch 
places as arc deftined for that purpofe ; arid in like manner 
the Bridlh merchants fliall enjoy the free exerdfe of the 
. Proteftant religion. The fubJeAs of either power, eftab- 
. liihcd in RuiEa or in Great-Britain, fliall have power to 
, difpoie of their eftatcs, and to leave them by will to whom- 
ibever they think proper, following the euftom and laws of 
their own proper country. 

XV. Paflports fliall be granted to all Britifli iubjeds, 
. who defile to quit the dominions of Kufiia, two itioiithsafter 
, they fliall have fighified their defign of departing, without 
, obliging them to give fecurity ; and if, in that tithe, there 
« appear no juft caufe for detainii^ them, they fiiaU be al- 
lowed to go ; nor fliall they be obliged to apply for that 
. purpoie, to any other quarter than to the college of com- 
. merce, or to that which may hereafter be eflabliflied in its 
: place. The fame eafy methods of departing fliall, upon 
■ like occafions, and agreeable to the euftom of the country, 
be granted to Ruflian merchants, who want to quit the 
dominions of Great-Britain. 

XV I. Britifli merchants, who fliall hire or employ 
domeflics, fliall, in this particular, be obliged to confcMrm 
. themfelves to the laws of this empire. And RufliaD mer- 
chants fliall be equally obliged to do the fame in Gitat* 
Britain. 

XVIL In all law-fuits and other proceedings, the bri- 
tifli merchants fliall be amenable only to the college of 
caimierce, or to that which fliall hereafter be eibtbjiihed 
for the adminiftrarion of juftice between merchants. Bat, 
if it fliould happen that the Britifli merchants flx>uld' have 
law-fuits in any place at a diflaiice fiom the abc^emen* 
tioned college of commerce, both they aod die adverfe 
, party fliali prefer their complaints to the ma^flrate of die 
laid towns, with this proviib, however, that the^Bridfli 
merchants ihall have the right to appeal frcxn the fehteQce 
of the magiftratc, and to demand that oJT die coDegp of 
, cpnnucixx, if they find Aemfelves aggrieved. The Ruf- 
fian 
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fian merchants m the dominions of Great-Britain, Ihall, in 
their turn, have the fame protedtion and juflice, which, 
according to the laws of that kingdom, are granted to 
other fore^n merchants, and Ihall be treated as the fub- 
jeds of the mbft favoured nation. 

XVIU* The Britifli merchants in Ruffia, and the Ruf- 
fian merchants in Great-Britain, Ihall not be obliged to 
Ihew their books or papers to any perfon whatever, unlefs 
it be to make proof in the coUrfe of juftice ; Itill lefs Ihall 
the (aid books or papers be taken or detained from them* 
Ify however, the cafe fliould happen, that any Britifh 
merchant becomes bankrupt, he mall be amenable at St* 
Pcterlbdrg to the college of commerce, or to that which 
fliall* hereafter be eftabliftied for the adminiftration of jui^ 
ficc in mercantile affairs, and in other remote towns, to 
thp magiftrate of the place ; and he Ihall be proceeded 
iagainft^ according to the laws that are or Ihall be made 
for this purpoie. Neverthelefs, if the Britifli merchants, 
without becoming bankrupt, refufe to pay their debts^ 
whether to the treafury of her Imperial Majefty, or to in- 
diviglijak, it ihall be lawful to lay an arrcil upon part of 
th«r efFeds equivalent to their debts ; and, in cafe thcfe 
cffedts fhould not be fufficient for difcharging fuch debts, 
thc-y inay themfelves be arretted and detained in cufcody, 
iJntiV fuch time as the greater part of their creditors, as 
well with refp'eft to number, . as to the Value of theii* 
refpedtive demands, have consented to their enlargement* 
With regard to their effefts laid under arreft, they ihall 
reniain as a depoiit in the hands of thofe who ihall be 
toamed aiid duly authorifed for that purpofe, by the greater 
part rf their creditors^ as is above li>ecified : which dele- 

fates ihall ht obliged to appraife the effects as foon as pof- 
blc, and to make ajuil and fair diftribution of them to 
aff'the creditors, id proportion to their.relpedfcive demands* 
The fame procedure Ihall^ in the like cales,^be cbferved 
towards the Ruifidii merchants in the dominions of Great* 
Britaiir, and th^y Ihall be there protefted agreeably to the 
regulations made in. the preceding article. 
• -XIX; In cafe of complaints and lawtfuits, three peribns 
of fair and unblemiihed char after, among the foreign mer- 
chiat^ts^ fliall, with a proper regard to circumilances, ba 
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named by the college of commerce, and where there is no 
fcch college, by the magiftrate, to examuie the books and 
pajxnrs of the i^rties ; and the report they Ihall make to 
the college of commerce, or to tne magiftrate, of what 
they fhall find in the faid books or papers, fhall be held a 
good proof. 

XX. The commiffioners of the cuftoms (hall have the 
charge of examining the fervants or clerks of the Ruffian 
mercliants, when they caufe their goods" to be entered, 
whether they have, for that effed, tbe orders or fiill 
powers of the matters ; and if they have not ilich, they 
fhall not be credited. The fame conduft fhall be obferviea 
towards the fervants of the Britilh merchants ; and, when 
the faid fervants, havine the orders or full powers of their 
maflers, fhall caufe their goods to be entered on account 
t>f their mafters, thefe laft fhall be as refponfible as if 
they tiiemfelves had caufed them to be entered. All the 
Ruffian fervants employed in the fhops fliall likewife be 
legiflered, and their maflers fhall anfwer for them in the 
afiairs of trade, and in the bargains which they make in 
their name. 

XXL In cafe the RufEan merchants, who are indebted 
to the Britifh merchants, withdraw from the places of 
their abode to other parts or diftricts, the college of com- 
merce, after complaints fhall have been made to them on 
the fubjeft, and proofs of the debts have been adduced^ 
fhall cite them three times, allowing them a fufficient 
fpace, to appear in perfon ; and if they do not appear 
within the term prefcribed, the faid college fhall tx>ndemn 
t|iem, and fhall fend, at the expence of tlK plaintiff, an 
exprefs to the governors and way wodes, with orders to put 
the fentence in execution, and thus fhall oblige the debtor? 
to pay the fums fpecified. 

XXII. The brokerage fhall be fettled with juflice -, and. 
the brokers fhall be refponfible for the quality of the goods 
and fraudulent package, and fhall be obliged, after fuf- 
ficient j^roofs produced againfl: them, to make up the lofTcs 
to which they have given occafion. 

' XXIII. A regulation fhall be made to prevent the 
abUles that may be committed in the package of leather, 
hemp, and flax; and, if any dilpute hap pen bet ween the 

buyer 
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buyer and the' feller, concerning the weight or the tare, 
the commifEoners (^ the cuftoms ihall deterniine it accord- 
ing to ecmity. 

XXI V. In order the more efFeftually to encourage and 
promote the trade of Great-Britain, it is agreed, that for 
the future, the Englilh woollen cloths, hereafter fpecified, 
fhall not pay any greater duties on entry, than are fettled 
in this article ; viz. Englifh cloth for the ufe of the fol- 
diery, fliall pay (in rixdoUars) only^ two copecs (or pen- 
nies) for every arlhecn (or 7 14^ yards) as a duty on entry ; 
coarie cloth of the county of York, known in the Rufliaa 
Tariff by the name of Coftrog}^, Ihall only pay two copecs 
for every arlheen ; broad flannel ihall only pay one copec 
per arlhecn ; narrow flannel fliail only pay three-fourths of 
a copec per arflieen, all as duties on entry. And in every 
thing that regards the impofts and duties payable on the 
importation or exportation of commodities in general, th§ 
fubjedls of Great-Britain Ihall be always confiJere^ w4 
treated as the moft favoured nation. 

XXV. The peace, friendfliip, and good underftanding 
fliall continue for ever between the high contracting par- 
ties ; and, as it is cuftomarj'^ to fix a certain term to the 
duration of treaties of commerce, the above-mentioned 
high contrading parties have agreed, that this treaty Ihall 
continue for twenty years, counting from the day of fign- 
ing ; and, after the expiration of that tenn, they may 
agree upon the means to renew and prolong it. 

XXVI. The prefent treaty of navigatbn and commerce 
fhall be approved and ratified by his Britannick Majefty,^ 
and by her Imperial Majefty ; and the ratificarions, in 
due and lawful form, fliall be exchanged at St. Peterfl>urg, 
in the (pace of three month, or fooner if poiEble, count- 
ing from the day of figning. 

In witnefs whereof, we the under- figned, in virtue of 
the full powers granted to us by his Majefty the King 
of Great-Britain, and by her Imperial Majefty of all 
the Ruflias, have figned the prefent treaty, and there* 
to feC our feak. Done at St. Peterft)urg, this 20th 
day of June, 1766.

Maferano, Ambaffador Extraordinary of his Catholick 
M:jefty, has r:^ceivcd orders to declare, and declares, that 
bis Catholick Majcfty, confidering the defire with which 
he is animated for peace, and for the maintenance (^good 
harmony with his Britannick Majcfty, and reflediing that 
this event might interrupt it, has feen with difpleafure this 
expedition tending to difturb it ; and in the perfuafioa rxk 
which i:c is of the reciprocity of fentiments of hisiBritan-' 
Ittftk MaJLity, and of its being far from his intention to 
authorize any ihing that might difturb the good un^er- 
^anding between the two Courts, his Catholick M^Jefly 
does difavow the faid violent enterprize,-— and, ii^ con-^ 
fequeace, the Prince de Maferano declares, that his Catho- 
lick Majefty engnges to give irnmediate orders, that things

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Whereas ^ perpetual clcfenfive alfiance, in tKe wor^t 
' and articles following, was, on the 1 6th of May kft, 
' concluded and figned at Lilbon, betweeil our plenipotea* 
tiarifes and thofe of the Lords the States-general of the 
• United Provinces on the one hapd, and thofe of the King 
'" of Portugal on the other : And whereas many mtitud ad* 
' vantages accrue to the moft ferene sind m^ft patent kings 
. and kingdoiusof Great-Britain and Portugal, and to tlie 
high and mighty lords the ttates«-general of the United JPro** 
vinces, and. their, fubjeds, froiii . th^e peace ind good 
/ friendfliip, which fiibfifli b^ween the three forefaid pow«r^ 3 
' And whereas it is uecttflary^ that that peace be not only 
^ prelerved inviolate,- but be iikeviafe £h^ngthcned by "firmer 
and clbfer ties, by. which a .(Ironger foundation may tac 
' laid for maintaining the grtiei^l peace and tranquillity of 
Euft^e, MxMch. the abovc-lmd' powers endeavour, Tvith 901 
. their fni^t, ^o fupport : they haV^ therefore, for die com- 
' itk}n'good, (rf'aU," iTefoived to^ enter into a mutual alfiance; 
ind for that purpofe have granted thdr full powfeis aind 
'^ icdfffuftions, viz. the mbft fereseand mt^ botent PrlnceSfe,

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Art. i. All fcrmer treaties between .the aboVe-fa:d 
potVers, are hereby Approved, confifmecf, and ratified, 
and are ordered to be exadly and faithfully oblerved, ex- 
cept in fo far as by tbfe pr^fent treaty is otterwife provided 
and eftabiiihed ; fo that flicre fliall be betweien the laid 
kingdoms and ftates^ tfceir people and fubjoi^s^ a fincere 
friendihip and perfeft amity : Thc?y disdl, all of than,^

. Hull promote the intereft and advantage of the reft, as if 
it were his own. , . 

11. If ever it fhall happeh/ tfiat tfce Kings of Spam 

and France ; eitlier the prefent or future; ; that both of 

them together, or either of them feparately, Ihafl m4e 

. War, or give occafion to fufped: that they intend tp make' 

war, upon the kingdom of Portugal, either on the con- 

. tinent of Europe, or in its dominions beyond feas ; her 

. Majefty, the Queen of Great-Britain^ and the Lords, the 

States-general, mall ufe their friendly offices with the (aid 

Kings, or either of them, in order to perfuade them ta 

obferve the terms of peace towards Portugal,^ and not |o' 

make war upon it. 

III^ But thefe good offices not proving fucccfsful, but 
•siltogether inneffedtual, fo that war Ihall be made by the 
'^ -^^iiJ Kings, or by either of them, upon Portugal,- 
th^^aljove '^^^^^^^^^ powers of Great-Britain and Holland, 
Ihall make waT/ with all their force^ upon the forefaid 
Kin« or Kine, v/hn ihall carry hoftile arms into Portugal ;■ 
and towards that war ^'Wch Ihall be carried on in Europe, 
they Ihall fupply twelve thoufand men,- whonr they M 
arm and pavV as well when in quarters, as in adkion ; and 
the faid high alliiJS ftxall be obliged to keep that mimberof 
men complete, by rccfwang it trora time to tmie at their 

** W*And in this cafe alfo, the aforcfaid powers of Great- 
Britain and Holland, Ihall be obliged to keep and main- 
tafn upon the coaft of Portugal, and m its harbours, a 
competent number of men of war, to defend the feid coato 
and harbours, the trade and merchant-lhips, from aU 
hoftile attempts; fo that if it fhall appear, that the feid 
harbours and Ihips arc in danger <rf bcmgattacked witha 
greater force by the eoemy, the iaid h# aUics fl»^l^ 
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obliged to fend to Portugal fuch a number of men of wa ^ 
. as fliall be equal, or even fiiperior, to the Ihips and force 
of the enemy, who fliall meditate an attack upon the above- 
faid fliips and harbours. 

V. But if the forefaid Kings of Spain and France, or 
either of them, fliall make war, or give occafion to (u(pe6t 
that they intend to make war, upon* the provinces or 
dominions of Portugal beyond feas, the above-mentioned 
powers of Great-Britain and Holland, fliall furnifli to his 
rortuguefe Majefly fuch a number of men of war, as fliaUt 
be equal, or even fuperior, to the. fliips of the enemy ; lb 
that he may be able not only to oppofe them, but even to 
prevent fuch attack or invafion, as long as the war fliall 
laft, or occafion require. And if the enemy fliall take 
any town, or feize any place which they may fortify, in 
the forefaid provinces and dominions beyond feas, thefe 
fuccours fliall continue until fuch town or place be fully 
recovered, or more towns and places, if more fliculd be 
taken. 

VI. All thefe auxiliary fliips fliall be fubjedt to the com- 
mand of his Portuguefe Majefl:y, fo that they fliall per- 
form whatever fliall be enjoined by his faid Majefl:y ; and 
if they fliould fail to the Portuguefe provinces and domi- 
nions beyond feas, they fliall there likewife perform what' 
ever fliall be enjoined them, in the name of his Majefl:y, 
by his viceroys and governors. 

VII. When thefe auxiliary fliips of the two powers of 
Great-Britain and Holland fliall be joined with the Por- 
tuguefe fliips (in which cafe they mufl: always aflift them) 
the admiral of the Poituguefe fleet, who has the right of 
carrying the flag, fliall give fignals, and fummon to a 
council of war, which .fliall be held in his . own cabin ; 
and the fame adiniral of the Portuguefe fleet fliall iflfue the 
neceflary orders for executing thofe points, v/hich fliall 
have been refolved upon in the council of war ; which 
points the admirals of the auxiliary fliips fliall execute, each 
with his own fliips. 

VIII. But if, at any time, the fliips of the three allied 
nations fliall be conjoined in order to attempt any thing, in 
which all the allies are equally interefted, the admiral, 
who has the right of carrying the flag, and has under his

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command the greateft numbers of Ihips of his own nation, 
(hall ienjoy the right and privilege mentioned in the fomier 
article, viz. of giving fignals, of fummoning to a council 
of war in his own cabin, and of doing every other thing 
requifite, as is above fpecified. 

IX. The twelve thoufand men, which the powers of 
Great-Britain and Holland are bound to furnifh to his 
Portuguefe Majefty, and to maintain at their own expence, 
and occafionally recruit, during the continuance of the war, 
as ftipulated in the third article of this treaty, fliall be fub- 

•jeft, not only to the fupreme command of his Portuguefe 
Majefty, but alfo to that of his commanders or generals, 
and even of fuch of his officers, as by their rank in the 
army are fuperior to them. But for breach of orders, and 
for the crimes and enormities of which they Ihall be guilty, 
they Ihall be punilhed by the commanders or generals of 
their own army, in the fame manner as the Portuguefe 
themfelves are punilhed by martial law, efpecially for thofe 
crimes which regard the violation of religion. 

X. The high allies ihall, in the cafe above-mentioned, 
grant full liberty, and all kind of aid and affiftance to the 
commiflaries of his Portuguefe Majefty, to export from 
their territories and harbours, all forts of military ftores, 
ivch as powder, balls, arms, corn, and every other kind 
of ammunition, that fliall be defired of them, as well be- 
longing to the fea as the land fervice ; and that too at the 
fame price as the faid high allies are wont to purchafe them 
for their own ufc, and without the leaft alteration in the 
charge. 

XI. If ever it fliould happen that the Kings of Spain 
and France, or either of them, fliould make war upon the 
kingdom of Great Britain, or the States of the United Prot 
vinccs, his Majefty the King of Portugal fliall ufe his 
friendly offices with the faid Kings, or with either of them, 
in order to perfuade them to oblerve the terms of peace 
towards the forefaid kingdom of Grcat Britain, and the 
States of the United Provinces. 

XII. But tlicle good offices not proving fucccfsful, but 
altogether ineffeftual, fo that war ihall be m,ade by the 
foreiaid Kings, or by either of them^ upon the kingdoi'rt 
ot Great Pritain, or the States of the United Provinces; his 

Majefty, 
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Majefty, the King of Portugal, Ihall, in like manner, be 
^Jdund to make ^vat, with all his force, upon the forefaid 
Kings, or upon either of them : and in this cafe likewife 
the forefaid two powers of Great Britain, and the States of 
the United Provinces, Ihall furnifh him with the fame fuc- 
cours of men and ftiips, as in the preceding articles are 
^llipulated, in cafe the Kings of France or Spain, or either 
of them, fhould make war upon Portugal, and every 
thing fliall be executed in the manner there fpecified* 

XIIL As well in the firft, as in the fecond manner of 
carrying on the war, his Majefty the King of Portugal, 
Ihall be bound to maintain ten fhips of war for his own 
defence, and that of his allies ; with this provifo, how- 
ever, that if both the Spaniards and the French, or the 
Spaniards only, fliould make war upon the high allies, m 
that cafe, the ten fliips of war of his Portuguefe Majefty, 
(hall not be bound to depart from the coaft of Portugal, 
becaufe, while in that ftation, they will be of very great 
life in dividing the force of the enemy : but if war fhould 
be made by the French only, it Ihall then be lawful for 
the Portuguefe ihips to affift the high allies, in conjundtioai 
with their own fleets. 

JJ^IV, No peace nor truce fliall be made, but by the 
common confent of the three allies ; and this league fliall 
be perpetual and eternal. 

XV, The perfonal privileges and freedom of trade, 
which the fubjeds of Great Britain, and the States of tlic 
United ProvinceSj at prcfent enjoy in Portugal, the Portu* 
gueft fnall, in their turn, enjoy in the dominions of Great 
Britain and the Stat-es of the Unifed Provinces. 

XVL If from the copies of thfe treaty, in which ail 
jagreement was made concerning Bombay, between the 
crowns of Portugal and Britain, it fliould appear, that 
• either party has tranlgreflcd, or not fulfilled the terms of 
that convention, every thing fliall be i-^gulatcd according 
to the fpirlt of the faid treaty. 

XVII. Portuguefe fliips fliall not be obliged. to pay 
any thing for calling anchor in the port of Mallacca, 
unlefs the other nations of Europe are obliged to do- the 
faiiie, 

XVin. Pira- 
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XVIII. Piratical Ihips, of whatever nafion, fliall not 
only not be permitted or received into the ports which their 
Portuguefe and Britannick Majeflies, and the States- 
General of the United Provinces, poflefs in the Eaft IndieSj 
but {hall be deemed the common enemies of the Portuguefe, 
the Englifh, atid the Dutch. 

XIX. In time of peace, there fhall be admitted into 
the greater ports of the kingdom of Portugal, fix Ihips of 
war of each of the nations of Great-Britain, and the United 
Provinces, bcfides othej: fix fliips, which were permitted 
by virtue of former treaties ; fo that*in the whole, twelve 
ihips may be admitted, and all in the fame manner as the 
former fix were permitted. And into the leflfer ports, 
there fliall be admitted fuch a number of fliips as they 
can conveniently receive. 

XX. The faid plenipotentiaries promife, that their 
ibove-mentioned fovereigns fliall ratify this treaty, in due 
and lawful form ; and that the ratifications fliajl be ex- 
changed in this royal city of Liftjon, within the fpace of 
tliree months, counting from the time of fubfcribing. 

In witnels whereof, we the above named Plenipoten- 
tiaries of her Majefty, the Queen of Great Britdn, and of 
tlie high and tnighty Lords the States-general of the United 
Provinces, have figned this inftrument, and thereto fct 
our feals. And the plenipotentiaries of his Portuguefe 
Majefty, in order to avoid the controverfy' that fubfifts 
concerning the prerogative ofthe place betweenthe crowns 
of Great Britain and Portugal^ have, . agreeable to the 
-manner and cuftom obfcrved between the two Crowns, 
ffioaratcly figned an^l fealed anothjer inftrument of the 
fam^ tenor, changing only thofe particulars, which on ac- 
count of ItKis' circumttanjce, were to be changed.
